ly even plaine, which cauſeth the more contentment in 
them, becauſe the attayning thereto was hard and paine full. 
Fur even as pleaſures are cut off by griefe and angwih; fo 
ſorrowes ceaſe by joyes moſt ſweete and happie arriving. 
ö After this briefe moleſtationz briefe I ſay, becauſe it i 
contamed wirhin ſmall compaſſe of writing, immediately 
followed the moſt ſweete and pleaſant taſte of pleaſure, 
whereof (before) I made promiſe to you. Which (peradven- 
ture) could not be expected hy ſuch a beginning, if promiſe 
ſtood not thereunto engaged. And indeede, if I could well 
er vu to IT conced of my defire, by any orhet 
way, tha is rude and rockie a paſſage as this is, I would 
' "gladly have done it. But becauſe without this Narration, we 
could not demonſtrate the occaſion how and wherefore the 
matters happened, which youthalt reade in the enſuin 
Diſcourſes : I mnſt ſer them downe (even as conſtraine 
thereto by meere neceſſity) in writing after this manner. 
The yeere of our bleſſed Sayiours Incarnation, 348.that 
memorable mortality happened in the excellent City, farre 
dall the reſt in al which plague, by operation of 
the ſuperiour bodies, or rather for our caormousiniquities, 
by the juſt anger of God was ſent upon us mortalls. Some 
few yeares before, it tooke beginning in the Eaſterne parts 
{weeping thence an innumerable quantity of living, ſoules: 
extending it ſelfe afterward from place to place Weſt-ward 
untill it {cized on the ſayd City. Where neither humane 
Skill er providence, could uſe any prevention, notwithſtan 
ding it was clenſed of annoyances by diligent Off 
cers thereto deputed: beſides prohibition of all the ſickel 
perſons enterance, ant all le proviſion duyly uſed fo 
conſervatiqn of ſuch as were in health, with incehant Pr ay 
ers and ſupplications of de oute people, for the aſſwaging of 
ſodangatous a ſickeneſſe. | 
Abou the beginning of the yeere, it alſo began in 
ſtrange manner; as appeared by divers admirable effects; 
as it had done in the Raſt Countries, where Lord or Lady 
being touched therewith, manifeſt ſignes of inevitable dear! 
followed thereong hy bleeding at the noſe. But here it ł 
— — ren —— — either —— 
armepits, ur in the groine by cer taine ſwellings, in 
to the bigteſſe bf an Apple im others like an Egge, and fo j 
divers greater or leſſer, which ¶ in rhei vulgar Language 
they ter med to be a; Botch or Byle. In very ſhort time aft 
thoſe two infeted parts were grevene mortiferous, and wo 
diſperſe abroad indifferentiy, to all parts of the bod) 
whetcupon, ſuch” was the quality of the diſeaſe, to 3

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ſclfe by blacke or blew ſpots, which would appeare on 
the armes of many, others on their — > and every 
part elſe of the body: in ſome great and few, in others 
{mall and thicke. R | 

Now, as the Byle (at the beginning) was an aſſured 
ſigne of neere approaching death; ſo preoved the ſpots 
likewiſe to ſuch as had them: for the curing of which 
ſickeneſſe it ſeemed, that the Phyſitians councell, the 
vertue of Medicines, or any application elſe, could not 
yeeld any remedy : but rather it plainely appeared;thar 
either the nature of the diſeaſe would not endure it, or 
ignorance in the Phyſitians could not comprehend from 
whence the cauſe proceeded, and ſo by conſequent, n 
reſolution was to be determined. Moreover, beſide the 
number of ſuch as were skilfull in Art, many more both 
women and men, without ever having any knowledge in 
Phyſicke, became Phyſitians : ſo that not onely few 
were healed, but (well-neere) all dyed, within three 
dayes after the ſayd ſignes were ſeeneʒ ſome ſooner,and 
others later, commonly without either Feaver, or any o- 
ther accident. 

And this peſtilence was yet of farre greater power or 
violence; for, not onely healthfull perſons ſpeaking to 
the ſicke, comming, to ſce them, or ayring chaathes ia 
kindneſſe to comfort them, was an occafion'df enſuing * 
death: but touching their garments,or any foode where. 
on the ſicke perſon fed, or any thing elſe uſed in his ſer- 
vice, ſeemed to transferre the diſeaſe from the ſicke to 
the ſound, in very rare and miraculous manner. Among 
which matter of marvell, let me tell you one thing. 
which if the eyes of many (as well as mine owne) had 
not ſeene, hardly could I be perſwaded to write it, much 
leſſe to beleeve it, albeit a man of good credit ſhould 
report it. I ſay, that me guatiey of this contay - 
ſtilence was not onely of ſuch efficacie, in taking and ' 
catching it one of another, either men or women: bur 
it extended further, even in the apparent view of many, 
that the cloathes, or any 200g elſe wherein one dyed of 
that diſeaſe, being toucht, or Iyen on by any beaſt, farre 
from the kinde or quality of man, they did not onely 
contaminate and infe& the ſayd beaſt, were it D 
Cat, or any other;but alſo it dyed very ſoone after, 

Mine one eyes (as formerly I have ſayd) among di- 
vers other, one day had evident experience hereof ; for 
ſome poore ragged cloathes of linnen and wollen, torne 
from a wretched body dead of that diſeaſe, and hurled” 
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in the open ſtreete ; two Swine going by, and (accor- 
ding to their naturall inclination) ſeeking for foode on 
every dunghill, toſſed and tumbled the cloathes with 
their ſnours, rubbing their heads likewiſe upon themz 
and immediately, each turniug twice or thriſe about, 
they both fell downe dead on * ſayd cloathes, as being 
fully infected with the contagiõ of them: which accident 
And other the like, if not farre greater, begat divers 
feates and imaginations in them that beheld them, all 
tending to a molt inhumane and unchatitable end; name- 
ly, to fiye thence from the ſicke, and touching any thing 
of theirs, by which meanes they thought their health 
ſhould be ſafely warranted. . - 

Some there were, who conſidered with themſelves, 
that living ſoberly, with abſtinence from all ſuperfluity; 
it would be a ſufficient refiſtance againſt all hurrfull ac- 
cidents. So combining themſelves in a ſociable manner, 
they lived as ſeparatiſts from all other company, being 
Thut up in ſuch houſes, where no ſicke body ſhould: bee 
neere them. And there. for their more ſecurity, they uſed 
delicate viandsand excellent wines, avnyding luxury, 
and refuſing ſpeech to one another,. nat looking forth 

 arthewindowes, to heare no eryes of dying people, or 
ſee any coarſes carryed to buriall; but having Muſicall 
inſtruments, lived there in all poſſible pleaſure. Others, 
were of a contrary opinion, — ayouched, that there 
- was no other Phyſicke more certaine, for a diſeaſe ſo 
, deſperate, than to drinke hard, be merry among them- 
ſelves, finging continually, walking every where, and 
ſatisfying their appetites with whatſoever they deſired, 
laughing and mocking at every mournefull accident, and 
ſo — vowed to ſpend day and night : for now they 
would goe to one Taverne, then to another, living with- 
out any rule or meaſure; which they might very eaſily 
doe; becauſe every one of them, (as if he were to live 
no longer in this World) had even forſaken all things 
that he had. By meanes whereof, the moſt part of the 
| houſes were become common, and all trangets might doe 
the like (if they pleaſed to adventure it) even as boldly 
as the Lord or owner, without any let or coutradict ion. 

Vet in all this their beaſtly behaviour, they were wiſe 

enough, to ſhun (ſo much as they might) the weake and 
| Gckely:; In miſery and affliction of our City, the venera- 
ble authority of the Lawes, as well Divine as Humane, 
was even deſtroyed, as it were, through want of the law.

Ketweene theſe two tehearſed extremities of life, there 
were other of more moderate temper,not being ſo dainti- 
ty dyeted at the firſt, nor drinking ſo difſolutely as the 
ſecond; but uſed all things ſufficient for their appetites, and 
without ſhutting up themſelves, walked abroad, ſome car- 
rying ſweete Noſe gayes of flowers in their handszothers 
odoriferous herbes, and other divers kindes of Spices 
ries, holding them to their Noſes, and thinking them moſt 
comfortable for the Bra ine, becauſe the Ayre ſèemed to 
be much infected by the noy ſome ſmell of dead carkaſes, 
and other hurtfull fivouts. Some other there were alſo of 
more inhumane minde (howbeir peradventure it might be 
the ſureſt) ſaying, that there was no better Phyſicke a- 
ainſt the Peſtilence, nor yet ſo good, as to flye away from 
it: which argument mainely moving them, and caring for 
no body but themſelves,yery many both men and women, 
forſooke the City, their owne Houſe, their Parents, Rin- 
dred, Friends, and Goods, flying to other mens dwellings ' 
elſe-where. As if the wrath of Gol in puniſhing the fins 
of men with this Plague, would fall heavily upon none, 
but ſuch as were encloſed within the City wals;or elſe per- 
ſwading themſelves, that not any ſhould there be left a- 
live, but that che finall ending of all things was come. 
Now albeit theſe perſons in their diverſity 9 
nions dyed not all, fo undoubtedly they did not all eſcape 
but many among them becomming ficke, and making a 
generall example of their flight and folly, among them 
that could not ſtirte out of their beds, they languiſhed 
more perplexedly than the other did. Let us omit, that one 
Citizen fled after another, and one neighboat had not any 
care of another, Parents nor kindred neyer viſiting them 
but utterly they were forſaken on all ſides: this tribularic 
pierced into the hearts of men, and with ſuch a dreadfull 
te rrour, that one Brother forſooke another, the Uacle the 
Nephew, the Siſter the Brother, and the Wife her Hus 
band: nay, a matter much greater, and almoſt iacredibleg 
Fathers and Mothers fleil away from their oe Children, 
even as it they had no way appertained to chem. In rega 
whereof, it could be no otherwiſe, but that a countleffe: 
multitude of men and women fell ficke; finding no Charit 
among their friends, except a very few, and ſubje& tor M4 
ayarice of ſervants, who attended them conſtrainedly, (for 
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great and unreaſonable wages )yet few of thoſe attendants 
ro be Gund any where 18 94 they were men or women 
bur of baſe condition, as alſo of grofſer underſtanding, 
who never before had ſerved in any ſuch neceffities, nor 
andeede were any way elſe to be imployed, hut to give the 
perſon ſuch things as he called for, or to awaice the 
Houre of his death; in the performance of which ſervice, 
oftentimes for gaine, they ſoſt their one lives, 
In this extreame calamity, the ſicke being thus forſaken 
of Neighbours, Kindred and Friends, ſtanding alſo in ſuch 
neede of ſervants; a cuſtome came up among them, never 
heard before, that there was not any woman, how Noble 
Young, or Faire ſq ever ſhe was, but talling ſicke ſhe 
of neceſſity have a man to attend her were he young or o- 
| ez reſpe& uf ſhame or modeſty no way prevailin 
dur all parts of her body muſt be diſcovered to him, whic 
ſin the like urgency) was not to be ſeene by any but wo- 
men: whereog enſued afterward, that upon the parties hea- 
and recovery, it was occaſion of further diſhogeſty;

Or doe we bele 
life is liaked co our bodies with ſtranger chaines th 
others, and that therefore we ſhould not feare any Wl 
that hath power to offend m) We erre therein nd are de 
ccived, What brutiſha eſſe were is in us, if we thu 
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any ſuch beleefe ? So often as we call to mind, what an 
how many gallant young men and women, have beene d 
voured by this' cruell peſtilence ; wee may evidently ob 
ſerve a contrary argument. 
Wherefore,to rhe end, that by being over-ſcripulous anc 
rareleſſe, we fall not into fuch danger, whence when we 
would (perhaps) wee cannot recoyer our ſelves by an 
meanes: I thinke it meete (if your judgement therein ſhall 
mage with mine) that all of us as we are (atleaſt, if wee 
will doe as divers betore us have done, and yet daily en. 
den vdur to doe} ſhunning death by the honeſt example of 
others, make our retreat to our country houſes, wherewith 
all ofus are ſufficiently furuiſhed, end thereto delight our 
ſelvet as bet we may, yet without 8 any 
act) the limits of reaſon. There ſhall we heare the retty

he made mo difference at all in his vile dealing. T 
Maſter [happaler, be ing thus remembered by Muſci 
(who very well knew his life and behaviour he peri@ow: 
1 perſwaded himſelfe, that this was a man apt in al 
peas, to meete with the trechery of the Burgandig 
wherenpon, having ſent for him, thus he began, 
Chappeler,thon knoweſt how I am wholly to retreate or 
ſelfe from hence, and having ſome affaires among 
—— men full of wickedneſſe and deceite; I 
bethinke my ſelfe of no meeter a man than chappe let ¶ hure 
recover ſuch debrs as are due to me among them, and 
cauſe it falleth out > well, that thou art not now hind han. 
by any other buſi neſſe; if thou wilt undergoe this oli 
for me, I will procure thee fayourable Letters from 
Court,and give thee a reaſonable Portion in all thou 
eoverſt. Maſter chagpeler, ſeeing himſelfe idle, and gre 
after wordly goods, conſidering that Monnficur Mu 
(who had beene alwayes his beft buckler) was now to unt 
part from thence, without any dreaming on the matter, 
conſtrained thereto {as it were) by neceſſity, ſer de 
is reſolution, and anſwered, that he would glady doe 
Having made their agreement together, and recei 
from Mnſcrerro his expreſſe procuration, and alfo 
Kings gracious Letters; after that Muſciatts was gone 
his journey, Maſter Chappelet went to Diſen, where he 
unknowne (well- neere ) of any. And there (quite from 
naturall diſpoſition.) began benignely and graciouſlyFapp 
recovering the debts due; which courſe he took the rathi a4 
becauſe they ihould have a further feeling of him in dg 
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1. Being lodged in the houſe of two Florentine bre- 
en, that lived on their monies ufance, and (for Mons 
Muſcrattoes ſake uſing him with hononr and reſpec: 
"rtuned that he fell ſicke, and the two brethen ſem 
Phyſitions to attend him, allowing their ſervants to 
diligent about him, making no ſpare of any things 
nich gave the beſt likel:hoo« of reſtoringhis health. 
mt all their paines prooved to no purpoſe,becauſc he be- 
> now growne aged, and having lived all his life time 
ry diſorderly,fell day by day, (according to the Phyſi- 
$judgement)from bad to worſe,as no other way Aer 
{ but death, whereat the brethren greatly grie ved. 
Upon a day, neere the Chamber, where the ficke man 
v they entred into this communication: What ſhall we 
e (quoth the one to the other) with this man? We ate 
k hindered by him; for to ſend him away (ficke as he 
ny we ſhall be greatly blamed thereby, and it will be a 
Wanifeſt note of our weake wiſedome, the people ko- 
> that firſt of all we gaye him entertainement,and have 
lowed him phy ſicall attendance, and he not having any 
1 7 injured or offended us, to let him be ſuddenly expal - 
our hoaſe( ficke to death as he is)it can de no way for 
ur credit. 
On the other ſide, we are to conſider alſo, that he hath 
ene ſo bad a man as he will not now make any conteilie 
1 thereof, neither receive the bleſſed Sacrament of the 
hurch;and dying ſo without confeſſion, there is ns Churk 
and pat will aceẽpt his body, but it maſt be buried — 
ane ground, like to a Dog: And yet if he would e 
:mſelfc, his fines are ſo many and monſtrous, as the like 
ſe alſo may happen, becauſe there in not any Prieſt or 
eligious perſon, that can or will abſolve him. And bei 
; Dlolved, he muſt be caſt into ſome ditch or pit; 
en the people of the Toene; as well in regard of the ae- 
punt we carry here, (which to them a eareth ſo little 
leafing, as we are dayl pur ſued with their worſt words) 
alſo covering our ſpoyſe and oyerthrow, upon this will 
out and mutiny againſt us; Boholutheſi Lombard dogs ve 
wot ts be received me the Church, why ſhonid wr ſuffer them 40 
here ammyg w ? In furious madneſfe will they come up- 
n us, and our houſe,where (peradyenture) not contented 
ith robbing us of our goods, aur lives will remaine in 
ir mercy and danger; ſo that, in what ſort foever it 
appen,this man * muſt needes be banefall to . 
; Maſter Chappetet, who (as we have formerly aye) was 
aged neere to the place where they thus conferred, ha- 
| ving 
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ving a ſubtle attention (as oftentimes we ſee ſickę perſii 
to be poſſeſſed withall) heard al theſe torches pokenW'c | 
kim, and cauſing them to be called unto him, thus he ſp; 

I would not have you to be any Way doubtfull of mei 
ther that you thould receive the leaſt damage by me ion 
have heard what you have ſayd, and am certaine, th 
will happen according to your worils, if matters, {he 
fall out as you conceite; but I am miaded to deale othaeem 
wiſe. I have committed fo many offences againſt our Le 
God, in the whole current of my life; that now TI inte 

dne action at the houre of my death, which I truſt 
make amends for all. Procure therefore I pray you, th$0*th 
the moſt holy and religious man that is to be found . 
there be any one at all) may come unto me, and refers + 
the caſe then to me, for Iwill deale in ſuch ſort for 
and my ſelfe,that all {Kal be well, and you no way d 
contented, 

The two Brethren, although they had no great hope 
his ſpeeches, went to a Monaſtery of Gray-Friats,and 
queſted; that ſome one holy and learned man, might cc 
to heare the confeſſion of a Lombard, that lay very weal 
and ſicke in their houſe. And one was granted unto the 
being an aged and religious Frier, a gteat read maſter 
the Sacred Scripture, a very venerable perſon, who bei 
of good and ſanctiſied lite, all the Cittix ens held hin t o 
rome reſpe& and eſteeme, and on hee went with them 
their houſe, When he was come up into the Cham 
where Maſter Chappelet ay, and being there ſeated dowfBg41! 
by him; he began firſt to comfort him very lovingly; d 
manding alſo of him, how many times he had ah 
confeſſion > Whereto Maſter Chappeles (who never ! 
beene ſhrived in all his life time) thus replyed. 

Holy Father, I alwayes uſed (as a common cuſtome) 
be confeſſed once (at the leaſt )every weeke, albeit ſon 
times much more often; but true it is, that being falne ir 
this ſickeneſſe now eight dayes fince I haye not bee 
confeſt, ſo violent — beene the extremity of my wealf 
neſſe. My ſonne (anſwered the good old man) thou ha$Þro: 
done well, and ſo Xeepe thee kereafter in that minde:l 
I plainely perceive,ſecing thou haſt ſo often confeſſed thif<m 
Tn. that I ſhall take the leſſe labour in urging queſtionp*c< 
to thee, 

Maſter (happelet replyed: Say not ſo good Father, 
- albeit I have beene ſo oftentimes confeſſed, yet am lu 
ling now to make a generall confeſſion, even to all fin 
committing to my rememberance, from the very day 
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ny birth, untill this inſtant houre of ny Bat, And there- 

ore I intteat you (holy Fathet) ro make no reſpe& of m 

ckeneſſe, for I had rather be offenſive to mine one fle 

han by favoring or allowing it cafe, to haxard the perdi- 

jon of my ſoule,which my Redeemer bought with ſo preci - 
a price. 

Theſe words were highly pleaſing to the holy Fryer, and 
cemed to him as an argument of a good conſcience: where - 
Ye, after he had much commended this forwardneſſe in 
im, he began to demand of him if he had never offended 
ith any Woman ? Whereunto Maſter Chappeler (breathing 
Worth a great ſight) anſwered : , 
© Holy Father, I am halfe aſhamed to tell you the truth in 
his caſe, as _— leaſt I ſhould ſinne in vaine-glory. 

W hereto the Confeſſor replied; Speake boldly ſonne, and 
are not, for in telling the truth, be it in confeſſion or othet 
iſe, a man can never ſinne. Then ſayd Maſter Chappelet, Fa- 
er, ſeeing you give me ſo good an aſſurance, I will refolve 
ou faithfully herein. I am fo true a Viegin-man in this 
ater, even as when I iſſued forth of my Mothers wombe. 
ſonne (quoth the Frier) how happie and bleſſed of Gd 
rtthou? Well haſt thou lived, and therein haſt thou not 
eanely merited, having had ſo much libertie to do the con- 
ary if thou wouldeſt, wherein very few of us can anſwer 
or our {elves. 

Afterward,he demanded of him how much di ſpleaſing to 
od he had beene in the ſinne of Gluttony? When (ſighin 
gaine greatly) he anſwered;Too much, and too often, go 
ather. For, over and beſides the Faſts of our Lent ſeaſon, 
phich every yeare ought to be duely obſerved by devout 
© 77; I brought my ſelfe to ſuch a cuſtomary uſe, that T 
ould faſt three dayes in every weeke, with Bread and Wa- 
r. But indeede (holy Farher)I confeſſe, that I have drunke 
ater with ſuch a pleafing appetite and delight (eſpecially 

praying, or walking on pilgrimage) even as greedy drun- 
ards doe, in drinking good Wine. And many times I have 
fired ſuch Sallades o ſuch hearbes, as Women doe gather 
broad inthe open fields, and feeding onely upon them, 
ithout coveting after any cther kinde of ſuſtenance, hath 
emed much more pleaſing to me, than I thought te 
pree with the nature of Faſting,eſpecially when as it ſwer« 
th from devotion, or is not done as it ought to be. 
Sonne,lonne,replied the Confeſſour, theſe ſiunes are natu. 

U, and very light, and therefore I would not have thee ts 
arge thy ine with them, more than is needefulL Ic 
ppeneth to every man (how holy ſoeyer he be) that after 

hath fa ſted overlong, feeding willbe welcome to him, 

1d drinking good drinks after = travell, O Sir, (ſaid * 
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ſter ( Cheppeler) never tell me this to comfort me; for 
you know, and I am not ignorant therein, that ſuch thi 
as are done for the Service of God, ought all to be perf 


med purely, and withour any blemiſh of the minde ; me 
otherwiſe is done, ſavoureth of ſinne. The Frier being wiſh ve 
contented with theſe words,ſaid : It is not amiſſe that ti. 


underſtandeſt it in this manner, and thy conſcience m 
purely cleared, is no little comfort vnto me. But tell me nm; 
concerning Avarice, haſt thou ſinned therein, by deſiii co 
more than was reaſonable,or withholding from others, ſi N 
things as thou oughteſt not to detaine ? Wherein Mall h: 
Chappelet anſwered. Good Father, I would not have you m. 
imagine, becauſe you ſee me lodged here in the houſe of of} bi 
Vſurers, that therefore I am of any ſuch diſpoſition. Pa 
truely dir, I came hither to no other end, but onely to chaſii of 
and admoniſh then in friendly manner, to clenſe thi M. 
mindes from ſuch abhominable profit. And aſſuredly, de 
ſhould have prevailed there in, had not this violent ſickue an 
hindred mine intention. But underſtand (holy Father) i N. 
my Parents left me a rich man, and immediatly after  *® 
Fathers death, the greater part of his goods I gave away} 2 
Gods ſake, and then, to ſuſtaine mine owne life, and to he to 
the poore members of Ieſus Chriſt, I betwoke my ſelfe tY ** 
meane eſtate of Merchandiſe, deficing none other thank 2 
neſt gaine thereby, & evermore whatſoever benefit came $3 
me, I imparted halfe thereof to the poore, converting 
' owne ſmall portion about my neceſfary affaires, which ii © 
other part would ſcarſely ſerve to ſupply © yet alwayes OF 9" 
ave thereto ſuch a mercifull 3 that my buſine 
aily thrived more & more, ariſing ſtill from good to bet: ſe 
Well haſt thou done therein,zo0d Sonne, ſaid the Con h. 
* ſour : but how oftentimes haſt thou beene angry ? Oh © 
(layd Maſter Chappeler) therein I aſſure yee, I have o af 
trunſgteſſed. And what man is able to forbeare it; beboli te 
the daily act ions of men to be ſo diſhoneſt? No care of dc 
ping Gods Commandements, nor any feare of his dread © 
judgements. Many times in a day, I have rather wilhed 7 
elfe dead than living, beholding youth PASS idle v 4 
ties, to ſweare and forſweare themſelves, tip

- vernes, and never haunting Churches, but rather Affe © 
the worlds follies, than any ſuch duties as they owe to th 
Alus Sonne (quoth the Frier) this is a good and holy an le 

and I can impoſe no penance on thee for it. Bur tell me, H 14 
not rage or furie at any time ſo over-ruled thee, as to © 
mit murther or manflaughter,or to ſpeake evill of any m 
or to doe any ſuch kinde of injurie ? Oh Father (anfive G 


Maſter chappelot) you that ſeeme to be a man of God, | 
care you ule any ſuch vile words 2 If I had had the

of drinke. Thoſe were no ill words, quoth the Er ier; but L re- 
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leaſt thought, to doe any ſuch act as you ſpeake, doe you 
thinke that God would have ſuffered me to live? Thele are 
deeds of darkeneſſe, fit tor villaines and wicked livers, of 
which helliſh crew, when at any time I have happened ts 
meete with ſome one of them, I have ſaid; Goe, God con- 
vert thee, 

Worthy,and charitable words replyed the Frier: but tell 
me Sonne, Didſt thou ever, beare talſe witneſſe againſt any 
man, or haſt ſpoken falſely, or taken ought from any one, 
contrary to the will of the owner? Yes indeede Father, ſaid 
Maſter chappelet, I have ſpokem ill of another, becauſe I 
have ſometime ſeene one of my neighbours, who with no 
meane ſhame of the world, would doe nothing elſe but beate 
his wife: and of him once I complayned to the poore mans 


Parents, ſaying, he never did it but when he was overcome 


member you ſaid, that you were a Merchant; Did youever 
deceive any,as ſome Merchants uſe to doe? Truly Father, 
anſwered Maſter (happeler, I thinke not any, except one 
man, who one day brought me money which he owed me 
for a certaine peece of cloathT ſold him, and I put it into 
2 purſe without accounting it. About a moneth after ward, I 
tound that there were fou: e ſmall pence more then was due 
to me: and never happening to meete with the man againey 
after I had kept them the ſpace of a whole yeare, I them 
gave them away unto foure poote people, for Gods ſake. 

A ſmall matter, (aid the Frier, and truly paid backe againe 
to the owner, in beſtowing them on the poore. Many other 
queſtions he demanded eb Bin, whereto ſtill he anſwered in 
the ſame manner: but before he proceeded to abſolution, Ma- 
ſter Chappeler ſpake thus: I have yet one ſinne more, which CL 
have not revealed to you: when being urged by the Frier, to 
c'nfeſſe it, ke ſayd; I remember, that I ſhould afford one 
day in the weeke, to cleanſe the houſe of my ſoule, for bet= 
ter entertainement to my Lord and Saviour, and yet I have 
done no ſuch reverence to the Sunday; or Sabbath, as L 
cuight to have done. A ſmall fault Sonne, replied the Frier: 
Oh no (quoth Maſter Chappeler) doe not terme it a ſma 
fault, becauſe Sunday being a holy day, is highly to be teve- 
renced ; for as on that day, our bleſſed Lörd aroſe from 
death to life. But (quoth the Confeſſour) haſt thou done no- 
thing elſe on that day ? Yes,ſaid he, being forgerfull-of my 
lelfe, once I did ſpet in Gods Church. The Frier ſmiling 
ſaid: Alas Sonne,that is a matter of no moment;for we that 
are Religious perſons,doe uſe to ſpet there every day. The 
more is your ſhame, anſwe ed Maſter C happelet, for no p 
dug ht to be kept more pute and cleane then the ſacre 
Temple,wherein our daily er are offered up to God. 
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In this manner he held on an houre and more, utter ing th 
Iike tranſgreſſions as theſe ʒand at laſt he began to ſigh ve 
1 and to ſhed a few teares, as one that wis skil 
ll enough in ſuch diſſembling prankes : whereat the Con 
feſſour being much moved, ſaid: Alas Sonne, what aile 
thou? O Father (quoth Chappelet] there remaineth yet on 
ſinne more upon my conſcience, whereof I never at any tin 
made confe ſſi on, ſo ſhamefull it appeareth to me to diſcloſ 
itz ana I am partly perſwaded, that God will never par do 


me for that finrie. How now Sonne? ſaid the Frier, never ſa 8 
ſo, for if allche ſinnes that ever were committed by men, Mlry i 
hall be committed ſe long as the world endureth, were on I 
ly in one man, and he repenting them, and being ſo contrirg fd, 


or them, as I ſee thou art; —— and mercy of Godi 
ſo great, that upon penitent confeſſion, he will freely parder 
him, and therefore ſpare not to ſpeake it boldly, Alis Fa 
ther (ſaid Chappeler {till in pretended weeping) this ſinne ol 
mine is ſo great, that I can hardly belee ve (if your earneff 
prayers doe not aſſiſt me) that ever I ſhall obtaine remiſfſ 
on for it. Speake it Sonne, ſaid the Friar, and feare not, 
promiſe that I will pray to God for thee. 

Maſter Cheppeler ill wept and ſighed, and continued ſi 
ent, notwithſtanding all the Conteſſors comfortable per 
ſwaſions ; but after hee had held him à long while in ſu 
ſpence, breathing forth a ſigh, even as if his very heart 
would have broken, he ſaid z Holy Father, ſeeing you pro 
miſe to pray to God for me, I will teveale it to you: Knoy 
then,that when I was a little boy, I did once curſe my Mo 
ther; which he had no ſooner ſpoken, but hee wrung hi 
hands, and grieved extraordinarily. Oh good Sonne, ſaid the 
Fr ier: doth that ſeeme ſo great —— to thee ? Why, me 
doe daily blaſpheme our Lord God, and yer neverthe-Y; 
leſſe upon their heartie repentance, he is alwayes ready t 
forgive them; and wilt not thou beleeve to obtaine te miſſi- 
on for a ſinne ſd ignorantly committed? Weepe no mor 
deare Sonne, but comfort thy ſelfe and reſt reſulved, that 1 
thou wert one of them, who nailed our bleſſed Saviour to 
his Croſſe;yet being ſo truly repentant, as I ſee thou art, he 
would freely forgive thee. Say you ſo Father? quoth Chappe- 
let. What my owne deare Mother? that did beare me in her 
wombe nine moneths,day and night, and af.erwards fed me 
with her breaſts a thouſand times, can I be pardoned for 
cui ſing her? O no, it is too hainous a ſinne, and except you 
Pray to God very inſtantly for me, he will not forgive me; 

Fr I feare it comes neate to be a ſinne unpardonable. 

When the Religious man perceived, that nothing more 
Was to be confeſſed by Maſter ¶ happelet. he gave him abſo- 
lution ,and his owne benediction beſide, reputing him to be 
* moyg 
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oft holy man, as verily beleeving all that he had ſaid. 
And who would not have done the like, hearing a man to 
peake in this manner, and being upon the very point of 
death? Afterward, he ſaid unto him, Maſter Chappeler, by 
A Gods Grace you may be ſoone reſtore l to health, but if it 
fo come to paſſe, Gas God doe take your bleſſed and well 
diſpoſed ſeule to his mercy, will it pleaſe you to have your 
body buried in our Convent? Whereto Maſter Chappele# an- 
ſered;I thanke you Father fur your good motion, and ſor- 
Try ihould I be, if my friends did burie me any where elſe, 
becauſe you have pro iſed to pray to God for me 3 and be- 
ade, I have alwayes carrieda religious devotion to your 
Order. Wherefore I beſeech you, ſo ſoone as yoware come 
home to your Convent, prevaile ſo much by your good 
meanes, that the holy Euchariſt, conſecrated this morning 


ne on your high Altar, may be brought unto me: for although 
nel confeſſe my ſelfe uttefly unworthy, yer I purpoſe (by your 
mil; cyerend permiſſion )to receive it, as alſo your holy and la- 
ot; teſt unct ion, to this end, that having lived a grievous ſinner, 


I way yet (at the laſt) die a Chriſtian. Theſe words pleaſed” 
the good 61d man, and he cauſed every thing to be perfor 
med,according as Maſter chappelet had requeſted, 

The two bretbren,who much doubted the diſſembling of 
heart Chappelet, being both in a ſmall partition, which ſundeted 
 ProYthe ſcke mans Chamber from theirs, heard and underſtood” 
cnouſfehe paſſage of all, betweene him and the ghoſtly Father, 


M 0-Ybeing many times ſcarſely able to refraine from laughter, at 
3 hithe fraudulent courſe of his confeſſi on. And often they ſaid} 
1 theEwithin themſelves, what manner of man is this, whom nei-' 


ther age, ſickneſſe, nor terrour of death ſo neare approach- 
ing, and ſenſible to his one ſoule, nor that which is much 
dy amore, God, before whoſe judgement he knowes not ho- 
niſſi· I ſoone he ſhall appeare,or be ſent to a more fearefull place; 
moteꝗ none of theſe can alter his wicked diſpoſition, but that he 
nat VE will needs die according as he hath lived? Notwithſtan- 
ur daf ding ſeeing he had ſo ordered the matter, that he had buri- 
t, heal! freely allowed him, they cared for no more. 
be- After that Chappeler had received the Communion, and 
1 herthe other Ceremonies appointed for him; weakeneſſe en- 
me creafing upon him more and more, the very ſame day of his 
1 for goodly confeſſion, he died (not long after) towards the eye- 
* YOUR ning. Whereupon the two brethren tooke order, that all 
men needefull things ſhould be in a teadineſſe, to have him bu- 
ried honorably ; ſending to acquaint the Fathers of the 
Convent therewith, that they might come to ſay theit Vi- 
ls, 4 eg precedent cuſtome, and then on the mot - 
row to fetch the body. The honeſt Frier that had con- 
TJ fcllced him, hearing he was dead, went to the Prior of the

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Convent, and by ſound of the houſe Bell, cauſed all th

diſe: Oh, take example by this ſingular man, this Saint-lik 
man, nay a very Saint indeede. LO FIT 

Many additions more he made, concerning his faithful. 
neſſe, truth and integritie; ſo that by the vehement aſſeve. 
vation of his words, (whereto all the people there pong 
gave credible beliefe) he provoked them unto ſuch zeale 3x 
and earneſt devotion ; that the Sermon was no ſooner en- 
ded,but (in mightie crowds and throngs) Hoy preſſed abou 
the Biere, kifling his hands and feet, and all the garments 1 
about him were torne in peeces, as precious Reliques of ſo 
holy a perſon, and happy they thonght themſelves, that © 
could get the ſmalleſt piece or ſhred of any thing that came © 
neare to his. body : and thus they continued all the day,th 
body lying ſtill open, to be viſite\l in this manner. l 

When night was come, they buried him in a godly Mars © 
ble rombe,cre&ed in a faite Chappell purpoſely ; and for 
many uy after following, it was moſt ſtrange to ſee, how 
the people of the Countrey came thither on heapes, with £ 
holy Candles and other offerings, with Images of wax fa 
ſtened to the Tombe, in ſigne of Sacred and ſolemney * 
Vouwes, to this new created Saint. And fo farre was reed

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Rome. And during the time of his abiding there (without 
revealing to any one the reaſon of his comming thither ) 
very heedfully he obſerved the manner of the Popes lite, 
of the Cardinals, Prelates, and all the Courtiers. And be- 
Ing a mah ny diſcreet and judicious, he apparantly percei- 
ved both by his owne eye, and further information of 
friends ; that from the higheſt to the loweſt (without any; 
reſtra int, remor ſe of — — ſhame, or feare of puniſh. 
ment) all ſinned in abhominable luxurie, and not naturally 
onely, but in foule Sodomy, ſu that the credit of Strumpet 
and Boyes was not ſmall, and yet might be too eaſi ly ob- 
tained, Moreover, drunkards, belly-gods, and ſervants of 
the paunch, more than of any thing elſe (even like brutiſh 
beaſts after their luxury) were every where to bee met 
withall. Andupon further obſervation, he ſaw all men ſo 
coyetous and greedy of Coine, that every thing was bought 
and ſold for ready money, not onely the bloud of men, but 
(in plaine termes) the faith of-Chriſtians, yea, and matrers 
of divineſt qualities, how, or to whomſoever appertayning, 
were it for Sacrifices, or Benefices, whereof was made no 
meane merchandize, and more Brokers were there to be 
found (than in Paris attending upon all Trades) of manifeſt 
Symonie, under the nice name of Negotiation, and for 
luttony, not ſuſtentation: e ven as if God had not knowne 
the ſignification of vocables, nor the intentions of wicked 
hearts, but would ſuffer himſelfe to be deceived by the 
outward names of things, as wretched men uſe to doe. 
Theſe things, and many more (fitter for ſilence, than fot 
publication) were ſo deepely diſpleaſing to the Jew, being 
a moſt ſober and modeſt man; that he had ſoone ſeene e- 
nough,reſolyed on his returne to Para, which very ſpeedi- 
Iy he performed, And when Ichannor heard of his arrivall, 
crediting much rather other newes from him, than ever tc 
ſec him a converted Chriſtian, he went to welcome him, 
and kindly they feaſted one another. Afﬀrer ſome few dayes 
* of reſting, Iehannet demanded of him; what he thought of 
our holy Father the Pope, and his Cardinals, and general! 
af all the other Courtiers > Whereto the Jewanſwered;1t 
- I6ftrange ehannet that God ſhould give them ſo much as he 
doth. For I will truly tell thee, that if I had beene able te

or example of honeſt life: But if a man deſite to ſee luxu 
ry, avarice, gluttony, and ſuch wicked things, yea, wotſe, i 
worſe may be, and held in genetall:eſtimation of all me 
let him but goe to Rome,” which Lthinke rather to he th 
forge of damuable actions, than any wayleaning do grac

Gracious Ladies, I am to ſpeake of univerſall occaſion, nit 
mingled with ſome misfortunes in part, and partly wich 7 
matters leaningto love, as many times may happen to ſuc 
people, that trace the dangerous pathes of amorous de ſiresſ ha 
ar have not learned perfectly, to ſay Saint Iulians Pager N Lc 
fer, having good beds of their owne, yet caſually meei m. 
with worſer Lodging. 
In the :ime of Atte, Marqueſſe of Ferrara, there wart 
Merchant named Rinaldo de Efe, who being one ay © at £ 
legna, about ſome eſpeclall buſineſſe of his owne 3 his oc 
ſions there ended, and riding from thence towards N 
be fell in company with ether horſemen, ſeeming w

Looke thou haſt ſayd thy prayer, for when we have thy 
money, Saint Julian and thon ſhift for thy lodging, After 
ward,the ſame man thus againe conferd with him. As you 
Sir, ſo I have ridden many journeyes, and yet L never uſed 
any ſuch prayer, although I have heard it very much come 
mended, and my lodging hath proved never the worſer. 
Perha ps this very night will therein reſolve us both, whe-

But I muſt comp 
deny, that in Read thereof, I have made uſe of ſome verſi to th. 


as Dirupiſta, or the Intemerata, or De proſundu,, which at 
(as my Grandmother hath often told mie) of very gr 
vertue and efficacie. 

Continuing thus in talke of divers things, winning | 
and beguiling the time, ſtill waiting when their purpoſ 
ſhould ſort to effect: it fortuned, that the Theeves ſeeig 
they were come neare to a Towne, called Cafteau — 
by the foord of a River, the houre ſomewhat late, th 
place ſolitary, and thickely ſhaded with Trees, they mad 
their aſſault; and having robd him, left him there on forte, 
ſtript into his ſhirt, ſaying to him.

Rinaldo remaining there in his ſhirt, bare-foote and (af 
bare-legged,the weather extreamely cold, and ſnowing in-W int 
cefſantly,and not knowing what to doe, darke night draw-iiff ftoc 
ing on, and looking round about him for ſome place where all 
to abide that night, to the end he might not die with cold; fuc 
he found no helpe at all there for him, in regard that (no ſhe 
long while before) the late warre had burat and waſted and 
all, and not ſo much as the leaſt Cottage left. Compelled by F doc 
the colds violence, his teeth quaking and all his body trem-W£ ber 

ling, he trotted on towards caſteau Guillamme not knowing aire 
whether his man was gone thither or no, or to what place leg 
elſe : but per ſwaded himſelfe, that if he could get entrance, W ma 
there was no feare of finding ſuccout. But before he cameW tre 
within halfe a mile of the towne,the night grew extreame - wo 
ly darke, and arriving there ſo late, he found the gates faſt M ho

Comming to the 
a(ebW;.. of London, and taking there a ſmall houfe upon 
ends, carely tent, living on ſo little charge as poihble might 
per: e, they began to lend out money at uf: wherein For- 
n cb-· une was fo favenrablc to them, that {in few yeares) thes 
- ht ad gathered a great ſumme of money: by meanes where 
nig p fit came to priſe, that one while one of them, and af- 
ee WE 19atd another returned backe againto.Flepence;where 
im eh tho ſummes 2 great part of their inherigances we! « 
L E redee.ng 
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redeemed; and many other more brought beſide. Linkin 7* 
themſelves in marriage, and yet continuing their uſay wi 
in England, they ſent a Newphew of theirs chither, nan 
Aleſſandro, a young man, and of faire demeanour, Kn 
maintaine their ſtocke in employment: while they thn 
remained ſtill in Florence, and growing torgetfull of tha 
former miſery, fell againe into as unreaſonable expencaliff Y- 
as ever, never teſpecting their houſhald charges, becaul 
they had good credit among che Merchants, and the 
nies Kill ſent from Aleſſandro, ſupporting their expenc 
divers yeares. 

The dealings of Alefſandro in England grew very gre A 
for he lent out much money to many Gentlemen, Lord bl 
and Barons of the Land, upon engagement of their 
nors, Caſtles, and other reyenewes : from whence hed 
rived immeaſurable benefit. While the three Brethre 
held on in their laviſh expences, borrowing moneſ 
when they wanted untill cheir ſupplies came trom En hi 
land, whereon (indeede) was their onely {ependance ; 4 
fortuned, that (contraty to the opinion of all men) w 
happened betwee ne the King of England, and one of 
ſonnes, which occaſioned much trouble in the Couatre 
by taking parton either fide, ſome with the ſonne, 
other with the Father. In regard whereof, thoſe Caſt 
and places, pawacd to Alefſindre, were ſuldenly (cir 
f:om him, nothing then remaining, that turned him 
profit. But living in hope day by day, that peace we 
be concluded betweene the Father and the Sonne, he 
ver doubted, but all things then ſhould be reſtored to hi 
both the principall and intereſt, and therefore he wa 
not depart ont of the Countrey. 

The three Brethren at Florence, bounding within no! 
mits their diſordered ſpending, borrowed 4aily more a 
more. An l after ſome few yeares, the Cre licors ſeeing 
effect of their hopes to come from them, all credit ba 
loſt with them, and no repaym2at of promiſe4 dues, ti 
were impriſoned, their Lands and all they had, no: fuk ed hi

As for honeſt Aleſſindro, who had awaited long tit 
for peace in Englind, perceiving there was no like lihe 
of it; and conſidering alſo, that (beſide his rarrying the h 
in eine to reconer his dues ) he was in danger of his — . 
without any ther deferring, he ſet away for Treaty. Ph 

cant to patſegzFhat as he i(ſſa24 forth of Bruges, he (av ys 
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young Abbot alle journexing thence, being clothed in 
white, accompanied with divers Monkes, and a great 
trainebefore conducting the needfull cart iage. Two ancient 
Knights, kinſmen to the King, followed after; with whom 
Ae ene acquainted himſelfe, as having formerly 
knowne them, and was Kindly accepted into their compa- 
ny. Aleſſandro riding along with them courteouſly reque- 
ſed to know, what theſe Monkes were that rode before, 
and ſuch a traine attending on them? Whereto pne of the 
Knights thus anſwered.

Al 
ſandro, being well acquainted with the Hoſt of 
houſe, willing him to provide for the Abbot andh 
people, and then to lodge him where he thought it meet

raine in the Village, ſome in one place, and othersel

n Ship, lading it with divers ſorts of Merchandizes, all be- 
"WW longing to himſelfe onely, and making bis voyage to the 
01 LY Cyprus. Where he fonnd, over and beſi de the Mer- 
of W chandizes he had brought thither, many Shyps more there 

arrived.and all of them laden with the ſame commodities, 
* in regard whereof, it was necdfu}l for him, not onely ro 
„wake a good Mart of his goods; but alſo was further con- 
ſtrainedſ if be meant to vent his comm odities) to ſell them 
away (almoſt) for nothing, endangerir.g his utter deſtru- 
ction and overthrow. Whereupon grieving exceeding'y at 
„ great a loſſe, not Knowing what ta doe, and ſeeing, that 
from very abundant weal h, he was like to fall into as low 

povertie: he reſolved to dye, or to rccompenee h's lofles » 
7 vpon others, becauſe he would not teturne home poore, 
having departed the nee ſo rich. 

Meeting witk a Merchant, - that bought bis great 
uc hippe of him; with the money made thereof, and alit 
-bis other Merchaudizes, hee purchaſed another, being 
a lighter veſſell, apt and proper for the uſe of a Pirate, 
arming and furniſhing it in ample manner, for roving 
' ard robbing upon the Seas. Thus'hee began to make 


2 other mens goods his owne, eſpecially from the Turkes 1

place, where none durſt iſſue forth of the ſmall Barke, but 
endangered his life with their Darts and Arrowes. Entri 
aboard the Barke, and making ir their owne by full pol. 
ſeſſion, all the men they threw over-board, without ſparing 
any but Landelphe himſelfe, whom they mounted into ons 
of the Carrackes : leaving him nothing but a poore {hin 
of Maile on his backe, and having rifled the Bake of al 
her riches, ſunke it into the bottome of the Sea. The d 
following, the rough windes being calmed, the Carracks 
fet ſaile againe, having a proſperous paſſage all the da 
long; but v pon the entrance of darke night, the winds blen 
moi e tempeſtuouſly than before, and ſweld the Sea in ſuci 
rude ſtormes, that the two Carrackes were ſundted eat 
trom other, and by violence of the rem eſt it came to paſlt 
that the Carracke wherein lay poore miſerable Londoll

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Now notwithſtanding the nights — and impetu. 
eus violence cf the billowes, ſuch as could ſwimme, made 
hi ft to ſave their lives by ſwimming. Others caught hold 
on ſuch things, as by Fortunes favour, floated neareſt ro 
them, among whom, diſtreſſed Lands/phe, de ſiraus to faye 
his lite, if poſſible it might be, eſpied a Cheſt or Coffer 
before him, ordained (no doubt) to be the meanes of his 
lafety from drowning.

in Perenſe or Perugia, a young man name Anares de Piero, 

whofe profeſſion was to trade about Horſes, in the nature 
of a Horſe: courſer, or Horſe-maſter, who hearing ofa 
ood Faire or Market (for his purpoſe). at Nag les, did put 

Pre hundred Crownes of gold in his purſe, and journeyed 

thither in the company of other Hotſe-courſers, ariving 

there on a Sunday in the evening. According to inſt rudi i- 

ons given him by his Hoſt, he went the next day into the 

Ho! ſe- market, where lie ſaw verv many Horſes that he li- 

ked,cheapning their prizes as he went up and downe, bit 

could fall tu no agreement; yet to maniteſt that he came 
purpoſely to buy, and not as a cheapner onely, oftertimes 

(like a fhallow-brainde trader in the world) hee ſhewed 

his purſe of gold before all paflengers, never reſpecting 

who or what they were that obſerved his folly. 

It came to paſſe that a young Sic lian wench (very beauti, 
full, dut at comn and 1 would, & for fmall hire) 
paſſing then by, & (without his perceiving) ſeeing ſuch ſtore 
of goſd in his purſe; preſently the ſayd to ber ſelfe: why 
ſhould not all thoſe crownes be mine; when the foole that 
owes them, : keepe them no cloſer? And ſo ihe went un. 
With this young wantan there was (at the fame time) an 
old vw an (as commonly ſuch finfe is alwayes ſo atten- 
ded)ſeeming to be a Sreilttan alſo, who fo ſoone as The ſam 
Andrea, knew him, and leaving her youthfull commodity, 
anne to him, and embraced him very Kindly. Which 
when the younger 1 aſſe perceived, vithout pr ecceding any 
tunther, ſhee ſtayed to fee what would enſue thereon. 
Andrea conferring with the old Bawde, ard krowin 
Fer{bnt rot fer any ſuch creature) erchred. bimſelfe 


very , 
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very affable to her; ſhe making him promiſe, that ſhy 


would come and drinke with him at his lodging. So break, 
ing off further ſpeeches for that time, ſhe rerurned to he 
young Cammerade ; and Axdrea went about buying his Her 
ſes, ftillcheapning good ſtore, but did not buy any all the 
morning. 

The Punke that had taken notice of Andrea, purſe, up 
on the old womans comming backe to her) having forme: 
ly ſtudied, how ſhe might get all the gold, or the great 
part thereof) cunningly queſtioned with her, what the mu 
was, whence he came, andthe occaſion of his buſineſſe} 
wherein ſhe fully informed her particularly, and in asats 
ple manner as himfelfe could have done; That ſhe had lo 
time dwelt in Sicily with his Father, and afterward at Ps 
Touſezrecounting alſo at what time ſhe came thence,andthe 
cauſe which now had drawne him to Naples. The wity 
young houſewite,being thorowly inſtruct ed, concerning the 
Parents and kindred — Andrea, the ir names, quality, and all 
other circumſtances thereto leading; began to frame the 
foundation of her purpoſe thereupon, ſetting her reſol 
tion dowre conſtantly, that the purſe ard gold was (altes. 
dy) more than halfe her owne. 

Being come home to her oe houſe, away ſhe ſent the 
old Pandrefle about other buſineſſe, Which might hold 
her time long enough of employment, and hinder her re- 
turning to «Andrea according to promiſe, put poſing not to 
truſt her in that ſerious peece of ſervice.

the man. Then taking him ſide, ſhe ſayd. Sir. there is3 
worthy Gentlewoman of this City,that would gladly ſpeak 
with you, if you-pleaſe to vouchſafe her ſu much fayour. 

Andrea, hearing ſuch a kind of ſalvation, and from 4 
Ws named of worth; began to grow proud in 

iis owne imaginations, and to make no meane eſtimation 
ot himſelte + As (undoubredly ) that he was an handſome 
proper man, and of ſuch carriage and per fed ions, as had 
attracted the an.orous eye of this Gent ewoman, and indy- 
ced her to like and love him beyond all other, Naples not 
containing a man of better merit.

meeting here with your owne Siſter, beyond. all, hope 
expeRation-in either of us both, Mut ſeeing heaven hath 
beene ſo gracious to me, to let me ſec one of my brethrey 
before I dye (though gladly I would ha ve ſeene themall) 
which is ſome addition of comfort to me; and that which 
(haply) thou haſt nevet heard before, in plaine and trueſt 
manner, 1 will reveale unto thee. 

Piero, my Father and thine, dwelt long time (as tho 
canſt not chooſe but to have underſtood) in Palermo whert 
through the bount ie, and other gracious ood parts remai- W with 
ning in him, he was much renowned, e. this day, is no ard 
— $ remembred,by many of his loving Friendsand Well: torr 
willers. Among them that moſt intimately affected Tien ¶ feel 
my mother (who was a Gentlewoman, and at that times Head! 
widdow) did deereſt of all other love him; ſo that forgets Ning! 
ting the feate of her Father, or Btethren, yea, and her ene bra 
honour, they became ſo privately acquainted, that I was ue 
begotten; and am here now ſuch as thou ſeeſt me, After, Ned. 
ward occaſions ſo befalling our Father, to abandon Pe- H= 
lermo, and returne to Perouſe , he left my mother ard me bu, 
his little daughter, never after (for ought that I could havi 
learne) once remembring eitker her or me : ſo that (if he (br 
had not beene my Father) I could have much condemned Wt 3?

72 nqu 
up then ſuch few things as we could take with us (few — 


may well call them, in regar' of our wealthy poſſe ſſiong 
bot 
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both in Pallaces, Houſes and Lands, all which wee were 
conſttained to forgoe: )we made our recourſe: to this City. 
where wee found King Charles fo benigne and gracious co 
us that recompencing the greater part of our loſſes, he be- 
ſtowed Lands and'Houſes on us here, beſide a continuall 
large penſion to my husband your brother in Law, as kere- 
after himſelie ſhall better acquaint yuu withall. Thus came 
I hitker, and thus remaine here, where I am able to wel- 
come my brother Andrea, thankes more to Fortune, than 
any friendlineſſe in him. With which word ſhe embraced & 
kiſſed him many times, ſighing & weeping as ſhe did before 
Andrea hearing this Fable ſo artificially delivered, com- 
poſed from point to point with ſuch likely proteſtations, 
without taſtering or failing in any one words utterance z; 
ard remembring perfectly for truth, that his Father had 
tormerly dwelt at Palermo ʒk nowing alſo (by ſome ſenſible 
feeling in himſelfe ) the cuſtome of young people, who are 
eaſily conquered by affe d ion in their youthfull heareziee- 
ing beſide the teares, trembling ſreeches, aul earneſt em- 
bracings of this cunning commoditie; he tooke all to be 
true by her thus ſpck:n, and upon her ſilence thus reply- 
ed.] ady, let it not ſeeme ſlrange to you, that your words 
have raiſed mervaile in me. becauſe T had no knowledge of 
you,even no more than if T had never ſeene you: never alla 
having heard my Father ſpeak eit het of yowor your mother 
(for Come conſiderations beſt knowne unto himſelfc :)or if 
at any time he uſed ſuch language, either my youth then or 
deſed ive memory ſince, hath utterly loſt ir :But truly it 1s 
bo little j y and comfort to me, to finde a ſiſter here where 
had no ſach expectation, and where alſo my ſelte am a 
meere ſtranger. For to ſpeak my minde of you and the per- 
fectioas appear ing in you, I know not any man of how 
great repute or quality ſoe ver, but you may well beſeeme kis 
acceptance, much rather than mine, that am but a meane 
Merchant. But faire Siſter, I deſire to be reſolved in one 
thing to witzby what meanes you had underſtanding of my 
being, in the City ?whereto the returned him this anfwer. 
Brother, a poore woman of this City, whom I employ 
ſometimes in houſhold occ ſions, came to me this mornings 
and (having ſcene you) told me, that ſhee dwelt a long 
while with our E. ther, both at Palermo and Perouſe. And b 
wſe I held it much better beſeeming my condition, to hav 
ou yiſite me in mine owne dwelling, than I to come (ee 
du at a common Inne, I made the bolder to ſend for you 
hither, Aſter which words, in very orderly manner, ſhee- 
nquired of his chiefeſt kindred and friends, calling them 
readily by their proper names, according to her former in- 
ons, Whereto Andres fill made her anſwer con. 
fitm ing 
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firmely thereby his beleefe of her the more ſtrongly, ul 
crediting whatſoever ſhe ſayd,farre better than before. 
Their conference having Jong time continued, and the 
heate of the day being ſomewhat extraordinary, the called 
for Greeke wine, and banqueting ſtuffe, drinking to Andreg 
and he pledged her very contentedly. After which, hee 
would have returned to his lodging, becanſe it drew near 
ſupper time;which by no meanes ſhe would permit, bur ſee, 
ming more than halte difpleaſcd ſhe ſayd. Now I plainehj 
perceive brother, how little account you make ot me, con. 
fidering,you are with your owne Siſter, whom (you ſay) 
vou never ſaw before, and in her one houſe, whither you 
ſhould alwayes reſort when you come to this Citie; and 
would you now refuſc her, to goe and ſup at a commot 
Inne?

though my Hu:band is now from home, to my no little dif. 
contentment:yet you ſhall finde Brother, that his wife, cat 
bid you welcome, and make you good cheere beſide. 
Now was Andrea ſo confounded with this extremity of 
cou rteſie, that he knew net what to ſay, but onely thus re. 
piyed. I love you as a Siſter oughr to be loved, and ac. 
cept of your exceeding kindneſſè: but if I returne not t 
wy lodging, I ſhall wrong mine Hcſt and his gueſts too 
much, becauſe they will not ſup untill I ce me. For that 
(quoth ſhe) we have a preſent remedy, one of my ſervant 
{hall goe and give warning, whereby they ſhall not tarr 
your comming; Albeit,you might doe me a great kindneſſe 
to ſend for your friends, to ſup with us here, where I aſſure 
ee, they hall finde that your Siſter (for your ſake) will 
id them welcome, and atter ſupper, you may all walke 
together to your Inne. «Andrea anſwered, that he had no 
ſuch friends there; as ſhould be ſo burthenous to her: but 
ſceing thee urged him fo farre, he would ſtay to ſup with 
her, and referred himſelfe ſolely to her diſpoſition. 
Ceremonious ſhew was made, of ſendirg a ſervant tothe 
Inne, for not expecting Andrea. preſence at Supper, though 
no ſuch matter was performed z but, after divers othe;

Bat our ſo new- 
ly created Brother, not dreaming to finde a Queane to his 
Siſter receiving ſo foule a fall into the vault, and knowin 
not how to helpe himſelfe, being ſo ſorrowfull beyon 
mea ſiu e; cryed out to the boy for Pebr and ayde, who in- 
tended not to give him any. For the crafty wag, (a meete 
attendant for ſo honeſt a Miſtreſſe) no ſooner heard him to 
be fallen, but preſently hee ranne to enforme her thereof, 
and ſhe as ſpeedily returned to the Chamber, where find. 
ing his cloathes under the beds head, ſhe needed no in- 
ſtruction for ſearch of his pockets. But having found the 
gold which Andres indi ſcreetly carried alwayes ahout bim, 
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as thinking it could no where elſe be ſo ſafes This was alt 

te aymed at, and for which the had enſnared him, faigh: 
ning her ſelfe to be of Palerme, and Daughter to Piers of $4 
Pereuſe,ſo that not regarding him any longer, bat making lin 
faſt the houſe of Office doore, there the left him in that mi- thi 


ſerable taking. 0 

Poore Andres perceiving, that his calls could get no an- ſte 
ſwer from the Lad; cryed our londer, but all to no purpeſe'7 un 
when ſeeing into his one ſimplicitie, & underſtanding his al 
errour, though ſomewhat too late, he made ſuch meanes to 
conſtrainedly, that he got ever a wall, which ſevered that WF '? 
toule ſinke from the worlds eye; and being in the open tic 
reete, went to the doore of the Houſe, which then hee 
knew roo well to his coſt, making loud exclaim es with 11 
rapping and knocking, but all as fruiteleſſe as before. Sot- 0 
rowing exceedingly, and manifeſtly beholding his misfor- C 


tune; Alas (quoth he) how ſoone have I loſt a Siſter, and of 


five hundred Crowes befides ? With many other words, o 
loud calls, and beatings upon the doore without intermifſi- a 
onthe neighbours finding themſelves diſturbed, and un. "* 
able.to endure any ſuch ceaſeleſſe vexation.roſe from their * 
beds, ard called to him, deſiting him to be gone and let a 
them reſt. A maids alſo ef the ſame houſe, looking ferth 4 
at the windon, and ſeeming as newly raiſed from ſleepe, * 


called to him, ſaying. What noyſe is that beneath ? Why fl 
Virgin(anſwere Andrea) know you not me? I am An rea, ou 


brother to your Miſtre ſſe Ftordelif a. Thou art a drunken 4 
Have replicd the maide, more ſull of drinke then wit: goe F 


eepe, goe ſleepe, and come againe to marrow 3 for T know 
no Andrea de Piero, neither hath my Miſtreſſe any ſuch Bro- 
ther. Get thee gone good man, and ſutfer us to ſlee pe I pre- 
thee. How now /quoth Andrea doſt thou not underſtand 
what I ſay? Thou kncweſt that I ſupt with thy Miſtreſſe N 
this night; but if our Sicilian kindred beſo ſoone forgot, I 
prethee give me my cloatkes which I left in my Chamber, 
and then very gladly will I get me gone. Herear the maide 
laughing out aloud, ſaid, Surely the man is mad, or walk:

Now could Andrea aſſure himſelfe, that his gold and

of reſt, reputed him for a. troubleſome. fellow, and * 
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he uſed thoſe counterfeit words,onely to diſturbe the Mi- 
ſtreſle of the houſe,and all that dwelled neer: about her; 
looking ag ine out at their windowes, they alcogerherbe- 

an to rate and reproove him, even like to ſo mary baw- 
ling Curres, - barking at a ſtrange dogge paſſing through 
the ſtreete · This is thamefull yillany (quoth one) and not 
tobe ſuffered, that honeſt women ſhould thus bee mole. 
ſed in their houſes, with fooliſh idle words, and at fuck an 
unſcaſonable'time of the night. For Gods fake (good 
man) be gone, and let us fleepe , it thou haſt any thing 
to ſay to the Gentlewoman of the houſe, come to marroiy 
in the day time; and no doubt but ſhe will make thee ſuf- 
ficient anſwer. 

Aadrea, being ſomewhat paciſi ed with theſeſpeeches; 2 
ſhagge-hair'd (waſh-buckler, a grimme viſagad Rufflan 
(as ſeldome bawdy houſes are without ſuch ſwaggering 
Champions) not ſeene nor heard by Audres, all the while 
of his being in the houſe z rapping out two or three terri- 
ble Oathes, opening a Caſement, and with a ſterne dread- 
full voyce, demanded, who durſt keepe that noyſe be- 
neath? Andres fearefully looking up, and (by 1 little glim- 
mering of the Moone) ſeeing ſuch a rough fellow, with 
a blacke beard, ſtrowting like the quills of a Porcupine, 
and patches on his face, for hurts received in ne honeſt 
quarrels, yawning allo and — as angry to have his 
leepe diſturbed : trembling and quaking, anſwered; I am 
the Gentlewomans Brother of the houſe. The Ruſſian in- 
terrupting him, and ſpeaking more fiercely than before; 
ſealing his words with horrible Oathes, ſaid Sirra,Raſcall, 
I know not of whence, or what thœu art; but if. T come 
downe to thee, I will ſo bumbaſt thy prating Coxcombe, as 
thou wat never ſo beaten in aH thy life, like a drunken 
flve and beaſt as thou art, that all this night wilt not let 
us fleepe. And ſo he clapt to the window againe. 

ſhe neighbours well acquainted with the Ruffians rude 
co ditions, ſpeaking in gentle manner to Andrea, ſayd.Shift 
tor tay ſele (goo i man) in time, and tarry not for his 
comming downeto thee, escept thou art weary of thy 
lite Be gone therefore, and ſay thou haſt a friend'y war- 
ning. Thefe words diſmaving Andrei, bur much n votre the 
ſterne oathes and ugly tight of the Ruffian,inciced alfo by 
the neighb wrs comnetl, whom he imagined to ad viſe him- 
15 charitable m inner: it cauſed him to depitt chence: take 
ing the way home ward to his Inne, in no meane afflict ion 
and torrent of minde, for the monſtrous abuſe offered 
bim ind loſſe of his money. Well he remembred the paſſa- 
ges, whereby the day before the Girle had guided him, 
but the loathſome ſmell about kim, was ſe extrr amely 
offenſi re 
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offenfive to himſelfe,thar defiring to waſh him at the Seay 
fde,he ſtrayed too fatte wide on the contrary hand, was. 
dring up the ſtreet called Ruga Gatellana. | 

Procceding on ſtill, even to the higheſt part of the Citi; 
he eſpied a Lanthorneand light, as alſo a man carryingh, 
and another man with him in company,both of them con. 
ming towards him. Now, becauſe he ſuſpected them coc 
the Watch, or ſome perſons that would apprehend him, be:

But this being diſco» 
red to the Sicillians he and many more,who had beene loy- 
all ſervants to King Maxfred, where ſuddenly taken and 
impriſoned by King Charles, and the ſole poſſeſſion of the 
Iland confirmed to him. 

Madam Beritola not knowing (in fo ſudden and ſtrange

ſo often as ſhe 1emembred her hasband, chil-lren, and for- 
mer dayes paſt in much better manner. Here ſhee reſol- 
ved now to live and die, being at laſt deprived both of the 

Damme and younger Kid alſo, by their wandering further 
into the neere adjoyning woods, according to their na- 
turall inclinattons; whereby the poore diſtreſſed Lady be. 
came more ſavage and wilde in her daily conditions, than 
etherwiſe ſhe wou!d haye beene. 

After many moneths were over-paſſed, at the very ſame 
place where ſhe tuoke landing; by chance there arrived 
another ſmall veſſell of certaine Piſans, which remained 
there divers day es. In this Barke was a Gentleman, named 
Oonrade de Marchefs Malsſpini, with his holy and vertuous 
Wife, were returned backe from a Pilgrimage, having viſt, 
ted all the ſanctified places that then were in the King- 
dome of Apulia, and new. were bound humeward to their 
one abiding.

where going on ſhore, and into their owae Caſtle, Bind belt 
kept company with the wife of Conrado, but in a mourning W ery 
habite 3 and a waiting Gentlewoman of theirs, honeſt,  Ge/ 
humble, and very dutifull, the Goates alwayes fam iliath for 
keeping them company. affe 

Retut ne we now to the Pyrates, which at Ponfo ſeized MW four 
on the ſmall Barke, wherein Madom Beritela was brought a bf 
thither, and carried thence away, without any fight« © ſtoo 
knowledge of her. With ſuch other ſpoiles as they had tu. 35 y 
ken, they ſhaped their courſe for Geneyay, and there (by 
conſent of the Patrons of the Galley) made a diviſionot ded 
their booties. It came to paſſe, that (among other things) I ftrar 
the Nurſe that attended on Beritela, and the two Children Þ ef; 
with her, fell to the ſhare of one Mefſer Gaſparine d Oi Ve 
who ſent them together to his one houſe, there to be em. ſhe. 
ploye in ſervice as ſervants, The Nurſe weeping beyond 
meaſure for the loſſe of her Lady, and bemoaning her o•mm Por! 


miſerable Fortune, wheteinto ſhe was now falne with the wha 
two young Ladies; and after long lamenting, which ſhe Þ laſt, 
' | it fo 


found utterly ttuicleſſe and to nene effect, though ſhe 2 
5 . ule 
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wed as a ſervant with them, and being but a very poore wo- 
man. yet was ſhe wiſe and diſcreetly adviſed. Wherefore, 
comforting both her ſelfe and them fn well as ſhe could, 
and conſidering the depth of their diſaſter, ſhe conceired 
thus, that if the children ſhould be knowne, it might re- 
dound to their greater danger, and ſhe be no way advan- 
taged thereby. 

Hereupon, hoping that Fortune (early or late) would altar 
her ſterue malice and that they might (if they lived) re- 
gaine once more their former condition, ſhe would nor 
diſcloſe them toany one whatſoe vet, tiil ihe {bould lee the 
time aptly diſpoſed for it Being thus determined, to all 
ſuch as queſtioned her concerning them, ſhe an(wered that 
they were her own children,naming the eldeſt not Geeffery, . 
but Tehanner de Procide. As for the yeungeſt, ſhe cared not 
greatly for changing his name, and theretore witely infor- 
med Geoffery upon what reaſon ſhe had altered his name, 
and what danger he might fall into, if he ſhould otherwiſe 
be diſcoyered; being not ſatisfied-with thus telling Kim, 
once, but remembring him thereof very often, which the 
gentle youth (being ſo well inſtructed by the wiſe and

The two young Laddes, very poorely garmented hut 
much worſe hoſed and ſhodde, continued thus in the houſe 
of Goſparino, where both they ani the Nurſe were long time 
employed about very baſe and drudging offices, which yer 
they endured with admirable parience.

Wherefore diſpairing of any ſucceſſefull fortune, he wans 
dred here and there, ill he came to Lunigiana, and there( by 
ſtrange accident) he became ſervant to Meſſer Cenrade Mas 
leþino,whe; e the ſervice proved well liking to them both. 

Very fillome times he had a fight of his Mother, becauſe 
Ihe alwayes kept company he's Conradees wife; and yet 
When they came in view of each other, ſhe knew not him; 
nor he her, ſo much yeares had altered them both from 
what they were wont to be, and when they ſaw each other 
laſt. Tehannot being thus in the ſeryice of Mefſar Cenrados 
it fortuned that a daughter et his, named Sophia, being the 
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widdow of one Meſſer * Grignam, returned home 
her fathers houſe. Very beautifull and amiable ſhee waz 
young likewiſe, aged but little above ſixteene; growi 
wonderfull amorons of Ichannor, and he of her, in exttaq. 
dinary and moſt fervent manner: which love was nat lo 
wichout full effect, continning many moneths before any 
perſon could perceive it: which making them to build 
the more aſſurance, they began to carry their meanes with 
Ieſſe diſcretion than is required in ſuch nice caſes, and which 
cannot be two providently managed. 

Vpon a day, be and ſhee walking to a godly Wood plen. 
tifully furniſhed with ſpreading Trees: having out-gone 
the reſt of their company, they made choiſe of a plex 
fant place, very daintily ſhaded and beautified with all 
forts of flowers. There they ſpent ſome time in amoray 
talking, beſide ſome other ſweer imbraces, which tho 
it ſeemed overſhort te them, yet was ſo unadviſedly pry 
Jenged,that they were on a ſudden ſurprized, firſt by the 
mother, and next by Meſſer (onrado himſelfe; who git. 
ving beyond meafure, to be thus treacherouſly dealt with. 
all, cauſed them to be apprehended by three of his ſervant, 
and [Ron telling them any reaſon why) led bound w 
another Caſtle of his, and fretting with extremitie of rage, 
concluded in his minde, that they ſhould both lhamefal 
be put to death. 

The mother of this rcgardleſſe daughter, having hear 
ahe angry words of her husband, and how hee would bet 
revenged on the faultie; could not endure that he ſhould 
De ſo ſevere: wherefore, although ſhe was likewiſe much 
affliaed in minde, and reputed her daughter worthy (for ſe 
great an offence) of all cruel! puniſliment, yer thee haſted 
to her diſpleaſed husband, and began to intreate, that he 
would not runne on in ſuch a furious ſpleene, now in his 
aged yeares to be the murtherer of his owne child, and 
ſoile his hands in the blood of his ſervant. Rather he 
might finde out ſome milde courſe for the ſarisfaQion of his 
anger, by committingthem to cloſe impriſonment, then 
to remaine and mourne for their folly committed. The ver 
tuous and religious Lady alledged ſo many commendable 
examples, and uſed ſuch plenty of moving perfwaſions,that 
the quite altered his minde from putting them to death, and 
he commanded onely that they ſhould ſeparately bee im- 
priſoned,with little ſtore of foo, and lodging of the unea- 
fieſt, untill he ſhould otherwiſe determine of them; and (6 
it was done. What their life now was in captivitie an' con- 
tinuall teares, with ſtricter abſtinence than was ne edlull 
for them, all this I muſt commit to your conſideration. 

Fehawnet and Sy ina remaining in this ect, con- 
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dition, and an whole yeare being now out-worne, yet Cx” 
rade keeping them thus ſtill impriſoned it came to paſſe» 
that Den Pedro King of Arragen, by the meanes of Meſſe

3 ſſe, but with a reſolved judgement, thus replyed. My 

ord, affe&ation of iule, deſite of wealthy poſſeſſions, of 
any other matter whatſoever,could never make me a TN. 
tO: to you or yours; but that I have loved doe love, and 
for ever ſhall love your beauteous daughter: if thar be tres. 
lan, I doe freely confeſſe it, and will die a thouſand 
deaths before you, or any elſe ſhall enforce me to deny i 
for I hold her highly worthy of my love. If I have beet 
more unmannerly with her than became me, I have com. 
mitted but that errour, which evermore is ſo attendant up 
on youth; chat to deny, is to deny youth alſo, And if reve- 
rend age would but remember, that once he was young, and 
meafure others offences by his owne, they would not bee 
thought ſo great as you (and many more) account them ts 
be, mine being committed as a friend, and not as an enemy. 
What you make offer of ſo willingly, I have alwayes del 
redʒand if I had thought it would have becne granted 3 
nc:

In the ſpace of foure yeares) happened into the cufledie of 
nine men, and in ſundry places. At length, being refered backs 
to ber Father ſhe went to the ſaid King of Chulcos, as 
Ma yd, and as at firft ſhe was intended te be hy wife.

A lively demerftration, that the beauty of a Weman(eſtentimes ) 

V very hurt full to her ſelfe, and the occaſion f many evils, yea, 

aud of death, te divers men. 

| PEradventore the Novell related by Madam eAfmillia,did 

not extend it ſelfe ſo farre in length, as it mooved com. 
paſſion in the Ladies mindes, hearing the han foi tune of 

Beritela ard her Children,which had incited them to wee 

ping: but that it pleaſe] the Queene (upon the Tales 

concluſion)to command Pamphilus, to follow next in order 
with his diſcow fe; and he being thereto very obedient, be- 
gan in this manner, 

fr is a matter of no meane difficulty (verrnous Ladies) 
for usto take intire knowledge of every thing we doe, be- 
cauſe as oftentimes hath beene obſeryed) many men, ima- 
pine it they were tick, they ſhould live ſecurely, and with- 
out any care. And therefore, not onely have their prayers 
and interceſſions aymel at that end, but alſo their ſtudies 
ard daily endeyours, without refuſall of any paintsorpe 
rills, ha ve not meanely expreſſed their hovrely ſolicitude 

And al horgh it hath hapened accordingly to them, and 

their covetuus defies fully accomplilliived ; yet at Jeratt 

the 
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they have mit with ſuch kind of people, who likewile 
thirſting after their wealthy poſſeſſions, have bereft they 
otlife, being their Kinde and intimate friends, before th 
attained to ſuch riches. Some other being of low and bal 
condition, by adventuring in many  skirmiſhes and fought 
ten batte ls, trampling in the blood of their brethrenand 
friends, have beene mounted to the ſoveraigne dignitie of 
Kingdomes(beleeving that therein cenſiſted the trueſt hap. 
ine ſſe) but bought with the deareſt price cf their liyes, 
or, beſide their Infinite cares and feares -wherewith ſuch 
133 is continually attended, at their rcyall Tables 
they have drunke poyſon in a Golden pot. Many other in 
like manner (with moſt earneſt appetite, have covetel 
beautie and badily ſtrength, not fore ſeeing with any judge- 
ment, that theſe wiſhes were not without perill; when be- 
ing endued with them, they either have beene the occa- 
fron of their death, or ſuch a lingering lamentable eſtate 


of life, as death were a thouſand times more welcome u 


them. 

But, becauſe I would not fpeake particularly of all onr 
fraile and humane affect ions, I dareaſſure ye, that therg 
is not any one of theſe deſires ro be elected among us mor. 
talszwich entire foreſight or providence ;* warrantable a- 
8 their omi nous iſſue. Wherefore, if we would walke 

irectly. wee ſhould diſpoſe our wills and affections, to be 
_ onely by him, who beit knoweth what is needfull 

or us, and will beſtow them at his good pleaſure. Nor let 
me lay this blamefull imputation upon men onely for offen- 
ding in many things through our lavifir deſire :becauſe you 
your ſelves(gracious Ladies) ſinne highly in one, as name. 
* eoveting to be beautifull. So that ir is not ſufficiem 
you, to enjoy thoſe beauties beſtowne on you by Nature; 
but you praRiſe to increaſe them by the rarities of An. 
Wherefore, let it not offend yon, that I tell you the hard 
fortune of a faire Sarazine, to whom it hapned by ſtrange 
adventures, that within the compaſſe of foure yeares, nine 
ſeverall times the was married, and onely for her beauty. 

It is now a long time fince there lived a Soldane in Ea. 
bylon,named Bemins dab, to whom (while he lived) many 
things happened, anſwerable to his one defires. Among 
divers other Ch liren both male and female, hee had a 
daughter called Alathiella and ſhe (according te the com- 
mon voyce of every one that ſaw her} was the faireſt Lady 
then living in all the world. And becauſe the King of Calea 
kh d wonderfully aſſiſted him, in amoſt valiant foughten 
batrell againſt a mightie Armie of Arabians, who un a ſo- 
daine had aſſayled kim ; he demanded his faire daughter in 
mairiage, which likewiſe was. Kindly granted. to his 
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Whereapon 8 oodly and well- armed Sip was prepared for 
her, with all Finest of all neceſſaty —— on, and 
accompanied with an honorable maine both of Lords and 
Ladies, as alſo moſt coſtly and ſumptuous accouftrements, 
commending her to the mercy of heaven, in this manner 
was ſhe ſent away. 

The time be ing propitious for their parting thence, the 
Marriners hoyſed their ſailes, leaving the port of Alexas- 
chia, and ſay ling proſperouly many dayes, together. When 
they had paſt the Countrey of Serdiwa, aud (as they ima» 
gined)were well neare to their journeyes end; ſodainly 2» 
roſe boyſterous and contrary windes, whick were ſo impe- 
tuous beyond all meaſure, and ſo tormented the Ship wheres 
in the Lady was;but the Marriners ſeeing no ſigne of com- 
fort, gave over all hape of eſcaping with life, Neverthe- 
leſſe,as men moſt ggpert implacable dangers, they labeu- 
2 to their 8 One's and contended with inhoite blu- 

ting tempelt, e ſpace of two daye, and nights t 
ther, hoplog' ird by would Hove more — 
But therein th themſelves deceived, for the violenc 
continued till, increaſing in the night time more an. 
more, being not any way able to comprehend either where 
they were,or what courſe they tooke, neither by Marinall 
judgement,or any apprehenfian elſe whatſoever, the heas 
vens where ſo clouded,& the nights darkneſſe ſo extreame, 

Being (unknowne to them) neere the Iſle of Majorca, 
they felt the Shippe to ſplit in ths bottome : by meanes 
whereof, perceiving now no hope of eſcaping (every eng 
caring for himſelte,and not any other) they threw forth 2 
Squiffe on the troubled waves, repoſing more confidence of 
fafccie that way, than abiding any longer in the broken 

ip. Howbeit ſuch as were firſt deſcended downe, made 
ſtout reſiſtance againſt all other followers, with their 
drawne gs 3 but ſafetie of life ſo farre prevailed, that 
what with the tempeſts violence, and over-lading af the 
Squiffe, it ſunke to the bottome, and all periſhed that were 
therein. The Ship being thus ſplit, and more than halfe full 
of water, toſſed and tormented by the bluſtring winds, firſt 
one way and then another: was at laſt driven into a ſtrond 
of the Ile Majorica, no other perſon therein remaining 
but onely the Lady and her women, all of them (throug 
the rude tempeſt and their owne conceived feare)lying ſtil, 
as if they were more than halfe dead. And there within a- 
ſtones calt of the neighbouring ſhore, the-{hip(by _ 
rough ſurging biltowes Jwas fixed faſt on the ſands, and $o' 
continued all the reſt of the night, without any further mos 
leſtation of. the winds. es 

When day appeared, and the violent ſtormes were more 
nildiy appeaſed » the Lady who ſeemed well — 
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dead, litted up her head, and began (weake as ſhe wat) ty 
call firft one, and then another: but ſhe called in vaine,for 
ſuch as ſhe named were farre enough from her. Wherefore 
hearing no anſwer, nor ſeeing any one, ſhe wondred great. 
Iy,her feares encreafing then more and more. Rayſing her 
{elfe ſo well as the could, ſhe beheld the Ladies that were 
her company, and ſome other of her women, lying ſtill 
without any ſtirring :whercupongfirſt jogging one and they 
another, and calling them ſeverally by their names; ſhe 
found them bereft of underſtanding; and, even as if they 
were dead;their hearts were ſo quayled, and their feare ſq 
oyer-ruling,which was no meane diſmay to the poore Lady 
her ſelfe. Nevertheleſſe, neceſſity now being her counſel. 
lor, ſeeing herſelfe thus all alone, and not knowing in what 
placedhe was, ſhe uſed ſuch meanes rogghem that were li. 
ving.that (at the laſt) they came to W. knowledge of 
themſelves. And being unable to gue ſſe hat was become 
of the men and Marriners, ſecing the SRigalſo driven on 
the ſands, and filled with water, ſhe n with them to 
lament moſt grievouſly : and now it was about the hours 
of mid day, before they could diſcry any perſon on the 
More, or any to pittie them in ſo urgent a neede, 

At length, noone being paſt, a Gentleman named 3s 
Ceth, attended by divers of his followers on horlcbacke, 
and returning froma Countrey huuſe belagging to him, 
chanced to ride by on the ſands. Vpon ſight of the Ship 

ing in that caſe, he imagined truely what had hapned, 
andcommandedone of his men to enter aboard it, which 
(with ſome difficultie he did, to reſolve his Lord what re» 
mained therein. There he found the faire young Lady, with 
ſuch ſmall ſort of company as was left her, fearefully hid- 
den under the prow of the Ship. So ſoone as they ſaw him, 
they held up their hands,wofully defiring mercy of bim: but 
he perceiving their Lamentable condition, and that he un- 
derſtood not what they ſayd to him, their affliction grow 
the greater, labouring by ſignes and geſtures, to give him 
knowledge oftheir misfortune. ; 

The ſervant gathering what hee could by their outward 
behaviour, declared to his Lord what he had ſeene in the 
Shippe; who cauſed the woman to be brought on ſh ore 
and ail the precious things remaining with them; condu@- 
| ing them with him to a place nor farte off, wherewith food 
and warmth he gave them comfort. By the rich garments 
which the Lady was cloathed withall, hee reputed her to 
be a Gentlewoman well derived, as the great reyerence 
done to her by the reſt, gave him good reaſon to con- 
ceive. And enn her loo kes were pale and wan, as alſa 
her perſon mightily altered, by the tempeſtuous rien 
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of the Sea : yet notwithſtanding, ſhe appeared faire and 
lovely in the eye of Bajafeth, — — forthwith he de- 
termined, that if ſhe were not martied hee would enjoy her 
as his owne in marriage : or if hee could not winne her to 
be his wife, (at leaſt) ſhe !hould be his friend, becauſe ſhee 
remained now in his power, 

Bgjafeth was a man of ſterne lookes, rough and harſh 
bork in ſpeech and behaviour; yet cauſing the Lady to be 
honourably uſed divers dayes together, ſhe became thereby 
well comforted and recovered. And ſeeing her beautie to 
exceede all compariſon, he was afflited beyond meaſure, 
that he could not underſtand her, nur the him, whereby he 
conld not know of whence or what ſhe was. His amorous 
flames encreafing more and more; by kinde courreous, and 
affable actions, he laboured to compaſſe what he aged 
at. But all his end ea vours proved to no purpoſe, for the te- 
fuſed all familiar privacie with him, which ſo much the 
more kindled the furie of his fire. This being well obſer- 
ved by the Lady, having now remained there a moneth 
and more, and collect ing ho the cuſtomes of the Countreyz 
thatſhe was amongſt Turkes; andin ſuch a place, where 
although ſhe were knowne, yet it would little advantage 
her ; beſide, long protrad ion of time would provoke Baja- 
tet by faire meanes or forge to obtaine his will: ſhe pro- 
pounded to her ſelfe (with magnanimitie of ſfirit) to tread 
all misfortune under her feete, commanding her women 
(whereof the had but three now remaining alive) that they 
Ihould not diſcloſe what ſhee was, except it were in ſome 
ſuch place, where manifeſt ſignes might yeeld hope of re- 
gaining their libertie. Moreover, ſhe admoniſhed them 
ſtoutly to defend their honour and chaſtitie; affirming, 
that ſhe had abſolurely reſolved with herſelfe that ncyer 
any other ſhould enjoy her, but her entended husband: 
wherein her woman did much commend her, promiſing 
to * their reputation, according as Lhe had comman- 

ed, * 
Day by day, were the torments of Bajat eth wonderfully 
augmenteqd, yet till his Kinde offers ſcornetully refuſed, aud 
he as farre off from compaſling his defires as when he firſt 

egan to move the matter: wherefoie , perceiving that 

all faire courſes ſerved to no effect, hee reſolved ty com- 
paſſe his purpoſe by craft and ſubtiltie, reſerving rigorous 
extremitie for his finall concluſion, And having once ob- 
ſerved,that wine was very pleaſing to the Lady, ſhe never 
being uſed to drinke any at all, becauſe (by her Countries 
Law) it was forbidden her: and no meane ſtore having 
ene lately brought to Bajafeth in a Barke of Geneway : 
hereſolved to ſurprize her by meanes thereof, as a chie fe 
miniſter 
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miniſter of Venus, to heate the cooleſt blood. And ſeen 
no in his outward behaviour, as if he had 1 over hy 
amorous purſuite,and which ſhe ſtrove by all her beſt 
deavours to withſtand : one night, atter a very Majeſticke 
and ſolemne manner, he prepared a delicate & ſumptuuy 
ſupper, whereto the Lady was invited: & he had given ordyg 
that he who attended on her Cup, ſhould ſerye her with mg, 
ny wines, compounded & mingled together; which he accar, 
ding ly performed as being cfining enough in ſuch occaſion, 

Alothiella miſtruſting no ſuch trechery intended again} 


her, and liking the Wines pleaſing taſte extraordinarh; 


dranke more than ſtood with her precedent modeſt reſy, 
lution, and forgetting all her paſſed adverſities, Secame 
very frolicke and merry : ſo that ſeeing ſome women dane 
afteg the manner obſcrved there in Majorice, ſhe allo fel 
to dancing according to the Alexandrian cuſtome. Which 
when Bajafeth beheld, he imagined the victory to be mog 
than halfe wonne, and his hearts defire very neere the ch. 
taining : plying her ſtill wich wine yon wine, and conti. 
nuing this revelling the moſt part of the * 

At the length, the invited gueſts being all gone, the La. 
dy retired to her chamber, attended on by none but 34% 
eth bimſelfe, and as familiarly as if he had beene one of 
women, ſhe no way contradicting his bold intruſion, ſo 
farre had wine over-gone her ſences, and prevailed again 
all modoſt baſhfulneſſe. Theſe wanton embracings ſtrange 
to her that had never taſted them before, yet pleaſing be. 
yon meaſure, by reaſon of his trecherous advantage; ak 
terward drew on many more of the like carowling mee 
tings, without ſo much as thought of her paſſed miſeries/or 
thoſe honorable and chaſt reſpes, that ever ought to at- 
tend on Ladies, 

Now, Fortune envying thus their ſtollen pleaſures, and 
that ine, being the purpoſed wife of a potent King, {hould 
thus become the wanton friend of a much meaner mat, 
wheſe onely glory was their ſhame ; altered the courſe of 
their too common paſtimes, by preparing a farre greater 
infelicitic for them. This Bajafeth had a Brother, aged 

t five and twenty yeeres, of moſt compleate perſon, i 
the very beuyty of his time, & freſh as the ſweeteſt ſmelling 
Roſe,he being named Amwrath.\After he had once ſcens 
this Lady (whoſe faire feature pleIſed him beyond all wo- 
mens elſe) ſhe ſeemed in his ſodaine apprehenſion, both by 
her outward behaviour and civill apparancie, highly to de- 
ſerve his very beſt opinion,for ſhe was not meanely entered 
into his favonr. Now he found — to his hinder ancezin 
obtaining the heighth of his hearts defire, bnt onely the 

ſtrict cullodie and guard, wherein his brother * 
i 6 
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kept her: which rayſed a cruell conceite in his minde, 


wherein followed (not long after) as cruell an effect. 

It came to paſſe, that at che ſame time; in the Port of the 
rie, called Coffs, there lay then a Ship laden with Mer. 
chandize, being bound thence for Smyrna, of which ſhip 
two Genewsy Merchants (being brethren) were the Patrons 
& owners, who had given direction for hoyſing the ſayles 
todepart thence when the winde ſhould ſet ye. With theſe 
two Genewayes wmurab had covenanted, for himſelfe to goe 
aboard the ſhip the night enſuing ,and the Lady in his com- 
pany. When night was come, having reſolved with himſelfe 
what was to be done : ina diſguiſed habite he went to the 
houſe of Bajafeth,who ſtood not any way doubtful of him, 
and with certaine of his moſt Faithfull Confederates (whom 
he had ſworne to the entended aQion) they hid themſelves 
cloſely in the houſe. After ſome part of the niglit was ever 
paſt, he knowing the ſeverall lodgings both of Bajeferh 
and Alathie lla, flew his brother ſoundly ſleeping z and ſei- 
ring on the Lady, whom hee found awake and weeping, 
threatned to Kill her alſo, if lhe made any noyſe. So bein 
well furniſhed with the greater part of worldly Iewe's be- 
longing to Baja erb, unheard or undeſcried by any body, 
they went preſently to the Port, and thereſ without any tur- 
ther delay) Amurath and the Lady were received into the 
Ship, but his companions returned backe againe; when the 
Marrinets, having their ſayles ready ſet, an the wind aptly | 
fitting for them, lanched forth merrily into the maine. 

Lou may well imagine, that the Lady was extraordinari- 
ly afflicted with griefe for her firſt misfortuneʒ and now this 
ſecund chancing ſo ſodainly,muſt needs offend her in greas 
ter manner : but Amurath did ſo kindly comfort her with © 
mile,modeſt, & manly perſwaſions, that all remembrance 
of Pajafeth was quickly" forgotten, and ſhe became conver. 
ted to lovely demeanor ,cven when Fortune prepared a freth 
miſery for her, as not ſatisfied with thoſe whereof ſhe had 
taſted already, The Lady being unequalled for beauty (as T 
laid before) her behaviour alſo in fach exquiſite and com- 
mendable kind expreſſed; the two brethren owners of the 
Ship, become ſo deepely enamored of her, that torgetting 
all their moſt ſerious affaires, they ſtudied by all poſſible 
meanes, to be pleaſing & graciousin her eye yet with ſuch 
careful cariage, that Amurah ſhould not ſee nor ſuſpect it» 

When the Brethren had imparted their loves extreamity 
each to other, & plainely perceived, that though they were 
equally in their fiery torments, yet their deſites were 
utterly contrary:they began ſeverally to conſider, that gaine 
gotten by Merchandize, admitted an equall diviſion, but 
his purchaſe was of a different quality, Fleading the title 
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of a ſole poſſeſſion, without any partner or intruder, Feae. 
full and jealous were they both, leaſt eather ſhould aymt 
at the others intention, yet willing enough ro ſhake hands, 
in ridding .xmurath out of the way, who onely was the hin. 
derer of their hopes. Whereupon they concluded together 
that on a day when the ſhip ſayled on very ſwittly, and 
Amurath was ſitting upon the Decke, ſtudiouſly oblerving 
how the Billowes combated each with other, and not ſy. 
ſpecting any ſuch treaſon in them towards him: ſtealing 
* ſoftly behinde him, ſuddainely they threw him into the 
Sea, the ſhip floating on above halfe a Leagues diſtance, be- 
tore any perceived his fall into the Sea. 

When the Lady heard thereof, and ſaw no likely meang 
of recovering him againe, ſhe fell ro her wonred t eate 
and lamentations : but the two Lovers came quickly to 
comfort her, uſing kinde words a id pithy perſwaſions (al. 
beit ſhe underſtood them not, or at the moſt very little) 
to appeaſe the violence of her paſſions ; and to ſpeake ij. 
rightly,the did not ſo much bemoane the loſſe of Amwati, 
as the mnltiplying of her one misfortunes, ſtill one ſuc- 
ceeding in the necke of another. After divers long and well 
delivered Qrations, as alſo very faire and courteous beh. 
viour, they had indifferently pacified her complayning; 
they began to diſcourſe and commune with them!elye, 
which of them had moſt right and title to Alaths ella, and 
conſequently ought to enjoy her, Now that Amurathws 
gone, each pleaded his priviledge to be as good 28 the 
others, both in the ſhip, Goods and all adyantages elle 
whatſoever hapning : which the elder brother abſolutely 
denyed, alleaging firſt his proprietie of birth, a reaſon (ub 
ficient,whereby his younger ought to give his place: Like- 
wiſe his right and intereſt both inthe ſhip and goods, to be 
more than the others, as being heire to his father, and 
theiefore in juſtice to bee higheſt preferred. Laſt of all, 
that his ſtrength one ly threw .Amurath into the Sea, and 
therefore gave him the full poſſeſſion of his prize, no right 
at all remaining to his brother. 

From temperate and calme ſpeeches they fall to frowns 
and ruder Language, which heated their blood in ſuch vis 
lent manner, that forgetting brotherly affect ion, andal 
reſpects of Parents or friends, they drew forth their Poi. 
yards, ſtabbing each other ſo often and deſperateh, 
that before any in the ſhip had the power or meanes!s 
part them, both of them being very dangerouſly wo 
ded. the yonnger brother fell downe dead : the elder be. 
ing la little better caſe, by receiving ſo many perilos 
hurts remained (nevertheleſſe) living. This —_—_—_ 1 


cident diſpleaſed the Lady very highly ſeeing her ſel en 
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left alone, without the helpe or counſell of any body; and 
fearing greatly, leaſt the anger of the two Brethrens Pa- 
rents and friends, ſhould now be layd to her charge, and 
thereon follow ſeverity of puniſhment. But the earneſt en. 
treaties of the wounded ſurviver,and their arrivall at Smyr- 
ne ſoone after, delivered him trom the danger of death, 
ave ſome ceaſe to her ſortow, and there wich him ſhe went 
on ſhore. . ; 
Remayning there with him in a common Inne, while he 
continued inthe Chirurgians cure, the fame of her ſingu- 
lar and much admired beautie was ſoone ſpread abroad 
chroughout all the Citie, and amongſt the reſt, to the hea- 
ring of the Prince of F-nia, who lately before (on very ur- 
res gent occaſions) was come to Smyrna. This rare rumour 
to made him defirous to ſee her, and after he had ſeene her, 
. he ſeemed farre fairer in his eye, than common report had 
le) noyſed her to be, and ſuddenly grew ſe enamored of her, 
that ſhe was the one ly Idea of his beſt defireg. Afterward, 
ut, underſianiing in what manner ſhe was brought thither, he 
deviſed how to make her his owne, practiſing all poſſible 
meanes zo accomplith it: which when the wounde\ Br o- 
ha ¶ chers Parents heard of, they not onely made tender of their 
5: willingnefe therein, but alſo immediately ſent her to him: 
ve, F a matter moſt highly pleaſing to the Prince, and likewiſe 
to the Lady her ſelte; becauſe ſhe thought now to be freed 
WY from no meape pecill, which otherwiſe the wounded Mer. 
the chants friends might have inflicted upon her. The Prince 
perceiving, that beſide her matchleſſe beautie, ſhe had the 
neh true character of Royall behaviour, gree ved the more, that 
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af. he could not be further informed of what Countrey ſhe 
iKe- was. Iis opinion being ſo ſtedtaſtly grounded, that (leſfe 
o be than Noble) ſhe could not he, was a motiye to ſet a kee- 
au ner edge on his affeQion towards her, yet not to enjoy her 
9 as in honoutable and loving complement onely, but as bis 


eſpouſed Lady and Wife. Which appearing to her by ap- 
right parent demonſtrations, though entercourſe of ſpeech wan- 
ted ro confirme itzremembrance of her ſo many ſad diſaſters 
and being now in a moſt noble and reſpeted condition, 
44 her comfort enlarged it ſe fe with a ſetled hope, her feares 
8 pew free from any more molleſtations, and her be:uties 
Pon. became the onely theame and argument of private and pub- 


_ like conference in all Natolie, that (well-neere)there was 
nes no other diſcourſe,in any Aſſembly whatſoever. 
wh, Hereupon the Duke of Athens, being young, goodly and 


"Tow valiant of perſon,asalſo a neere Kinſman to the Prince, 
had a deſire to ſee her; and under colour of viſiting his 


& noble Kinſman,(as oftentimes he had done) attended with 
' 2 honorable traine, to Smirna he came being there maſt 


royally 
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royally welcommed, and bounteouſly feaſted. Within fold 
few dayes of his there being, conterence paſſed berwy 
them, concerning the rare beautie of the Lady.: the DV 
queſtioning the — ſhe was of ſuch — 
fame had acquainted the world withall? Whereto 
Prince repiyed; Much more (Noble kinſman) than cal 
ſpoken of, as your one eyes {hall witneſſe, without cred, 
ting apy words of mine. The Duke ſoliciting the p 
thereto very earneſtly, they both went together to ſee — 
and {he having before heard of their comming, 

her ſelfe the more Majeſtically, entertaining them with @ 
remonious demeanor (Mer her Countries cuſtome ) which 
gave moſt gracious and unſpeakable acceptation. 

At the Princes affable motion, lhe ſate doyne berweens 
them. the ir delight being beyond expreſſion, to behold hey 
but abridged of much wore felicity, becauſe they undg. 
Rood not any part of her Language, ſo that they coulſ 
have no other conference, but by lookes and ourwall 
ſignes onely,and the more they beheld her the more thy 
maryelled at her rare perfeQ ions, eſpecially, the Duke, wh 
hardly credited that ſhe was a mortall creature. This 
perceiving, what deepe carowſes of amorous poyſon bi 
eyes dranke downe by the meere fight of her, yer thinking 
thereby onely to be ſati:fied, he loſt both himſelfe andy 
beſt ſences, growing in love (beyond all meaſure) with her 
When the Prince and he were parted from her, and hews 
at his owne private amorous meditations in his Chamb 
he reputed the Prince farre happier than any man elſe, by 
the enjoyning of ſuch a peereleſſe beauty. 

After many intricate and diſtracted cogitations, hic 
moleſted his braines, inceſſantly, regarding more his lows 
wanton heate,than reaſon,kindred, and honourable hoſpk 
talitie, he reſolutely determined ( whatſoever enſued theꝶ 
upon) to bereave ch 
but himſelf might poſſeſſe ſuch a treaſure, weh he eſteemed 
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e Prince of his faire telicity, that ne 


to be the height of all happineſſe. His courage being cob 
formable to his bad intent, with all haſt it muſt be pa 5 


executionʒ ſo that equitie, juſtice, and honeſty, being 
abandoned, nothing but ſubtle ſtratagems were now 
meditations. On a day according to a fore · compactediꝶ 
chery which he had ordered with a Gentleman of tht 


Princes Chamber, who was named { huriacy, he perl ie 
aire 


his horſes to be in readines, and diſpatched all his a 

Elſe for a ſodaine departure. The night following, he v 
ſtretly conveyed by Churiacy and a friend of his with him 
(being both armed into the Princes chamber, where Ie 
while the Lady was ſoundly ſleeping) ſtood at a gazil 


window towards the Sea, naked in his ſhirt to takeths 
c 
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abol air, becauſe rhe ſeaſon was exceeding hot. Havi 
formerly inſtructed his friend what was to be done, vay 
ſaftly ckey ſtept to the Prince, - and runaing their weapons 
gelte chor his body, immediately they threw him forch 
of the window. 

Here you ate to obſerve, that the Palace was ſeaced og 
the Sea ſhore, and very high, and the window whecear t 
Prince ſtood looking forth, was directly over divers houſes, 
which the long condinnauce of time, 40 inceſfant beating 
on by the ſurges of the Sea, hid ſo defaced and wi, 
them, as ſcldome they were viſited by any perſon; whereo 
the Duke having knowledge before, was the eaſier pet ſwa- 
ded that the falling of the Princes body in ſo vaſt a place, 
could neither be heard nor dilcryed by any. The Duke and 
lis companion, having thus executed what they came for, 

oeeeded yet intheir canning a little fwther, caſting a 
anglingeord about the neck of Churiacy, ſeemed as if they. 

ed and embraced him, but drew it with ſo main ſtrengtk 
that he never ſpake word after, and ſo threw him downe. 
ater the Prince. : : 

This done, and plainly perce:ving that they were nat 
heard or ſeen, either by the Lady, ot any other : the Vuke 
wok a light in his hzud, going oat) the bed. where the. 
Lady lay moſt ſweetly fleepng 3 whom the-more he 
the more he admired and commended ; but if in het gare. 
ments ſhe appeared ſo pleaſing, hat did the cow in a bed 
bt of ſoch ſtare and Majeſ y? Being no way daunted with his ſo 

by late commirred ſinne, bur ſwimwing rather in ſurfecof joy, 

hiskands all bloody, and his {pal much more uglyzhe layd 
hi him down on the bed by her, beſtowing infinice kilſes and. 
lor Nenbtaces on her, ſhe ſuppoſing him to be the Prince all 
as while, not opening her eyes to be otherwiſe reſolved. 
Bat this was not the delight he: aimed at, neither did he 
thiok it ſafe for him, to delay time with any longer tarty= 
ing there : Wherefore, having his agents at hg fit and 
wenie it for the purpoſe, they ſurpriſed her in ſuch ſorts 
that ſhe could not make any noiſe or outcry, and (carrying 
he WI the ſame falſe poſlerne, wherear themſelves 
ed, 


mdenred, laying her in a Princely litcerz away they went 
ch ali poſſi hle | drops rarrying in any place E. they 
ne arrived gear Athens, But thither. he wonld nor beiver 
er, becauſe himſelfe was a married man, bus rather 

27 goodly Caſtle of his owns; not diſtant farre from the 

; where he cauſed her to be kept very ſecretly (to her 
little grief and ſorrow) yet attended on, and ſerved in 
thonourable manner. 

The Gentlemen uſually attend ng on the Prince, having 
ted all the next morning _ noone, in expectation of 


kis 
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his riſing, and hearing no ſtirring in the Chamber, did thu 
at the doore,which was but oneſy cloſed together, andi 
ding no body there, they preſently imagined, that hews 
privately gone to ſome other place, where (with the Lay,  n 
whom he ſo dearely affected) he might remaine ſomefſry BY © 
dayes for his more contentment, and ſo they reſted 
perſwaded. Within ſome few dayes following, while no th 
ther doubt came in queſtion, the Princes Foole, enter lit 
by chance among the ruined houſes, whete lay the dead h 0 
es of the Prince and churi acy: tooke hold of the C fo 
about churiatges neck, and ſo went along dragging it am th 
him. The dead body being knowne to many, with no meane be 
mervaile how hee ſhould be murthered ia ſo vile manner; ¶ be 
by ry and faire perſwaſions they won him to bring then wh 
tothe place where he found it. And there(to the no link eat 
jefe of the whole Citie / they found the Princes body a n. 
which they cauſed to be interred with all the Majefkick 
pompe that might be. 5 
Upon further inquiſition, who ſhould commit ſo hortili 
deed,perceiving likewiſe that the Duke of Athens was nt 
te be found, but was cloſely gone: they judged (accord 
to the tiuth) that he had his hand in this bloody buſi neſſ 
and had carried away the Lady with him. , Immediately, 
they elected the Princes brother to be theirLord and 
raigne, _ him to revenge ſo horrid a wrong. 7 
mifing to aſſiſt Him with their utmoſt power. The ne 
choſen Prince being aſſured afterwards, by other more 
—.— and remarkable proofes, that his people informel 
im wich nothing bat truth : ſadainely, and e 
they had concluded, with the helpe of neighbours, ki 
and friends, collect ed from div ers place: ʒhe muſtered a Lis 
and a-powerful army,marching on towards Athens, to 
warre againſt the Duke. 
No fooner heard hee of this warlike preparation madt 


inſt Him, but he lixewiſe leyied forces for his owned Vet © 
80 his ſuccour came many great States: N 
whom, the Emperour of Conſtantineple ſent his ſon c une 
rie; attended on by his Nephew Emanuel, with Troopest who 
faire and cowardly force, who were honorably 7 wher 
and entertaihed by the Duke, bur much mote by the = 
cheſſe becauſe fhe was their fiſter in Law. ll 
1*Milfrzry proviſibnthos proceeding on dayly more . 
mbre, the DurdHfeLmaking choy le of 4 Kt and, conve (who 
hour e too ke theſe te Princes with her to a withdra : 
Chamber; and there in floods of teares flowing from it — 
eyes, wringing her hands, and fighing inceffantly, ſhe R. Ath 
counted the whole Hiſtory, occaſion ofthe warte, and — 


dithonorahly the Duke dealt with her about this ſtra 
womma, 
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woman, whom he — to keepe in deſpight of her, and 
thinking that ſhe knew nothing thereofz and complayning 
very earneſtly unto them, entreated that for the Dukes ho- 
nour , and her comfort, they would give their be} aſſi - 
ance in this caſe. - 

The two young Lords knew all this matter, before ſhe 
thus reported! it to them; and therefore, without ſtaying td 
liſten to her any longer, but comforting her ſo well as they 
could, with promiſe of their beſt imploy ed paines : being in- 
formed by her, in what place the Lady was ſo cloſely kepr, 
they tooke their le ave, and parted from her.Often they had 
heard the Lady much commended, and her incomparable 
beauty highly extolled, yea even by the Duke himſelfe g 
which made them the more defirous to ſee her: wherefore 
earneſtly they ſolicited him to let them have a ſight of her, 
and he(torgetting what happened to the Prince, by thew- 
ing her ſo unadviſedly to him)promiſed to grant their re- 
queſt. Cauſing a very magnificent dinner to be prepared in & 
goodly garden, at the Caſtle where the Lady was kept; om 
the morrow, attended on by a ſmall traine, away they rode 
todine with her. 

Conflantine 2 at the Table, he began (as one 
confounded with admiration ) to obſerve her judiciouſly, 
affirming ſecretly to his ſoule that he had never ſcene fo 
compleart a woman before; & allowing it tor juſtice,chatthe 
Duke or any other whatſoever, if (to enjoy ſo rare a beau- 
Naber kad committed treaſon, or any miſchiete elſe be- 

les, yet in reaſon they ought to be held excuſed, Nor di 
he beſtow ſo many lookes upon het, but his prayſes infinitely 
ſurpaſſed them, as thinking hee could not ſufficiently com- 
mend her, following the Duke ſtep by ſtep in affeRio nz for 

now growne amorous of her, and remembrance of che 
intended warre, utterly abandoned; no other th 
could come nearer him but how to bereave the Duke of her, 
yer concealing his love, and not imparting it to any one. 

While his fancies were thus amorouſly ſer on fire, the 
time came, that they muſt make head againſt the Prince, 
who already was marching within the Dukes dominions 2 
wherfore the Duke, cin ſtant᷑ ine, and all the reſt, according to 
acounſell held among them, went to defend cettaine of the 
Frontiers, to the end that the Prince might paſſe no fur 
ther. Remaining the te divers dayes together, * 
(who could thinke on nothing alſe but the beautifull Lady) 

ering with himſelte,that while the Duke was now lo 

farre from her, it was an eaſie matter to compaſſe his in- 
tent : Hereupon, the bettet to colour his preſent returne to 
Athens, he ſeemed to be ſurprized with a ſudden extreame 
&kneſſe,in regard whercof(by the Dukes free licenſe and 
G2 leaving 
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. Ieaving all his power to bis coſen Emanuel .) forthwith he 
Jonrnycd back to Arhens, After ſome confetence had with 
his alter, out her difhonourable wrongs cadured at his 
hands only by the Lady, he ſolemnly proteſted, that if ſhe 
were ſo plcaled he would aid her powerfully in the mater, 
by taking her from the place where ſhe was, and never 
more atterward tobe ſeen in rhat Country any more. 
"The Dutcheſſe being faithfidly pe: ſwaded, that he would 
du this only for her ſake, and not in any affed ion he bare 
to the Lady, anſwered, that it highly pleaſed her; alwaye; 
ov ded that it might be per fora ed in ſach ſort, as the Dube 
et hu · band ſhould never underſtand that ever ſhe gave 
conſent the eto which Corflavtine (ware unto her by many 
deep oathes, whereby thee referred all to his owne dilpo. 
ſition. Conflautime her eupon prepared ina readineſſe a ſub. 
tile Bark, {cnlingit in an evening, neere to the Gardeg 
wherg he La “y reorted. having firſt informed the people 
which were in it, f. ly what was to be done. Afterwards, 
atcompanyed with ſome other of his attendants, he went to 
the Palice, to the Lady, where he was gladly enter tainei, 
— only by tuch as wa. ted on her, but alſu by the Lady her 
telle. 

Leading her along by the arm towards the Garden, 
attended on by two of her ſervants, and two of his owne; 
ixemingas it he was ſent trom the Duke to cunferre with 
her.; they walked alone toa Port opening on the Seq, 
which ſtanding ready open, upon a fign given by him to ore 
of his comp'ices, the Bark was brought cloſe to the ſhorg 
and the Lady being ſodainly ſeized on, was immediately 
conveye . litoitʒ and he returning back to her people vii 
Eis ſword drawne, ſaid, Let no manti1re, or ſpeak à word, 
excegt he be willing to loſe his life; for 1 intend not u 
rob cke Duke of his fair ftien , hut to expell the thame and 
Ai onvur that he hath offered to my ſiſtef; no one beg 
ſo hardy as to retutne him any anſwer. Aboard went cn 
faurine with his conſerts, and fitting near to the Lady; who 
rung her hirde, zand wept bitter'y ; he commanded the 
Arat iner: to launch forth. fiy'ng away on the wipgs ofthe 
ela le, till about the break of day following, they arrivel 
at Ml. There they took landing, and repoſed on thor 
For fore few daes, Conftantine labouring to comfort the 
Lady, even as if ſhe had been his one alter, eie having 
go! dcauſe to curſeher infortunate beauty. 

Going aboord the Bark againe, within few dayes the 
came to Sete ia, and there .fearing the reprehenfion of by 
Fith:r , and leſt the Lady ſhould be taken from him # 

les el Conftantine to make his ſtay, as in a plice-@r 


mean ſecurity, And (as before) after much kind djs 
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eur uſed towards the I. ac y, without any mern in her ſelfe 
to le lreſſe the leaſt of all theſe great ext emeties, ſhe be- 
came more milde and affable, for diſcontentment did not a 
jot quail her. . 

While occurrences paſſe on in this manner, it ſortuned 
that Grbech the King of Turkic (who was in continuall war 
with the Emperour) came by accident to Laj*? (03 and hen. 
ring there how laſciviouſly Conflantine ſpe at his time in 
Setalia, with a Lady which he hid tolne, being but weake 
and flenderly guarded; in the night with.ccrtame” well 
provided fhips, his men and he entred the towne, and ſur- 
prized many people in their beds, before they knew of the 
enemies coming, killing ſi ch as ſtood upon their defence 
again't them, (among whom was Cxft=ntine,) an I burning 
the whole Towne, brought their booty and pri'cners aboor 
their Ships, wherewich they returned back to Lajaffo, 
Being thus come to L4jaf fo. Oibech who Was a brave and 

allant young man, upon a review of the pillage, found the 
Fur Lady, whom he knew to be the beloved of Conftantine, 
becauſe ſhe was found lying on his! bed. Withe ut any fur- 
ther delay, he made ch. iſe of her to be his wite, cauſing 
bis nuptials to be honourably ſolemnixe d, and ma y months 
e lived thete iu great joy with her. 

Eut before occafions grew to this effet, the Emperonr 
made a confederacy with Befſizs, King of Ceppaiocia, thit" 
he ſhould deſcend with hi: forces one w.ty upon Urbarh, ant 
he would aſſault him with bis power, on the her. BY ke 
could not fo well bring this to paſſe, becauſe the Emperony 
would not yeeld to D in any unreaſonable matter ue 
demaunded. Neyertheleſſe, whea he underRooad what ha 
happened to his ſon (for whom h's grief wa-beyund all mea 
ſure) he granted the King of Cappareciaes lee il; ſlicing 
bim with all inftancy, to be the more ſpeedy in aſfuylin 
Orhech, It was not long, betore he beard of this conjuration 
wade againſt him: and therefore he ſpeedily muſterte i 
all his forces, ere he would be encompaſſed by two 
porent Kings, and marched on to meet the King of cu 
deia, leaving his Lady and Wife (for her ſafety) 
ted in the cuſtody of a true and loyall ſervang e 

is. , 


Within a ſhort while after, he drew near the C 
belonging to the King of Cappadecia, where bad 
e gave him battle, chancing therein to ö 
fine, his Arme bruken and diſcomſited: by wear 
whercof, the King of Carpadecia, remaining Conque. 
mur, marched on towa:ds'Lajatfe, every one yet 
m obeyſance all the way as he went. In the meang 
ſpace, the ſervant to Ozhech, who was named waitin 
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abus, and with whom the faire Lady was left in guard; al. - 
though he was aged, yet ſeeing the was ſo extraordinarily * 


beautifull, he fell in love with her, forgetting the ſulemne 4 
vowes he had made to his Maſter. One happineſſe he had 
in this caſe to helpe him, namely, that he underſtood and 
eould ſpeake her Language : a matter of no meane comfatt 
to her, who conſtrainedly had lived divers yeares together, * 
in the ſtate of a deafe or dumbe Woman, becauſe every 


where elſe they underſtood ber not, nor ſhe them, but bj 5 
thewes andl ſignes. — 
This benefit of familiar conference, began to embolden 


his hopes, ele vate his courage, and make him ſeeme more © 
youthfull in his owne opinion, than any abilitie of body 


could ſpeake unto him, or promiſe him in the poſſeſſion of — 
her, who was as farre beyond him, and ſo unequall to bee * 
enjoyed by him, yet to advance his hopes a great deale 1 
higher, Newes came, that Os hech was vanquiſhed and ſlaine, . 
and that Baſſano made every where great havocke of all ; th 
whereon they concluded together, not to — there an G 
Tonger, bur ſtoring themſelves with the goo s of Obedd, I; 
ſecretly they departed thence to Rhodes. Being ſeated there — 
in ſome indifferent abid ing, it came to paſſe that Antischu * 
ell into a deadly ſickneſſe, to whom came a Cyprian Mer- 1 
chant, one much eſteemed by him, as being an intimate le 


Friend and kind acquaintance, andin whom he repoſed ng 3 
mall confidence. Feeling his ſickneſſe to enereaſe more 

nd more upon him daily, he determined. not _ to leave bi 
uch wealth as he had to this Merchant, but the faire Lady b 
like wiſe. And calling them both to his bed fide, he ſpake in h 
ais manner, : b 
Deare Love, and my moſt worthily reſpected friend, l 

eive plainely and infallibly, that I am now drawin b 
ar e unto my end, which much diſcontenteth me; becauſe * 

kope was to have lived longer in this world, for the en- — 
ing of your kind and moſt cheemed company. Yet one t 
wing maketh my death very pleaſing and welcome to mee; *

d allotted my longer tarrying here. An thereſore( wor: 
coy 
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thy friend) moſt earneſtly T deſite you, that It I die, all 
mine affaires and the may remaine to your truſtie care, as 
being (by my ſelfe) abſolutely commended to your provip 
dence, and ſo to diſpoſe both of the one and the other, as 
may beſt agree with the comfort of my ſoule. As for you 
(choiſe deautie) I humbly intreate, that after my death you 
would not forget me, to the end, I may make my vauntin 
another wor Id, that I was affe ed here by the fai;eſt Lad 
that ever Nature framed. If of theſe two things you w 
give me aſſurance, I ſhall depart from you with no meang 
comfort. ; 
The friendly Merchant, andlikewiſe the Lady, heating 
theſe words, wept both ditterly : and after hee had given 
over ſpeaking, Kindly the comforted him, with promiſes 
and ſolemne Vowes, that if he died. all ſhuald be performed 
which he had requeſted. Within a ſhort while after, he de- 
parted out of this life, and they gave him honorable buriall, 
according to that Countrey cuſtome. Which being done, 
the Merchant diſpatching all his affaires at Rhodes, was dey 
ſirous to returne home to Cyprus, in a Carracke of the Cate- 
lans then there being : moving the Lady in the matter, to 
underftand how ſhe flood inclined, becauſe urgent occaſions 
called him thencę to Cyprus. The Lady made anſwer, that 
the was willing to paſte thither with him, hoping for th

love he bare to deceaſed Antrochus, that he would reſpe 
ber as his filter. The Merchant was willing to give her any 
contentment, but yet reſolved her, that under the title of 
being his Siſter, it would be no warrant of ſecuritie to them 
both. Where fore he rather adviſed her, ro ſtile him 285 her 
husband, and he would te cme her his Wife, and © he ſhoild 
be ſure to defend her from all injuries whatſoever. 

Being aboord the Carracke, they had a Cabine and fmall 
bed conveniently allowed them, er they flepr together, 
that they might the better be reputed as man and wife; for, 
to paſſe otherwiſe, would have beene very dangerous to 
them both. And queſtionleſſe, their fairhfull promiſe made 
at Rhodes to Antiochns, fickneſſe on the Sea, and mutable 
reſpect they had of each others credit, was a conſtant” re- 
ſtraint to all wanton defires, and a motive rather to incite 
Chaſtitie, than otherwiſe, and ſo (I hope) you are per- 
ſwaded of them: But howſoeyer, the windes blew merrily; 
the Carracke failed luſtily, and (by this time) they are ar- 
rived at Jaffa, where the Cypriax M erchant dwelt, and where 
thee continued a long while with him, no one knowing 
otherwiſe , but that ſhe was his wife indeed. | 

Now it fortuned, that there arrived alſo at the ſame Baffs 
(about ſome ſpeciall occaſions of his) a Gentleman whoſe 
name was Ati genus, well ſiege into yeares, and better ſto- 
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red with wiſdom than wealth: becauſe by medling in man 
matters, while he followed the ſervice of the King of G 
Fortune had been very adverſe to him. The ancicut Ger 
tleman, pafſing(on aday)by the houſe where the Lady ly, 
and the Merchant being gone about his buſineſſe ing 
i,: he chanced to ſee the Lady at a window of the 
houſe, and becauſe the was very beautifull, hee obſerves 
her the more adviſedly, recolle ting his ſenſes together, 
that (doubtleſſe) he had ſeen her before, but in what 
Place he could not remember. The Lady herſelflikewile, 
who had ſo long time been Fortunes tennis. bal, & the term 
of her many miſeties drawing now neer an ending: began 
to conceive(upon the very firſt fight of Autigerav )thaz 
had formerly ſeen him in wr eapy ve her fatherin 
place of preat degree Hereupon a ſodain hope perſwaded 
her,that by the advice and furtherance of this Geneleman, 
thecould recover her wonted royal condition: and op 
nity now 2ptly fitting her, by the abſence of her pretended 
Merchant-husband the ſent tor him, requeſting to haye 8 
few words with him. 

VVhen he was come into the houſe, ſhe baſhſully de. 
mandecd of him, if he was not named Antigonas of Fame 
fefa. becauſe ſhe knew one like him ſo called? He anſwe· 
red that he was ſo named: ſaying moreover, Madam, me 

inks, I fhou!d know yun, but I cannotremember where 

have ſten you, wherefore I would intreat (if it might 
Rand with your good liking.) that my memory might bee 
quickned with better knowledg of you. The _ 
ceiving him to be the very man indeed, weeping uncefſant. 
ly, ſhe threw her arms about his neck. and ſoon after asked 
Aztigenas (who ſtood as one confounded with marvail) if 
ke had never ſeen her in Alexandria. Upon theſe words As- 
tigen knew her immediately to be Ahl, to 
rhegreat Soldane, who Was ſuppoſed ( long Gree) to bee 
drowned in the Sea: and offering to doe her ſuch reve.

that he would be aſſiſtant to her, and willed him alle to fit

them in ſuch har ih manner as they hapned, and not ſpar ing 
any jot of them. 

Antiochns being moved to much compaſſion, declared 
how he pitied her by his tears; and having been nlent an 
indifferent while. as conſidering in rhi>jca'e hat was beſt to 
be done, thus he began. Madã, ſee ing you have paſt through 
ſich a multitud e of ini foitunes, yet undiſcovered, what, and 
who you are: I will tender you as blame leſſe ro your Fa- 
ther, and eſtate you as fairly in his love, as at the honte 
when you parted from him and afterward make you wife 
to the King of Cholches, She demanding of him, by what 
means poſſi bly this cou).l be accomphihed, b iefly hee 
made it known to het, how, and in what mant er he weuld; 
perform it. 

To cut off farther tedious circumſlances, forthwith hee 
returned to Famageſts, and going beſote the King. of the 
countrey,thus he ſpake to him. Sir, you may (If you w.ll 
be pleaſed.) in an inſtant, do me an exceeding honour, who 
have been impoveriſhed by your ſet vice, and alſo a deed 
of great tenon to your ſelf, witho:.t any much m trer of 
expence and colt, The Kieg demanding how. Arriqcnus' | 
thusanſwered The fair daughter ofthe Soldane, ſo genes - 
rally reported to be drowned. Is artived at B:ffa', aud to 
prelerys her honour fi om blemiſhing, hair ſuffered many 
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ceſſes and calamities: being at this inſt ane in very poare 
eſtate, yet deſitous to viſit her father. If you pleaſe to ſend 
her home under my conduct, it will be great honour tg 
vou, and no mean benefit to me, which Kindnefſe will for 
Eyer be thankfully remembred by the Soldane. The Ki 
in Royall magnificence, reply ed ſuddainly, that hee ws 
highly pleaſed with theſe good ridings; and having ſen; 
honourably for her from Bafa, with great pomp ihe was 
conducted to Famageſta and ther: moſt graciouſly welcoms 
ed both by the King and Queen, with ſolemne triumphs, 
banquets, and revelling , performed in moſt Majeſticke 
manner. 

Being queſtioned by the King and Queen, concer- 
ning ſo large a time of ttrange misformnes; according s 
«Anztzgonur had formerly inftruted her, ſo did ſhe ſhape the 
form of her anſwers, and ſatisfied (with honour) all their 
demands. So,within few dayes after,upon her requeſt, with 
an honourabie train of 8 and Ladies, ihe was ſent 
and conducted all the way by Autigenus, untill ſhe came to 
the Soldans Court. 

After ſome dayes of her repoſing there, the 

Soldane was defirous to undetſtand, how ſhe could poſ. 

* fibly live ſo long in any Kingdome or Province whatſoe- 
ver, and yet no knowledge to be taken of her. The Lady, 
who perte4ly retained by heart, and had all her leſſons at 
ker fingers ends, by the wary inſtruftion which antigen 

A her, anſwered her tather in this manner : Sit, 

the 20 day after my departure from you, a very ter- 

rible and dreadfull tempeſt overrooke us, ſo that in the 

* dead time of the night, our thip being ſplit in ſunder upon 

the ſands, near to a place calied Verna; what became of 

all the menthat weile aboord, I neither knew, nor e 
heard of. 

Only I remember , then, when death appeared; 
and I being recovered from death to life ceitain Peſants of 
the Country comming to ſearch the ſhip ſo wrackr, I was 
firſt with rwo of my women brought ſafely on ſhore, _ 

No ſooner were we there, but certain rude ſhag baird 
walains ſerupon us, carrying away from me both my wo- 
men, then hailing me along by the hair of my head: nei- 
ther tears nor interceffions could draw any pity from them, 
As thus they dragd me in a ſpacious wood : four horſemen 
on a ſodain came riding by,who ſeeing how diſhonourably 
the yiltaias uſed me,reſcued me from them and forced them 
to flight. Zutſ the four horſemen ſeeming ( in my judge- 
ment)to be perſons of power and authority, letting them g0, 
cams to me; urging ſuadry queſtions ro me, which net 1 
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r underſtood, nor they mine anſwers. After many delibe® 
rations held among themſelves, ſeiting me upon one of theit 
korſes, they brought me to a Monaſterie of religious, wo; 
men, according to the cuſtome ot their Law: and there, 
whatſoeyerthey did or ſaid I knew not, but I was benignly 
welcomed thither, and honoured of them extraordinarily z 
where (with them in Devotion ) 1 dedicated my ſelfe to 
the Goddeſſe of chaſtity, who1s oy as dats ch among 
the women of the Countrey , and to her religious ſervice 
they are wholly addicted. 

Aſter I had continued ſome time among them, and 
learned a little of their languageʒthey v5Ked me,of whence, 
and what I was. Reaſon gave me ſo mu ch under ſtanding. to 
be fearfull of telling them che truth, for tear of expulton- 
fromamong them, as an enemy to their Law and Religion, 
whetefbre I anſwered (according as necefity urged.) that. 
I was daughter io a Gentleman of Cypras,vvhoſent me to be 
married in Caxdie; but our fortunes (meaning ſuch as had, 
the charge of me) fell ont quite contrary to our expect ti- 
ons, by loſſes, ſhipwrack, and other miſchances, adding: 
many matters more beſide, only ia regard of fear, — 
yeelding obediently to obſerve their caſtemes, 

At lengch ſhe that was in chiefeſt preheminence among 
theſe women ( whom they termed by the name ot their 
Lady. a bbefſe ) demanded of me, whether I was willing da 
bide in that condition of 1 fe, or to return home agvin 1nt. 
Cyprus : I anſwered, that I deſited nothing more. cb 


being very carefull of mine honour, would never re 
confidence in any that came for Cyprus,till two honeſt Geh- 
tlemer of France, who hapned thither abont two moneths, 
ſince,accompanied with their wives, one of them bring s 
neer kinſwoman to the Lady Abbeſſe. And tie well be 
ing that they travelled in Pilgrimage to Leruſalem, to 
the holy Sepalcher, where ( as they delee ve) that he who * 
they held for their God was buried, after the Izws had ie 
him to deathz recommended me to heit loving truſt, with 
ſpeciall charge, for delivering me: to my Father in Cyprus 

hat honourable love andreſpe& I found in the company 
of thoſe Gentlemen and their wives, dating our yoyage 
back to che, the Hiſtory woald be over-redivus in re.

©, Amenglt theſe Merchants thus communing together, 
there was a young proper man, named Ambroginols of Pla- 
centia, Who began to laugh at the laſt praiſes which B-rnar 
4 had uſed of his Wife, and ſeeming to make a mockerie 
thereof, demanded, it the Empetour had given him this 
priviledge above all other married men ? Berna/ds bein 
ſomewhat offended,anſwered : No Emperour hath done 
it, but the eſpeciall bleſſing of heaven, exceeding all the 
Emperours on the earth in grace, and thereby I have re- 
ceived this fayour;zwhereto Ambregizelo preſently thus te- 
pyed · Bernardo, without all queſtion to the contrary, I be- 
leeve that what thou haſt ſaid, is true; but (for ought T 
can perceive) thou haſt fleader judgement in the Nature of 
things: becauſe if thou didqęſt obſerve them well, thou 
couldſt not be of ſo groſſe underſtanding. For, by compre- 
heading marters in their tue Kinde and nature, thou 
woul.lſt ſpeak of them more corre & ly than thou doeſt. 
And to the end, thou mayeſt not imagine,that we who have 
ſpoken of our Wives, doe thiak any otherwiſe of them, 
3 as well and honeſtly as thou canſt of thine, nor that 
apy thing elſe did urge theſe ſpeeches of them, or fallin 
into this Kinde of dileourſe,but onely by a naturall inſtin& 
and admonition, I will proceed familiarly, a little further 
with thee,upon the matter already propounded. 

I have evermore underſtood, that man was the moſt no- 
ble creature, formed by God to live in this World, and 
woman in the next degree to him : but mam, as generally 
is beleeyed,and as is diſcerned by apparent effects, is the 
moſt perfect of both. Having then the moſt per fectiun in 
him, without all doubt, he muſt be ſo much the more firme 
and conſtant, So in like manner, it hath been, and is uni- 
verſally granted, that women are mere various and muta- 
dle.and t e reaſon thereof may be approved by many na- 
turall circumſtances,which were needleſſe no to make 
any mention of. If a man then be poſſeſſed of the grea- 
ter ſtability,znd yet cannot containe himſelte from conde- 
ſcending, I ſay not to one that entreats him, but to defire 
any other that may pleaſe him; and beſide, to cover the 
enjoying of his one pleaſing contentment (a thing not 
chaucing to him once in a month, but infinite times im a 
dayes ſpace:) What can you then conceive of a fraile wo- 
man.ſubje& (by nature) to entreaties, flatteries, gifts, per- 
ſwaſions, and a thouſand other inticiag meanes, h 2 
man (that is affected to her) can uſe? Doeſt thou thinke 
then that ſhe hath any power to containe? Aſſuredly,

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though thou ſhouldeſt reſt ſo reſolved, yet cannot I beg 
the ſame opinion, For I am ſure thou beleeveſt, and mit 
needs confeſſe it, that thy Wife is a woman made of fel 
and blood, as other women are: if it be ſo, ſhe cannot h 
without the ſame deſites, and the weakneſſe or ſtrength 
other women have to refiſt naturall appetites as her oe 
ate. In regard whereof, it is meerely im poſſible (although 
the be moſt honeſt (but ſhe muſt needs — that which b. 
ther women doe : for there is nothing elſe poſſible, 6. 
ther to be denyed or affirmed to the contrary,as thou moſt 
unadviſedl y haſt done. 

Bernardo anſwered in this manner. I am a Merchant aud 

no Philoſopher, and like a merchant I mean to anfer 
thee, I am not to leat ne, that theſe accidents by thee rela. 
te , may happen to fooles, who are voide of underſtan. 
ding or ſhame : but ſuch as are wiſe, and endued with ver. 
due, have alwayes ſach a precious eſteem of their honour, 
that they will containe thoſe princip'es of conſtancy, 
which men are meerely careleſſe of, and I juſtifie my wife 
to be one of them. Beleeve me Bernardegreplyed Am 
udo, if ſo often as thy wives mind is addicted to wanton fol. 
ty,a badge of ſcorne ſhould ariſe 6n thy forehead, to tes 
der teſtimony of her female frailty, I beleeve the number 
of them would be more, than willingly you would win 
themto be. And among all married men in eyery degree, 
the notes are ſo ſecret of their wives imperfe&ions, that 
the ſharpeſt fight is not able to diſcerne them and the wi 
ſer ſort of men are willing not to know them; becaule 
Shame and loſſe of hozour is never impoſed, but in caſts 
evident and apparent. 

Periwade thy ſelfe Bernard, that what women may tt. 
iſh in ſecret, they will rarely faile to doe : or if they 
abſtaine, it is through feareand folly. Wherefore, hold 
it for a certaine rule, that that woman is onely chaſt, that 
never was ſolicited perſonally,or if ſhe endured any ſuch 
Alte, either ſhe anſwered yea, or no: And albeit I know 
this to be true, by many infallible and naturall reaſons, yet 
could I not ſpeak ſo exactly as I doe, if I had not tryed es- 

erimentally, the humors and affections of divers women, 
__ let me tell thee more Bernarde, were I in private 
company with thy wife howſoever thou preſumeſt to think 
her to be, 7 ſhould account it a matter of no impoſkbility, 
to finde in her the ſelf ſame frailty, 

Bernardo blood now began to boyle, and patience be- 
ing a little pur downe by choler, thus he replyed. A com- 
hate of words requires over-long continuance, for I main 
ttinethe mitter which thou de nyeſt, and all this ſorts to 
nothing in the end. Bur ſeeing thou pre ſumeſt, chat all 2

men are ſo apt and tractable, and thy ſelte ſo con dentot 
thine owne power: I willingly yeeld (for the better aſſu- 
rance of my wives conſtant loyalty ) to have my head 
be ſmitten off, if thou canſt win her to any (ach diſhoneſt act, 
by any meanes whatſoe ver thou canſt uſe unto her; which 
if thou canſt not doe, thou ſhalt onely loſe a thouſand 
oY packets of Gold. Now began Ambrozinels. to be heated 
with theſe words, auſwering thus Bernardo,” If I had won 
"BS the wager I know not whar I ſhould doe with thy head, 
* but if thou be willing do ſtand upon the proofe, pawa dowa 
thouſand Duckets of Gold, (a matter of much leſſe value 
= — thy head) againſt a thouſand Duckets of mine, gran- 
. ting me 2 lawfull limited time, which I require to be no 
more than the ſpace of three months, after the day of my

to me by thy Letters, concerning the attempt by me un- 
derta ken. 

Bernardo (aid, be it a bargaine, I am the man that will 
make good my five choul and Duckets; and albeit the - 
ther Merchants then preſent, earneſtly laboured to break 
the wager, knowing great harme muſt needs enſue there» 
on : yet both the parties wete ſo hot and fiery, as all the 
other men ſpake to no effect, but writings was made, ſea - 
led, and delivered under either of their hands, Bernardo te- 
maining at Par, and Ambregizols departing for Geneways 
There he remained ſome feu dayes, to learne the ftreets 
name where Bernardo dwelt, as alſo the conditions and qua- 
lities of his wife, which ſcarcely pleaſed him when he heard 
them; becauſe they were farre beyond her Husbands rela- 
tion, and {he reputed to be the onely wonder of womens 
whereby he plainly perceived, thit he had undertaken a 
very ulle enterpriſe ,yet would he notgive it over fo, but 
proceeded therein a little further.

Ambreginele moſt deſired to be. ä 
Being thus conveyed into the Chamber, the night goi 
vn a. pace, and the Gentle woman faſt a ſleep in her bed, z 
lighted Taper ſtood burning on the Table by her, as in her 
husbands abſence ſhe ever uſed to have: Ambygginels ſoftly 
opened the Cheſt, according ascunningly he had conti. 
ved it, and ſtepping forth in his ſocks made of cloth, oh. 
ſerved the firuation of the Chamber, the paintings pi. 
Qures, and beautifull hangings, wick all things elſe chat 
were remarKahle, which perfectly he committed to his 
memory, going neer to the bed, he faw her lye there ſweet.

The third 
day being come, the poor woman,according as formerly 
was concluded. came to have home her Cheſt againe, and 


comming forth of it fatisfied the poore woman to her owne

Being arrived there long be fore his limited time, he 
called the Merchants together, who were preſent at the 
paſſed words and wager; avonching before Bernardethit

When Bernardo heard theſe words, they were as fo —_—_ | 
ſtabs to his heart, yea, beyond all compaſſe of patient fut- 
ferance, and by the changing his colour, it was noted ma- 
niteſtly. (being unable to utter one word) that Ambroginols 
had ſpoken nothing but the truth. Within a while after, he 
ſaid; Gentlemen, that which Ambroginols hath ſaid is very 
true, wherefore let him come when hee will, and he ſhall 
be paid; which accordingly he per formed on the very nexe 
day, even to the utmoſt penny, departing then from P.

Spring. Encharareho ta king her to be a man, as ſhe appea- 
red nootherwiſe by her ha bit; upon ſome conference paſ- 
fins between them, ſhe was entertainedinto his ſeryice, and 
being brought aboard the _ ſhe went under the name 
of Sicw ans da Finale. There ſhe had better apparell beſtownu 
on her by the Gentleman, and her ſervice proved ſe plea- 
ſing and acceptable to him, that he liked her care and di · 
ligence beyond all compariſon. 

It cameto paſſe within a ſhort while after, that this 
Gentleman of Caralogna ſay led (with ſome charge oſhis 2 
into Alexandria, carrying thither certain Falcons, whie 
hepreſeated to the Soldan, who oftentimes welcomed 
this Gentleman to his table, where he obſerved the beha- 
viour of Sicuraze, attending on his Maſters Trencher, and 
therewith was ſo highly pleaſed ; that he requeſted to have 
him from the Gentleman,who(for his more advancement) 
willingly parted with his ſo lately entertained ſervant, Si- 
cureve was ſo ready and diſcreet in his dayly ſervices, that 
he grew in as great grace with the Soldan, as before he had. 
done with Enchararche., 

ata certaine ſcaſon in the year, as cuſtomary order (there 
obſerved) had formerly been, in the City of Acres which was 
under the Soldans ubjetion, there yeerely met a great 
aſſembly of Merchants, as Chriſtians, Moores, Jewes, Sara- 
zens, & many other Nations beſides, as at a common Mart 
or Fayre. And to the end, that the Merchants (for the 
better ſale of their goods) might be there in the ſafer aſſu - 
tance, the Soldaue uled to ſend thither ſome of his ordina- 
ty Officers,and a ſtrong guard of Souldiers beſide, to defend 
them from all injuries, and moleſtation, becauſe he reaped 
thereby no meane benefit. And who ſhould be now ſent a- 
bout this buſineſſe, but his new elected favorite Sscurane, be- 
caule ſhe was skilfull and perfect in the Languages ? 

Sicuraus being come to Aeres, as Lord and Captaine of, 
the Guard for the Merchants, and for the ſafery of their 
Merchandizes, ſhe diſcharged her office moſt commen- 
dably, walking with ker train through every part of the 
Faire, where ſhe obſerved a worthy company of Merchants 
dicilians, Tiſans, Gentyayes, Venetiens, and other Italians, 
whom the more willingly ſhe noted. in remembrance ot her 
native Country, At one eſpeciall time among other, chan- 
ting into a Shop or Booth belonging to the venetians, ſhe 
eſpied ( hanging up with other coſtly wares) a Purſe and 
a Girdle, which ſodainly ſhe remembred to be ſometime 
her. owne; whereat ſhe was not a little abaſhed in _— 
minde.

<Ambroginels of Placentia, was like wiſe come thither, and 
Ereat᷑ ſtore of Merchandiz es he had brought with hin, in 
4 Carrack appertaining to the Venetians, and he heat 
the Captaine of the Guard demand whoſe they wete 
ped forth before him, and ſmiling,anſwered : that they wers 
is, but not to be ſold; yet if he liked them gladly he 
beftow them on him. Sicurane ſeeing him 1mile, ſuſpeſei 
left himſelte bad (by ſome unfitting behaviont) been the 
eccafion thereof: and therefore, with a more ſel 
countenance, he ſaid: Perhaps thou ſmileſt becauſe I that 
am a mas, profeſſi ng Armes, ſhould queſtion after ſuch wo. 
maniſh teyes. Ambroginole teplyed, My Lord, pardon nel 
ſmile not at you, or at your demand, but at the manner how 
I cameby theſe things. | 
Si curano, upon this anſwer, was tenne times more defiroys 
than before, and ſaid : if Fortune favoured thee in friendy 
manner, by the obtaining of theſe things : if it may be 
ken, tell me how thou hadſt them, My Lord ( anſwered 
«Ambroginels) theſe things (with many more be ſi des) were 
given me by a Gentlewoman of Geneway, named Madan 
Gene ura, the wife to one Bernardo Lemellise, in a recom» 
pence of one nights lodging with her, and ſhe defired me to 
Deep them for her ſake. Now, the main reaſon of my (mi. 
ling, was the remembrance of her husbands folly, ia w. 
ing ive thouſand Deckets of Gold, againſt one thouſandof 
ine, that I ſhould not obtaine my will of his wife, which 
I did, and thereby won the wager. But he, who better de- 
ſerved to be puniſhed for his folly than ſhe, who was but 
fick-of all-womans diſeaſe, returning from Peri to Cen- 
way,cauſed her to be flain,as was reported by himſelfe. 
When Sicurans heard this horrible lye immediately ſhe 
conceived,that this was the occaſion ef her husbands hatred 
to her, and all the hard haps which ſhe had ſince ſuffered: 
whereupon, ſhe reputed it for more than a mort all finne;if 
ſuch a viilame ſhould paſſe without due puniſhment, Sies. 
as ſcemed to like well this report, and grew in to ſuch fami- 
Harity with .Ambrogizete, that (by her perſivaſions ) when 
the Fair was ended, ſne took him higher with her into 4. 
lexandria.and all his YYares along with him, furgiſhing 
him with a fit and convenient hop, where he made great 
benefit of his Merchandizes, truſting alt his moneys in the 
Captaines cuſtody, be auſe it was the ſateRt courſe for him, 
and ſo he continued there wi no meane contentment. 
Much did ſhe pity her h»sbands perplexity, diviſing bf 
What good and warrantable means ſhe might make * 
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herinnocencie tu him; wherein ber place and authotity 


did greatly ſtead her, and Ihe wrought with divers galant 
Merchants of Gezewey that chen remained in Alexandria, 
and by ver tue of the Soldans friendly letters befide,to bring 
him thither upon an eſpeciall occafion. Come he did,albe- 
it in poore add meane order which ſoone was better alte 
red by her appointment, and he very hononrably ( though 
in private) entertained by drvers of her worthy friends, till 
ure did favour what ſhe further intended. 

In the expeRation of Bernardees urrival,ſhe had fo pte vai- 
led with 4Amb;oginols.that the ſame tale which he formerly 
told to her, he delivered againe in preſence of the Soldan, 
who ſcemed to be well pleaſed with it. But after ſhe had 
once ſeen her husband, ſhe thought upon her more ſerious 
buſineſſez providing het ſelf of an apt opportunity, when {he 
entregred ſuch favour ofthe Soldan, that both the men 
might be brought before him; where if Ambregizole would 
not confeſſe ſ without conſtraint) that which he had made 
his yaunt of concerning Bernardoes wife, he might be com- 
pelled ther eto perforce, 

Sicuranoes word was a Law with the Soldan, ſo that 
Ambrogindlo and Bernardo being brought face to face, the 
Soldan with a ſterne and angry countenance, in the pte ſence 
of a moſt Princely Aſſembly, commanded Ambreginels to 
declare the trut h, upon perill of his life, by what means he 
won the wager of the five thouſand golden Duckets he te- 
ceivyed of Bernardo. Ambrog inalo ſeeing Sicurans there pre- 
ſent, upon whoſe faveurke wholly relied, yet perceiving her 
looke likewiſe to be as dreadtull as the Soldans, and hear- 
ing her threatning him moſt grievous torments except he. 
revealed the truth iudeedʒyoa may eaſi ly gueſs in what con- 
dition he ſtood at that inſtant, 
 Frownes and futy he beheld on either fide, and Brrnards- 
ſtanding before him, with a world of witneſfes, to heate 
tus lie confounded by his owne confeſſion, and his rengue-- 
to deny what it had before ſo conſtantly avouched. Yer 
dreaming on no other pain or penalty, but reſtoring back” 
the five thouſand Duckets of gold, and the other things by. 

im purloyned, ttuely he revealed the whole forme of h 
fallhood. Then Sicurane. according as the Soldane bad 
formerly comm inded him, turning to Bernards, ſaid. And 
thou, upon the ſuggeſtion of this foule lie, what didſt thou to 
thy wife ? Being (quoth Betnards) overcome with rage,for 
the loſs of my money, & the dilhonog:T ſuppofed wo receive 
by my wife ; I cauſed a ſervant of mine to Kill her, and as 
he credibly avouched, her body was devoured by ravencus 
Wolves in a mament after, 

Theſe thing: belng ſpoken and heard, in this om 
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the Soldane, and no reaſon (as yet) made knowne, whythy 
caſe was ſo feriouſly urged, and to what end it would fu. 
cced : Sicurans ale in this mannet to the Soldane. My 
gracious Lord, you may plainly perceive, in what 
that poore Gentlewoman might make her vaunt, being 
well provided both of a loving friend, and a husband. yuh 
was the friends love, that in an inſtant, and by a wickedhe, 
he robbed her both o tene wne and honour, and berett 
alſo of her husband. And her husband, rather crediting fall, 
hood, than the invincible truth, whereot he had faithful 
knowledg, by long and very honourable experience, cauſed 
her to be flain,and made food for devouring Wolves, Be, 
fide all this, ſuch was the good will and affe&ion bornets 
that woman, both by triend and husband, that the lon 
continuer of them in their company, makes them alikeig 
Taowledge of her, But becauſe your great. wiſdome kuow 
eth perfecly what each of them have worthily deſerved : 
you pleaſe ( in your ever - knowne gracious benignitie) to 
permit the >unilhment of the deceivery and pardon the pars 
ty ſo deceived ; I will procure ſuch means, that he ſhallap, 
pear here in your preſence.and theirs. 

The Soldane being defirous to give Sicurans all manner 
of ſatisfaRion, having followed the courſe ſo induſtri- 
ouſly : bad him to produce the woman. and he was well con- 
tented. Whereat Bernardo ſtood much amazed, becauſe he 
verily beleeved that ſhe was dead, And Amlregisele fore- 
ſeeing already a preparation for puniſhment, feared, that the 
repayment of the money would not now ſerve his ture: 
not kaowing alſo, what he ſhould further hope or ſuſpec, 
if the woman her ſelfe did perſonally appeare, which he 
imagined would be a mizacle. Sicurano having thus obtajs 
ned the Soldanes permiſſion, in tears, humbling her ſelieat 
his feet, in a moment1he Joſt her many voice and de mes- 
nour,as knowing that ſhe was now no longer to uſe them, 
but muſt truely witneſſe what ſhe was indeed, and therefore 
thus ſpake; 

Great Soldane, I am the miſcrable and unfortunate d. 
neura, that for the ſpace of fix whole yeers have wandted 
through the world, in the habit of a man, talfly and moſt 
maliciouſly ſlandered, by the villanous Traytor Ambroginely 
and by this unkind cruel husband, betrayed to his ſeryant to 
be flaine,and left to be dev our ed by ſavage beaſſs. Aftet. 
ward, defiring ſuch garments as better fitted for her, and 
ſhewing her bceaſts, Ihe made it apparent beforethe Sol. 
dand and his a ſſiſtance, that fhe was the very ſame woman 
indeed. Then turning her ſelfe to Ambreginole, with more 
than manly courage, ſhe demanded of him, when, and 


where it was, that he lay with her; (vlanouſly)be warnd | 
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famed to make his yaunt? But hee, having already ac- 
knowledged the contrarygbeing ſtricken dumb with ſhame- 
fulldiſgrace, was not able to utter one word. 

The Soldane who had alwaies reputed Sicurens to bee a 
man, having heard and ſeen ſo admirable an accident, was 
ſo amazed in his mind, that many times he was very doubt- 
full whether this was a dream, or an abſolute relation of 
truth. But, after he had more ſeriouſly confidered thereon, 
aud found it to be reall and infallible :with extraordinary 
gracious praiſes, he commended the life, conſtancy, condi- 
tion, and vertues of Gezetera, whom (till that time Jhe had 
alwaiescalled Sicureze, So committing her to the company 
ofhononrable Ladies, to be changed from her manly ha- 
bit; he pardoned Berne her husband (according to her 
requeſt formerly made ) — he had more juſtly de- 
ſerved death: which likewiſe himſelfconfeſſed, and fal- 
ling at the feet of G encura, deſited her (in tears) to forgive 
his raln tranſgreſſion, which moſt lovingly e did, kifling 
and embracing him a thouſand times. 

Then the Sol dane ſtrialy commanded , that on ſome 
high and eminent place of the City, Hmbroginelo ſhould be 
bound, and impaled on a ſake , having kis naked body 
nointed all over with hone y, and never to be taken off, un- 
till of it ſelf it fell in pieces, which according to the ſen» 
tence, was preſently performed. Next, he gave expteſſe 
charge, that all his money and goods ſhould be given to 
Gezewa,which was valued above ten thouſand double Ducs 
kets, Forthwith a ſolemn feaſt was prepared , wherein 
much honour was done to Bernarde, being the husband of 
Grnenra : and to her, as toa moſt worthy woman, and 
matchleſſe wife, hee gave in coſtly ſewells, as alſo 
veſſells of gold, and filver plate, ſo much as did amount 
to above ten thouſand double Duckets more.

And his 
bone; in full form and faſhion, remained ſtrangely black 
for a long time after, knit together by the finewes, as a 
witneſſeio many thouſands of people > which 9

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beheld the Carkaſſe of his wickedneſſe, againſt ſo goal 
and vertuous a woman, that had not a thought of 2 
toward him. A nd thus was the Proverb truly verified, 
ſhame ſucceedeth after ugly fin, and the deceiver is tram- 
pled and trod, by ſuch as himſelf hath deceived ,

Every one in chis honeſt and gratious aſſembly, malt 
by bighly commended the Novell recounted by the Queen 
t eſpecially Diexews, who remained to finiſh that dayes 
Pleaſure with his own Diſcourſe, and after many praiſes ef 
the former Tale were paſt, Thus hee began.

Kgow then, that there lived in Pi/a ( ſome hundred 
Fr Tuſcany and Liguria embraced the Chriſtian

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ty, than corperall abilities of the body, named Signior 
Rieoiarde Ling ica. He being more than halfe perſwaded, 
that he could content a woman with ſuch ſatisfact ion as he 
daily beſtowed on his ſtudies, being a widdower & extraor- 
dinary wealthy, labour ed with no mean'pains, toenjoy a fair 
and youthful wife in marriage: both which qualities hee 
ſhould have confidered as good counſell to hitnſelf, as he 

ye to others, relorting to him for advice. Upon this his a- 
morous and diligent inq̃uiſi tion, it came ſo to paſſe, that 
a worthy Geatle woman, called Bertelomea, one of the fai - 
reſt an d choiſeſt young maids in Piſa, whoſe youth did 
hard ly agree with his age; bur muck was the motive of 
this marriage, and no expe dation of mutuall contentment. 
The Iudge being married, and the bride brought ſolemnly 
home to his houſe, we need make no queſtion af brave 
delicate cheer and banqueting, well furniſhed by their 
friends on either ſide : and other matters were now ham- 
mering inthe Iudges head, for though he could pleaſe all 
his Clients with countel, yer now ſuch a ſuit was commen-

made them launch further into the Sea, then cither t 
Iudge was willing they ſhould have done, or agreed 
with their own ſafety.

But if it fall out other than you have at- 
firmed, you ſhall offer me great wrong in ſeeking to take her 
from me; becauſe 1 am a young man, and can as well main - 
tain ſo fair a wife, as you, or any man elſe that I know,Be- 
leeve it certainly, replyed the Iudge, that ſhe is my wife, and 
if you pleaſe to bring me where ſhe is, you ſhall ſoon per- 
ceive it: tor ſhe will preſently caſt her arms about my neck, 
and 1 darſt adventure the Joffe of her if ſhee deny to doe it 
in your preſence. Come on then, ſaid Pagamino, and let us 
delay the time no longer, 

VV hen they were entred into Pagamine's honſfe, and ſate 
dowae in the Hall, he cauſed her to he called, and ſhe be- 
ing readily prepared for the purpoſe ) came forth of her 
Chamber betere them both, where friendly they ſate con- 
verſing — ee tony uttering any word unto Sigalor Ric- 
ciarde, or knowing him from any other ſtranger, that Paga* 
mins might bring into the houſe with him. YVhich when 
my Lord the Tudge beheld, (who expected to find a farre 
more gracious welcome ) hee ſtood as a man amazed, 
laying to himſelf, Perhaps my extraordinary grief and 
melancholy ſuffered by me * the time of her lſoſſe, hath 
ſo altered my wonted complexion, that ſhee is not able to 
take knowledge of me.

HE morning put on a vermillion countenance,

de seneſhall or great Maſter of the Houſe 
hold, having (long before) ſear all things neceſſary to the 
place of their next intended meeting. And the people 
which prepared there every ncedfull matter, ſiqaainty 
whenthey ſaw the Queen was ſetting forward, charged all 
he reſt of their followers, as if it had been preparation 
for a Campʒto make kaſt away with the carriages,thereſt 
pf the Family remaining behind, to attend upon the La- 
lies and Gentlemen. 

With a mild, Majeſt ick, and gentle pace, the Queen 
ode on, being followed by the other Ladies, and the three 
dung Gentlemen, taking the way towards the Weſtz con- 
lucted by the muſical notes of ſweet ſinging Nightiagales, 
id infinite other pretty Birds beſide, riding ina tract not 

h frequented,bur richly abounding with faic herbs and 
oWwers; which by reaſon of the Sons high mounting, be- 
an to vpentheir boſome, and fill the treſh Air with their 
ieriforous perfumes. Before they had traveHed two 
val miles diſtance, all of them pleaſantly converſing to- 
aher, they arrived at another goodly Palace, which being 
mewhat mounted above the plain, was ſeated on the 
le of a little riſing hill. 

VVhen they were entred thereinto, and had ſeen the 
tat Hall, the Parlors, and beautifull chambers, every 
e ſo ſtupendiouſly furniſhed, with all convenient com- 
dities to them belonging, and nothing wanting that 
d be deſired; they highly commended it, reputing the 
dthereof for a moſt worthy man ,that had adorned 
in ſuch Princely manner. Afﬀterwatd, being

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& pleaſant court the cellars ſlored with the choiſeſt wing, 
ard delicate ſprings of waters eveiy where running, their 

railes then exceeded more & more. And being weary with 

>cholding ſuch variety of pleaſures, they ſate downin x 
fair Gallery, which cook the view of the whole Coun, 
it being round engirt with trees and flowers, whereof 
the ſeaſon then yeelded great plenty. And then came the 
diſcreet Maſter of the Houſhold, with divers ſervants at. | 
tending on him, preſenting them with comfits , and other 
Banqueting, as alſo very ſingular wines, to ſer ve in fiead | 
of breaketaſt.

Having thus repoſed themſelves a while, 
Garden gate was ſet open to them, coaſting on one ® 
the Palace, and reund encloſed with high mam 
walls, VV hereinco when they were entred, they fon 
it ta be a moſt beautifull Garden, ſtored with all ya! 
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that poſſibly could be deviſed; and therefore they obſerved 
it the more reſpect ively. The walkes and allies were good 
and ſpatieus, yet directly ſtraight as an arrow, environed 
with ſpreading vines, whereon the grapes hung in copious 
cluſters; which being come to the full tipeneſſe, gave ſo 
rare a {mel throughont the Garden, with other ſweet ſayors 
intermixed among,that they ſuppoſed to feel the frelh ſpi- 
ceries of the Eaſt, 

It would beſide require much time, to deſcribe all the 
varities of this place,deſerving much more to be commeu- 
ded, than my beſt faculties will afford me. In the midſt of 
this Garden was a ſquare plot, after the reſemblance of a 
meadow, flouriſh 'ng with high graſſe, herbs, and plants, 
befide a thouſand divetſi ties of lowers, as if by the Art of 
planting they had been there depute d. Round was it,circled 
with very verdant Otenge and Cedar trees, their branches 
plenteouſly ſtored with fruit both old and new. as alſo the 

wers growing among them, yeeiding not only a rare 
aſpeR to the eye, bur alto a delicate ſavour to the ſmell. 

In the midſt ofthis Meadow, ſtood a Fountaine of 
white maible, wherez2 was engraven moſt admirable 
workmanſhip, and within it (1 krow not whether it were 
by a naturall vein, or artificiall ) flowing from a figure, 
ſtanding on a Columne in the miaſt ot the Fountaine, ſuch 
aboundance of water, and ſo one up towards the 
Skies, that it was a wonder to behold. For after che high 
aſcent, it fell down again into the wombe of the Foun- 
tain,with ſuch a noiſe and pleaſing murmur, as the ittcam 
that glideth from a mill. VV hen the receptacle of the 
Fountain did overflow the bounds, it ſtreamed along the 
meadow, by. ſecret paſſages, and channells, very fair and 
artificially made, returning again into every part of the 
meadow, by the like wayes of cunning conveyance,which 
allowed it a full courſe into the Ga:den , running ſwiftly 
thence down toward the plainez but before it came thi- 
ther, the very ſw.ft current of the ſtream did drive two 
goodly Mils, which brought in great bene fit to the Lord 
of the ſo.1, 

The fight of this Gatden, the good'y grafts, p'ants, trees. 
herbes, frurages; and flowers, the Springs, Fountains, and 
pretty rivolers ſt eaming from it, ſo highly pleaſed the La- 
dies and Gentlemen that among other intinice commenda- 
tions, they ſpared not to ſay,if any Paradiſe remained on 
che earth to be (een, it could not poſſibly be in any other 
place, but onely was contained within the compaſſe of this 


Garden. With no mean pleaſure and delight they walked 


round about it, making Chaplers of flowers, and other fair 
branches of the trees, continually heating the ny 56 
9 udi- 
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lodious notes. eechoing and warbling one to another, even 
as if they envied each others felicities. 

But yet another beauty (which before had not preſented 
it ſelfe to them) on a ſuddaine hey perceived divers crea. 
tures in many parts of the garden. In one place Conigs 
tripping about; in another place Hares; in a third pan 
Goats browfing on the herbes, and little young Hindes 
feeding every where: yet withoat ſtrife or warring toge. 
ther, but rather living in ſuch a Domeſtick and pleaſing 
kind of company, even as if they were appointed to inſtruy 
the moſt noble df all creatures, to imitate their ſociable 
converſation. 


When their ſenſes had ſufficiently banqueted on thoſe 


feverall beauties, the tables were ſodainly prepared abou | 


the Fountaine; where firſt they ſung ſix Canxonets; and 
having paced two or chree dances,they ſate downe to dig. 
ner, according as the Queen ordained, being ſerved in very 
ſumptuous manner, with all kinde of coſtly and delicate i. 
ands, yet not any babling noiſe among then. The Tables 
being withdrawae, they played againe upon their inſtry. 
ments, ſinging and dancing gracefully together, till, ia te. 
gard of the extreame heate, the Queene commanied to 
give over, and permitted ſuch as were ſo pleaſed, to rake 
their eaſe and reft. But ſome, as not ſatisfied with the place; 
pleaſures,gave themſelyesto walking, others fell to tes 
ding the lives of the Romans; ſome to the Cheſſe, and the 
reſt to other rocreations. 

But after the dayes warmth was more mildly qualified, 
and every one had made beneſit of the beſt content: they 
went (by order ſent from the Qeen ) into the Meadow 
where the Fountaine ſtood,and being ſet abour it, as they 
uſed to doe in telling their Tales (the argument appointed 
bythe Queen being propounded ) the firſt that had the 
charge impoſed, was Phileſtratus, who began in this mu- 
ner,

ea beyond all means of ſuſiciens ſatisfying, never remem- 
bring ow pote at the ptiviledge of idleneſſe is, eſpecially 
when it is backt by ſolitude. In like manner, there are 
other people now, who verily beleeve, that the Spade and 
Pickax, groſſe feeding and labour, doe quench all ſenlua!l 
and fleſhly concupiſcence, yea in (ach as till and husb ind 
the ground, by making them dull, blockiſh, and (almo't 
meere ſenſeleſſe of underſtanding.

And therein, under the care and 
truſt of one woman, divers virgins were kept as recluſes, 
or Nuns, vowed to chaſtity of life; out ef whoſe number, 
the Soldane of Babylon(under whom they lived in ſubjecti- 
on) at every three yeers end, had uſually three of theſe 
virgins ſent him. At the time whereof I am now to ſpeak, 
there remained in the Monaſtery, no more but eight religi- 
ous Siſters onely, beſide the Lady Abbeſſe, and an honeſt 
poore man, who was a Gardiner, and kept the Garden in a 
moſt commendable and fit order, 

His wages being ſmall, and he not well contented there- 
wich, would ſerve there no longer: but making his accounts 
even with the Fac. tetum or Bayliffe belonging to the 
houſe, returned thence to the village of Lamporechis, bes 
ing a native of the place. Among many other that gave 
him welcome home, was a young Hebrew Pe ant of that 
country, ſturdy, ſtrong, and yet comely of perlon,being na- 
med Matt. But becauſe he was borne not farre off from 
Lemperechio, and had there been bronght up all his youn- 

er dayes his name of Maſſet ( according te their vulgar 

peech) was turned to Maſſette, and therefore he was uſu- 
called and Known by the name of Maſſerro of Lampe: 
rechio, 

Maſſetis, falling in talke with the honeſt poore man, 
whoſe name was Lurce, demanded of him what ſervices he 
had done in the monaſtery, having continued there ſo long 
a time? Quoth LZurco, I laboured in the Garden, which 15 
very fair and great; then Iwent to the Foreſt to fetch 
home wood, and cleft it for their Chamber fuell, drawing

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ep all their water beſide, wich many other toilſome fer. 
vices elſe : but the allowance of my wages was ſo little, u 
it would not pay for the ſhooes I wore. And that which 
was worft of all, they being all yourg women, I think the 
Deu ill dwels among them, for a man cannot doe any thing 
ro pleaſe them. When I have been buſie at my workein 
the garden, one would come and (ay put this here, put that 
there ;andothers would take the dibble ent of my hund, 
relling me, that I did not performe any thing well, makin 
me ſo weary of their continuall trifling, as I have left al 
buſineſſe, given over the Garden, and what for one moleſta. 
tion, as alſo many other; I intended to tarry no longe 
there,buteame away at thou ſeeſt. And yer the Fac. tetun 
defired me at my depatting, that if 1 knew any one who 
would undertake the aforetaid labours, I would ſend him 
thither, as indeed) I promiſed to doe: but let me fall fick 
and dye before I help to ſend them any. 

When Maſetts had heard the wand of Lurco, he was ſo 
dehrous to live among the Nunnes, that nothing elſe now 
hammered in his head: for he meant more ſubtilly then 
poore Lures did, and made no doubt to pleaſe them ſuffici. 
ently. Then confidering wich himſelfe, how beſt he might 
bring his intent to effect, which appeared not eaſily to be 
dbne, He would queſtion no further therein with Luc 
but onely demanded other matter of him, (aying ; Introtch 
thou didit well Zxrco, to come away from fo tediowa 
dwelling, had he not need to be more than a man thatis 
to live with ſuch women ? It were better for him to dwell 
among ſo many devils, becauſe they underſtand not the 
renth part that womens wily wits can dive into, 

After their conference was ended, Mafette began to 
beat his brains howhe might compaſſe to dwell amony 
them, and knowing that he could well enough perform all 
the labours whereof Lures had made mention: he cared not 
for auy loſſe he could ſuſtaine thereby, but onely Ruodin 
doubt of his entertainment, becauſe he was too young and 
fprightly. Having pondered on many imaginations, he ſaid 
to himſelfe. The place is farre enough diſtant hence, and 
none therecan know me; if I have wit «ficient, cleanly 
to make them belee ve that I am dumbe, then ( queſtion- 
leſſe) I ſhall be received. And reſolving to proſecute this 
derermination, he took a ſpade on his ſhoulder, and with- 
out revealing to any body whitker he went, in the diſgviſe 
af poorelabouring Countryman, he travelled to the Mo. 
naſter y. 

When he was there arrived, he found the great gate o- 
pen, and entering in boldly, it was his good hap to eſpy the 
Fac totumin the court, according as Lurce had — deſcrip- 
tion of him. Making ſigns before him, as if he were both 
* dumbe 
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dumbe and deaf ;*he manifeſted, that he craved an Almes 
for Gods ſake, making ſhew, beſi le, that if need required, 
he could cleave wood or doe any reaſonable kind of ſer- 
vice. The Fac tetum gladly gave him food, and afterward 
ſhewed him divers knotty logs of wood, which the weak 
ſtrength of Lures had left uncloven; but this fellow being 
more active and luſty. quickly rent them all to pieces. Now 
it ſo fell eut, that the Fac- tetum muſt needs goe to the 
Forreſt, and took Mette along with him thither: where 
cauſing him to fell divers trees, by ſignes he bad him to 
lade the two Aſles therewith, which commonly carried 
home all the wood, and ſo drive them to the Monaſtery 
before him,which Maſſetro x ne well enough how to doe, 
and performed it very eff ectually. 

Many other ſetvile Offices were there to be done, which 
cauſed the Fac- tetum to make uſe of his paines divers orher 
dayes beſide ; in which time, the Lady Abbeffe chancing 
to ſee him, demanded of the Fac- tetum what he was 7 Ma- 
dam (quoth he) a poore labouring man; who is both deaf 
and dumbe came to crave an almes the other day, the 
which in charity I could doe no leſſe but give him; for 
which he hath done many honeſt ſervices about the houle. 
It . ſeems beſide, that he hath pretty skill in Gardening, ſo 
that if I can perſwade him to continue here, I make no que - 
Rion of his able ſervices :for the old filly man is gone , 
and we have need of ſucha {tour fellow, to doe the buſi= 
ne ſſe belonging to the Monaſtery, and one fitter for the 
tarne comes ſeldome hither, Moreover, in regard of his 
doable imperfeRions,the Siſters can ſuſtain no impeach- 
ment by him. Wherefore the Abbeſſe anſwered,ſaying, By 
the faith of my body, you ſpeak but he truth: underſtand 
then if he have any knowledge in Gardening, and whether 
he will dwell here or no: which compaſſe fs Kindly as you 
can, Let him have a new paire of ſhooes,fill his belly «at- 
ly full of meate, flatter and make much of him, for we fhall 

nd him worke enough to doe. All which, the Fac. tetum 
promiſed to fulfill ſufficient!y, 

Maſfſetto,who was not farre off from them all this while, 
but ſeemed ſeriouſly buſied about ſweeping and making 
clean the Court, heard all theſe ſpeeches ; and beingnora 
little joyfull of them; ſaid to himſelfe : If once come 
toworke in your Garden, let my proof yeeld praiſe of my 
ill and knowledge. When the Fas tetun perceived, that 
he knew perfetly how to undergoe his buſineſſe, and 
had queſtioned him by fignes, concerning his willingneſſe 
to ſerve there ſtill and received the like anfwer-alſo, of 
hi: dut ifull readineſfe thereto, he gave him order to worke - 
in the Garden, bccauſe the ſeaſon did now require it; 
aud to leave all other affairs for * Monaſtery, attending 
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now only the Gardens Þ';eparation. 

As Maſſetto was thus about his Garden emploiment, the 
Nunnes began to refor tthither,and — the man to 
be dumbe and deaſe indeed, were the more laviſh of their 
language, mocking and flowting him yery immodeſtly, zz 
being pe ſwaded, that he heard them not. And the Lady 
Abbeſſe, thinking he might as well be an Eunuch, as de. 
Prived both of hearing and ſpeaking, ſtood the leſſe in 
fear of the Siſters walkes, but referred them to their owne 
care and providence, On a day, Maſſetto having laboured 
ſomewhat extraerdinarily, lay downe to reſt himſelfe, 
while underthe trees,and two delicate young Nunnes, wal, 
king there to take the aire, drew ncer to the place wheit 
he diſſembled fleeping, and both of them obſerving his 
comelineſſe of perſon, began to pitty the poverty of h s con. 
dition, but much more the miſery of kis great defect. 
Thenſone of them, who hal a little livelier ſpirit than the 
other, thinking. Mafeere-to be faſt a fleep, began in this 
manner. 

Siſter (quoth ſhe) if I were faithfully. aſſured of thy 

crecie, I would tell thee a thing which I have oſten 
thought on, and it may (perhaps) redound to thy profit 
Siſter eplyed the other Nun, ſpeak your minde boldly, 
and beleeve it (on my Mayden-head) that I will never te. 
veale it to any creature living. Encouraged by this ſulemne 
anſwer,.the firſt Nun thus proſecutel her former purpoſe, 
ſaying.” I know not Siſter, whether it hath entered into 
thine underſtanding or no, how ſtrialy we are here kept 
and attended,never any man daring to adventure among 
us, except our good and honeſt Fac tetum, who is very a» 

ed; and this dumbe fellow maimed, and made imperte& 

y nature, and therefore not worthy of the title of a man, 
Ah Siſter,it hath oftentimes bin told me, by Gentlewomen 
gomming hither to viſite us, that all other (ſweets in the 
world are mockeries,to the incomparable pleaſures of man 
nd woman,of which we.are baired by our unkind parents, 

inding us to perpetuall chaſtity, which they were never a- 
ble to obſerve themſelves. 

A Siſter of this houſe once told me, that before her turne 
came to be-ſent to the Soldane, ſhe fell in frailty with a 
man that was both lamie and. blind, and diſcovering the 
ſame to her Ghoſtly Father in confeſſion ; he abſolved her 
of that ſinne; affirming,that ſhe had not tranſgeſſed with 
a man, becauſe he wanted his rationall and underftandin 

arts. Behold Siſter, here lyes a crcature, almoſt forme 
in the ſelfe- ſame mold,dumbe and deafe, which are two the 
moſt rationall and underſtanding parts that doe belong to 
any mia, and therefore no man, wanting them, If folly 


and frailty ſnould be commirte j w.thJhim (as many 2 
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ſince he came hither it hath run in my mind) he is by Na- 
ture ſworne to ſuch ſecrecy, that he cannot ( if he would) 
be a blabbe thereof, Beſide, the Lawes and conſtitution of 
our Relig1onjdoth teach us, that a fin ſo aſſuredly concea-» 
led, is more than halfe abſolved. ; 

Ave Maria Siſter (ſaid the other Nun) what kind: of 
words are theſe you utter? Doe you not know, that we 
havepromiſed our virginity to God ? Oh Siſter (aniwered 
the other) how many things are promiſed. to him every 
day, and not one of a thouland kept or. performed? If we 
have made him ſuch a promiſe, and ſome of our weaker- 
witted Siſters doe pet forme it for us, no doubt but he will 
accept it in part of payment. Vea, but Siſter, replyed the ſe- 
cond Nun again, there is another danger lying in the way: 
If we prove to be with child, how ſhali we doe then? Siſter 
(quoth our couragious wench) thoug:t aftraid of harme 
before it happen : if it come ſoto paſſe, let us conſider on 
ie then: thou art but à Novice in matters ot ſuch moment, 
we are provided of a thouſand meanes, whereby to prevent 
conception. Or if they ſhould fail, we are ſo ſurely fitted, 
that the world ſhall never know it. L et it ſuſſice, out lives 
muſt not be by any ſo much as ſuſpect ed, ot Monaſtery 
que ſtioned, or our Religion raſhly ſcandalixed. Thus the 
ſchooled her younger Siſtet in wit, albeit as forward as ſhe 
in will, and longed as deſi rouſly, to know what Kind of 
creature man was. 

After ſome other queſtions, how this intention of theirs 
might be ſafely brought to fall effect: the ſprightly Nun 
that had wit at will, thus anſwered. You ſee Siſter (quoth 
ſhe) it is now the houre of Midday, when all the reſt of 
our Siſterhood ate quiet in their Chambers, becauſe wee 
are then allowed to fleep for our earlier rifing to morning 
Mattins. Here ate none in the Garden now but our ſelves, 
and while I awake him be you the watch, and afterward 
follow me in my fortune, for I will valiantly lead you the 
way. Maſſetts immitating a Dogges ſleep, heard all this 
conſpiracie intended againſt him, and longed as earneſtly 
till ihe came to awake him. Which being done, he ſeemed 
very {imple and ſottiſh, and ſhe chearing him with flatte 
ring behaviourtinto the cloſe Arbour they went which, the 
Sunnes bright eye could not pierce into, and there I leave 
it to the Nunnes owne approbation; whether Maſetro wa 
a man rationall, or no. Ill deeds require longer time te 


Maſſette at this new forme of confeſſion, were enjoyn 
(by him) ſuch an eaſie and ũlent pe nance, as brought the 
the ofcner to ſhrift, and made him to prove a very perf 


Deſites obtained, but noi fully ſatisfied, doe commor 
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ty urge more frequent acceſſe, than wiſdome thinks-tape. 
dient, nor can continue without diſcovery. Our twoJjoytull 
Nunnes,not a little proud of their private ſtolne pleaſureg, 
ſo long reſorted to the cloſe Arbour, till another Siſter, 
who h:d often obſerved their haunt thither, by means of, 
little hole in her window; that he began to ſuſpe ct then 
with Maget, and imparted the ſame to two other Siſters 
allthree c — to accule him before the Lady Ab. 
beſſe. But upon a further con ſcrence had with the Offen. 
ders, they changed opinion, tooke the ſame oath as th 

fore women had done; and becauſe they would be fre 
from any raxation at all, they revealed their adventurer 

to the other three ignorants, and ſo fell all eight into one 
formall confederacy, but by good and warie obſervation, 
left the Abbeſſe her ſelfe ſhould diſcry them; finding 
poore Mafſetts ſuch plenty of Garden-work, as made him 
very doubtfull in pleaſing them all. 

It cameto paſſe in the end, that the Lady abbeſſe- who 
all this while imagined no ſuch matter, walking all alone 
in the garden on a day, found Maſſet ro ſleeping under an 
Almond tree, having then very little bnfineſſe to doe, be. 
ca aſe he had wrought hard all the night before. She ob. 
ſerved him to be an handſome man, young, luſty, well- 
himbd and proportioned, having 2 mercifull commilſerati. 
on of his dumbeneſſe and deafneſſe, being perſwaded alſo 
in like manner, that if he were an Eunuch too, he deſet- 
ved a thouſand times the more to be pitied. The ſeaſon 
was exceeding hot, and he lay downe ſo careleſſely to 
lle ep. that ſomething was noted; wherein ſhe intended to 
beh etter reſolved, almoſt falling ſick of the other Nunes 
dfcaſe. Having awaked him, ſhe commanded him by 
fignes that he ſhou'd follow her to her chamber, where 
he was kept cloſe ſo long, that the Nuanes grew offended, 
becauſe the Gardiner came not to his daily labour. 

Well may you imagine that Mafſetto was no miſſeproud 
man now to be thus advanced from the Garden to the 
Chamber, & by ne worſe woman than the Lady Abbeſs ker 
ſelfe :what figns,ſhewes, or language he ſpa ke there, I am 
not able to expreſſe : only it appeared, that his behaviour 
pleaſed her ſo well, as it procured his daily repairing hi- 
cher, and ac quainted her with ſubh familiar cenverſation, 

as ſhe would have condemned in the Nunnes her daugh- 
rs, but that they were wiſe enough to keep it fi om her, 


ke belonging to t Hereulerin giving content to fo 
any and by continuing dumbe in this manner, it would re- 


ne-nighefitting by the Abbeſſe, the ſtrin g that retained 
tn 546 from ſpeech, brak on a ſoda n. & thus he * 
Na- 


Now began Mafſetro to conſider he had undertaken 2: 


ound to his nomeanedetriment, Whereupon, as he was:

Madame I have often heard it ſaid. that one Cock may 
doe ſervice to ten ſeverall Hennes, but ten men can ye- 
ry hardly even with all their beſt endeavour, give full ſa- 
tisfad ion every Way to one woman; and yet Lam tyed to 
coment nine, hich is farre beyondthe compaſſe of my 
power to doe. Already ha ve I performed ſo mach Garden 
and Chamber - worke, that I confeſſe my ſelfe ſtark tired, 
and can travell no further, and therefore let me intreat 
you to licenſe my departure hence, ot find ſome means for 
my better eaſe. The Abbeſſe hearing him ſpeak, who had 
ſo long beea there dumbe,being ſtricken into admiration, 
and accounting it almoſt a miracle ſaid. How commeth this 
topaſſe? I verily beleeved thee to be dumbe,, Madam 
(quoth Maſette) ſo I was indeed, but not by Mature; onely 
I bad a long lingring ſickneſſe which bereft me of ſpeech, 
and which I have not only recovered again this night, but 
ſhall ever remaine thanktull to you for it. 

The Abbeffe verily credit ed his anſwer, demanding what 
he meant inſaying,that he did ſerve to nine? Madam quoth 
he, this were a dangerous queſtion, and not cafily aulwered 
before all the eight Siſters. Vpon this reply, the Abbeſfe 
— perceived that not only ſhe had fallen into folly, 

it all the Nunnes cryed puilty too: wherefore being a wo- 
man of (ound diſcretion; ſhe would not grant that Aa 
re ſhould depart, but to keep him ſtill about the Nunnes 
buſine ſſe, becauſe the Monaſtery ſhould not be ſcandali. 
red by him. And the Fac- torum being dead a little before 
his ſtrange recover y of ſpeech revealed, and ſome things 
elſe more neerly concerning them: by generall conſent, 
and with the — liking of Met te, he was created the 
Fac-totum of the Monaſtery. 

All the neighbouring people dwelling thereabout, who 
knew Maſſetto to be dumbe, by fetching home wood dayly 
from the forreſt, and divers imployments in other places, 
were made to beleeve, that by the Nunnes devout prayets- 
and diſcipline, as alſo the merit of the Saint, in whoſe ho- 
nour the Monaſtery was built and erected. Marte had his 
long reſtrained Speech reſtored, and was now become 
their ſole Fae tetum, having power now to employ others 
in drudgeries, and calc himſelfe of all ſuch labours. And al- 
beit be made the Nunnes to be fruitfull, by encreafiag ſome 
ſtore of younger ſi ſters, yet all matters were ſo cloſe and 
Cleanly carryed, as it was never talkt of till after the death 
of the Lady Abbeſfe, when Maſſerrs began to grow in good 
years, and defired to returne home to his native abidiog, 
which (within a while after) was granted him. 

Thus Mafſrro being rick and old, returned like a 
wealthy father, raking no care forthe nurſing of hischit- 
area, but bequeathed chem to the place where they * 
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bred and borne; having (by his wit and ingenious appre. 
henſion) made lach a Knef ot his yourhfull yeers, tha 
now ke took caſe in his age. 


A, Querry,of the Stable, belonging to Agilulifo, King . 
Lambardes, found the means of — te the E. 14 
without any knowledge or conſent in her, This being ſecretly 
di ſcovered by the King,and the party knowne, he gave him 
mark, by ſbearing the hair of bi head. Whereupos be that yu 
fo her ne, ſbrared likewiſe all bis bis fellowes in the lodging, 

i and ſoa eſcaped the pant ſument intended towards him, 

The ſecond Novell. 

Wherein i feenified, the jt ovidence of a wiſe man, hen he bal 
have reaſon to uſe revenge. And the eunning means of another, 
when he compaſſeth craft to defend himſalfe from peri ll. 


Wen the Novell of Phileſtratus was concluded which 
made ſame of the Ladies bluſh, and the reſt to ſmile; 
pleaſed the Queen, that Madam Pampinee ſhould follow 
next, to ſeeond the other gone before; when ſhe, {miling 
on the whole afſembly, began thus. There ate ſomerrenlo 
Mallow ot capacity, that they will ( nevertheleſſe ) make 
thew of knowing and underſtanding ſuch things, as neither 
they are able to do, nor appertain to them: whereby they 
will ſometimes reprehend other new errours, and ſich 
faults as they have unwillingly committed, thinking there- 
by to hide their own ſhames, when they make it much more 
apparent and manifeſt , For proof . whereof, fair company, 
in a contrary kinde I will ſhew yen the ſubtill cunning of 
one, who (perhaps) might be repnted of lefle reckoning 
than Maſſerro; & yet he went beyond a King, that thought 
himſelſe do be a much wiſer man. 

Agilulffo, King of Lombardie, according as his Predeceſ- 
ſours had done be fore him, made the principall feat of his 
Kingdome, in the City of Pavia, baving embraced in mar- 
riage Texdelinga, the late left widow of Veterso, who like- 
wiſe had been King of the Lowbardr; a moſt beautifull, 
wiſe &vertuous La ſy. but made unfortunate by a miſchanet. 
The occurrences and eſtate of the whole Realme, being in 
an honourable, quiet and well ſetled condition, by the dil- 
eteet care and proyidence of the King; a Querrie apper. 
taining ta the Queens Stable of Horte, being a man buto 
mean and low quality, though comely ot perſon, and oft. 
guall ſtature to the King; became immeaſurea bly amoreus 

of the Queen. And becauſe his baſe and ſervile condition, 
had endued him with ſo much underſtanding, as [to know 
infallibly, chat bis affection wa; mounted beyond the com- 
-paſſe of conveniency: wiſely he concealed it to himſelie, 


not acquainting any one therewith, ot daring ſo much

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to diſcover it either by looks, or any other affeRionate be- 
havicur. N 

And although he lived utterly hopeleſſe, of ever ar- 
taining to his hearts defires;yet notwithſtanding, he proud - 
ly gloried, that his love had ſoared ſo high apitch, to be 
enamored of a Queen. And dayly, as the furie of his lame 
encreaſed ; ſo his carriage was farreabove his fellowes and 
companions, inthe pertorming of all ſuch ſerviceable du- 
ties, as any way he imagined might content the Queen, 
Whereon enſued , that whenſoever {he road abroad to 
take the ayte, ſhe uſed oftner to mount on the horſe, which 
this Querrie brought when ſhe made her choice, than any 
of the other that were led by his fellowes. And this did he 
eſteeme as no mean happineſſe to him, to order the ſtirrope 
for het mounting, and therefore gave daily his due atten- 
dance: ſo that. to touch the ſtirrop, but (much. more) to put 
her foot into it, or touch any part of her garments, he 
thought it the only heaven oa earth. 

But, as we ſee it oftentimes comes to paſſe, that by how 
much the lower hope declineth, ſo much the higher love aſ- 
cendeth; e ven ſo fell it out with this poore Querry; for 
moſt irkeſome was it to him, to endure the heavy waight of 
his continuall oppteſſions, not having any hope at al of the 
very leaſt mitigation. And beingutterly unable to relinquiſh 
bis love, divers times he reſolved on ſome deſperate con- 
cluſion, wkich might givethe world an evident teſtimony, 
that he dyed for the love he bare to the Queene: And up- 
on this determination, he grounded the. ſueceſſe of his fa 
ture fortune to dye in compaſſing ſome part of his defire, 
without either ſpeaking to the Queen, or ſending any miſ- 
five of his love, for to ſpeak. or write, were meerely in 
vaine, and drew ona worſer conſequence than death, 
which he could beſtow on himſelfe more eaſily and when 
he liſte J. | 

Noother courſe now.beleaguers his braines, but only 
for ſecret acceſſe to the Queenes bed, and how he might 
get entrance into her Chamber, under colour of the Kirg, 
who (as he knew very well) ſlept many nights together 
from the Queen, Wherefore to lee in what manner, and 
what the uſuall habit was of the King, when he came to 
Keep company with the Qycene : he hid himſelfe diverſe 
nights in a Gallery, which was between both their led- 
P'S Chambers, At length he ſaw the King come forth of 

is Chamber, himſelfe all alone, with a fair night mantle 
wrapt about him, carrying a lighted Taper in one hand, & a 
ſmal white wand in the other,ſo went he on to the Queens 
lodging; and knocking at the doore. once or twice with 
the wand, and not uſing any word, the doore opencd, the 
light was left without, and he entred the Chamber, wha 
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he ftayed not long, before his returning back againe, whith 1 


likewiſe very diligently he obſerved. 


So familiar was he with the Wardrobe, by often fer. | 


cking and returning the King and Queenes furnitures; thu 
the fellowes to the ſame Mantle which the King wore 
when he went to the Queen, very ſecretly he conveighed 
away thence with him, being provided of a light, & the ve. 
ry lixe wand. Now beſtowes he coſtly bathings on his bo. 
dy, that the leaſt fent of the Stable might not be felt. 
bout him; and finding a time ſutable to his defire, when hy 
knew the King to be at reſt in his owne Lodging, all elſe 
fleeping in their bed; cloſely he Reals into the Gallery, 
where lighting his Taper, with the Tinder purpoſely 


brought thither, the Mantle folded about him, & the wand * 


in his hand, valiantly he adventures upon his lives perill, 


Twice he knockt ſoftly at the doore , which a waiting wo- 


man immediately opened, and receiving the light, wem 
forth into the Gallery, while the ſuppoſed King was con- 
verſing with the Queen,

nilty thought in thee, as (within a while after) it plain 
appeared, for, the Qierty having compaſſed what he mo 
coveted, and fearing to forfeit his life by delay, v hen his 
amorous defire was indifferently ſatisfied ; returned back as 
he came the fleepy waiting woman not ſo much as looking 
oa him. but rather glad, that ſhe might get her to teſt a. 
gain. Scarcely was the Qnerry ſtept into his bed, unheard

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ferve death, than my ſelfe. Vnderſtanding then (good Fa- 
ther) that there is a man, whoſe name I Know not, but he 
ſeemeth to be honeſt,and of good worth;zmoreover(if I am 
not deceived) he reſorteth oftentimes to you, being faire 
and comely of perſon, going alwayes in black garments 
of good price and value.

cruell a minde againſt him? I know not what error but 
miſguideth women, in ſcorning and deſpiſing their-huf.  frvi 
bands: but if they entred into a better confide 
underſtanding 1 what they are, and what nobility 
of nature God hath endued man withall, far above 
all ocher creatures; it would be their higheſt title of 
Ty, when they are ſo preciouſly eſteemed of them, ſo 
ly affected by them, and ſo gladly embraced in all thei 
beſt abilities, 
This is ſo great a ſi nav as the divine Juſtice ( which 
in an equal] ballance, bringeth all operations to 
full effect) did not _ to leave unpuniſhed ; but u 
you enforced againſt all reaſon, to take away Tie 
balds from your ſelfe: eren ſo your Father Alana. 
dine without occaſion given by Theobalds, is in perill of 
his life, and you a paitaker of his tribulation, Out d 
which if you deſire to be delivered, it is very conven. 
ent that you promiſe one thin; which I ſhall tell you, a0 
may much better be by you performed. Namely, that if 
Theobalde doe return from his long baniſhment, you 
re ſtore him to your love. grace, and good acceptatie; f tot 
accounting him in the ſelte ſame degiee of favour and gen 
priv-te entertainment, as he was at the firſt, betore Lac 
your wicked ghoſtly Father ſo helliſh!y incenſed you & kee 
gainſt him. one 
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When the Pilgrime had finiſhed hs ſpeeches, the 
Gentlewoman who had lifined to them ve y attentive. 
ly ( becauſe all the alledged reaſons appeared to be 
plainly true) became verily perſwaded, that all theſe 
afli&tions hid faln on ber and her Father, for the in- 
gratefull offence by her commicte.l, and therefore thus 
replyed : Wo thy man and the friend to goodneſſe, I

Be- 
leeve me Madam ( replyed the Pilgrime ) ſay what you 
will, I dare aſſure you that Theobaldo is living, and if you 
dire make promiſe, concerning what hath been formerly 
requeſted, and keep it inviolably, I make no doubt, bit 
you your felf hall ſhortly ſee him. I promiſe it, ſid ſhe, 
and binde my ſelf thereto by a ſacred oath, to Keep ir 
faithfally : for never could any thing happen to yeeld 
me the like contentment, as to ſee my Father free from 
danger, and Theobaldoliving. ; 

At this inſtant Theobald, thought it to be a very apt 
and convenient time to diſcloſe himſelfe, and to com- 
fort the Lady, with an afſured ſignall of hope, for the 
deliverance of her Father, wherefſo:c he ſaid : Lady, 
tothe end that I may comfort you infallibly in this 
dangerous perill of your Fathers life, I am to make 
known an eſpeciall ſectet to you, which you ate to 
keep carefully (as you tender your owne life) from 
wer being revealed tothe world.

So ſoon as the ſaw it, im- 
mediately the knew it, and anſgered, Yes Sr, I know 
the Ring, and confeſſe that I gave it to Theebalds, 

Hereupon the Pilgrime ſtood up, and ſuddenly puting 
off his poor linnen Frock, and the Hoed from his head, 
uſing the Florentine tongue, he ſaid, Tell me Madam, 
doe you know me? When ſhe had adviſedly beheld him, 
and knew him indeed to be Theohaldo,ſhe was ſtricken iny

Theobalde has 
ving moſt kindly kiſſed and embraced her, ſaid, Sweet 
wiſe, time will not now allow us thoſe ceremonious 
courteſies, which (indeed) ſo long a ſeparation dot 
juitly challenge; for I muſt about a more,weighty bu- 
fineſſe, to have y6ur Pather ſafely delivered, which l 
hope to doe before to motrow night, when you ſhall 
bear tydings to your better contentment, And, queſti- 
onleſſe, it.I ſpeed no worſe than my good hope pers 
ſwadeth me, I will ſce youagain to night. and acquaint 
you at better leiſure, in ſuch things as I cannot now at 
this preſent, 

So putting on his Pilgrimes habite againe, kiG 
her once more, and comforting her with fuiu e 
ſucceſſe, he departed from ber, going to the-priſon 
hers Aldeobrandine lay, whom he 
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 "pmverned by Madam Neit bi la. 123 
a being in hourely expeRation of death, than any 


hope be had to be freed· from it, Being brought nee - 


ter to bim by the priſom ers favour, as leeming to be a 
man come onely to comfort him: fitting down by him, 
thus he began: Aldebrandine, I am a triend of thine, 
whom Heaven hath ſent ro doe thee gond in meer pity 
and compaſſion of thy innocency, And therefore, if thou 
wilt grane re one {mall requeſt, which I am 10 ctave 
at thy hands, thou ſhalt heare (without any failing) 
before to morrow at night, the Sentence of thy tree 
abſolution. whereas now thou expecteft nothing bur 
death. Wherennto Aldebrantizothus aniwered Friendly 
man, ſee ing thou art ſo careful of my (afery( although I 
know thee not, neither doe temembet that ere 1 faw 
thee till now ) thou muſt needs be ſome eſpeciall kind 
friend of mine, And to tell you the truth, I never com- 
micted the finfall deed for which I am condem ed 10 
death. True it is, I have other hainous and grie vous fins, 
which (undoubtedly) have thrown this heavy judgement 
on me, and there fare I am the more willing to undergoe 
it. Nevertheleſſe, let me thus far aſſure thee, that [ 
would gladlynot only promiſe ſomething wh'ch wigh be 
tothe glory of God, if he were pleaſed in this caſe to have 
mercy on me; but aſſo would as willingly performe and 
accompliſh ' it. Wherefore, demand whatioever thou 
pleaſeſt, for unfainedly (if 1 eſcape with life ) 1 will 
uuly keep promiſe with thee. 

Sir, teplyed the Pilgrime, I defire nor demand any 
thing of ynu, but that you would pardon the three Bre- 
thren of TheoSaldo,- that brought you co this hard extre- 
mity,as thinking you to be guilty of their bruthers death, 
and that you would alſo accept them as yoar brechren and 
friends, upon their craving pardon for what they have 
done. Sir, anſwered. Aldobrandine, ne man knoweth 
how ſweet revenge is, nor with what heat it is to 
de deſired, but onely the man who hath been- wronged, 
Notwithſtanding not to hinder any hope which onely 
ameth at Heaven, I freely forgive them, and henceforth 
pardon them for ever, intending moreover, that if mercy 
give me life, and cleer me from this bloody imputation, 
to ſove and reſpe ct them ſo long 'as 1 Hall live This 
anſwer was moſt pleaſing to che Pilgrime, - and without 
any. further multiplication of ſpeeches, he entreated him 
tobe of mou comfort, for he feared not but before the 
ume prefixed he ſhould hear certain tydings of his de - - 

erance. 

At his departing from him, he went dire ly to the 


Sarnen and pigvzilgd o fare, that he fpaketirivately 
E wi.h 
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with a Knight, who was then one of the States chiefe} 
Lords, to whom he ſaid : Sis, a man ought to beſtey 
his beſt pains anddiligence, that the truth of thi 
MHould be apparently Known; eſpecially, ſuch men a 
hold the place and « ffice as you doe: to the end, that 
thoſe perſons which have committed no foule oftence 
ſhould not be puniſhed, bur onely the guilty and hai. 
nous tranſgreſſors. And becauſe it will be no mean ho. 
nour to you to lay the blame where it worthily: defer. 
veth, I am come hither purpoſely to inform you in 3 
- Cate of moſt weighty importance. It is not unknown 
to you, with what rigour the State hath proceeded 4 
gainſt Aldobraudine Tale mins, ard you think verily he 
is the man that hath flain Tbeob.ildo Eliſei, whereupon 
your Law hath condemned him to dye. I dare aſſute you 
Sir, thata very unjuſt courſe hath been taken in this 
caſe, becau'e Aldobrandine is falely accuſed, as you 
your ſelf {hall confeſſe before midnight; when they are 
delivered into your power, that were the murtherers of 
the man. 
The heneſt Knight, who was very ſorrowfull for 
Aldobrandino, gladly gave attention to the Pilgrime, and 
having conferred on many matters, appertaining to the 
fact committed: the two brethren who were Theobald''s 
Hoſts, and their Chamber maid, upon good advice given, 
were apprehended in their firſt ſleep, without any ref 
ſt ance made in their defence.

waited hisreturn, to heat ſome glad tydings of ber Fir 
ther, and to make a further reconciliation- between her 
and Theobalds, when fitting down by her, he ſaid: Deat 
Love, be of good cheer, for cupon my word) to mot. 
. Tow you ſhail have your. Father home ſafe; wells 
delivered flom all further danger : and to conſitm ber 
the more confidently in h's words, he declared at latge

& ſoorer did bright day appea-re, but Tesbalde 
arvle, having acquainte] her with ſu h matrers as 
were to be done, ani once more ecarnefily deſiting 
her, toconceale (as y<t ) theſe occurreaces to her fete. 
So in his Pilgrims h bit, he departed from her houſe, 
to await conveniert opgortunity for attending on the 
buſineiſe belong ng to Aldebrandins. At the uſuall 
hour appoi ted, the Lords were all ſet in the S guio- 
ria, and had receive fu'l information, - concerning 
the offence in pited to Alde5randine, ſet ing bh m at li- 
ber'y by pibl:ck conſent, and ſentencing the cther 
malefators with death, who (within a few days ak- 
tot) were beheaded in the place where the murther was 
committed, 

Thus Aldebrandino being releaſed te his — 
comfort, and no ſmall joy of his daughter, Kindred an 
friends; all knewing pet fed ly, that this had hap, ened 
by the Pilgrims means, they conducted him hb: me to 
Aldobrandine's houſe, where they defired him to conti- 
nue ſo long as bimſelfe ple .ſed, uſing him with molt 
honnu able and gracious reſpect, but eſpecially Hermeli- 
na, who knew f better than the reſt ) on whom ſhe be- 
ſtowed her Jiberall favours, yet concealisg all cloſely 
to her ſelſe.

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thought it no diſparagementunto them, for the reco 
of Aldebraudino's kindneſſe again, to crave pardon for 
their great error committed,” 

On the worrow following, about dinner time, the threy 
brethren of Theobalde's, attired in their mourning gu- 
ments, wich their wives and friends, came firſt to the 
, houſe of Aldebrandino, who purpoſely ſtayed for them; 
and having laid down their weapon on the ground, in 
the preſence of all ſuch as 4ldebrandine had invited as 
hs witneſſes, they offered themſelves to his mercy, and 
humbly required pardon of him, for the matter wherein 
they had offended him. Aldebrand.ne ſhedding tears,moſ

So, uneaſing himſelf out of his Pilgrims clothes, 
and ſtanding in his hoſe, and doublet, to their no little 
admiration, they all knew him, yet doubted whether it 
were he or no. Which he perceiving, he repeated his 
brethren, and abſent kindreds names, and what occur- 
rences hapned between them from time to time, beſide 
the relation of his own paſſed fortunes, inciting teares in 
the eyes of his brethren, and af elſe there preſent, eyery 
one hugging and embracing him, yea, many beſide, who 
were no kin at all to him, Hermelina only excepted: which 
when Aldebrandins ſaw, he ſaid unto her; How now Her- 
melina ꝰ Why doſt thou not welcome home Theobald, lo 
kindly as the reſt have done ? 

She making a modeſt courteſie to her Father, and ane 
ſwering ſo loud as every one might bear bers (aid; Tho 
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is tot any in this aſſembly that more willingly would give 
him all expte ion of a joyfull welcome home and thank» 
full gratitude for ſuch eſpeciall favours received, than in 
my heart I could afford to doe, but onely in regard of 
thoſe infamous ſpeeches noyſed our againſt me, on the 
day when we wept for him, who was ſuppoſed to bee 
Theebalde, which Nlander was to my great diſcreht Goe 
on boldly, replyed -Aldobrandine, doeſt thou think that I 
regard any ſach praters ? In the procuring of my delive- 
rance, he hath approved them to be manifeſt lyers, albeit 
my ſelfe did never credit them. Goe then, I command 
thee, and let me ſee thee both kiſſe and embrace him. 
She who defired nothing more, ſhewed her. ſelfe noe 
flothfull in obeying her Father, to doe but her duty to 
her husband. W herefote being riſen, as all the reſt had 
done, but yet in a far more effectuall manner, ſhe decla- 
red her unfained love to Theobalds. Theſe bountifull fa- 
vours of Aldebrandino, were joyfully accepted by Theebal- 
4 brethren, as alſo to every one there preſent ; ſo that 
all former rancour and hatred which had cauſed heavy 
variances between them, was now converted to mutaall 
kindneſſe and ſolemn friend{hip on every fide, 

When the feafting dayes were finiſhed, the garments 
ef ſad mourning were quite laid afide, and thoſe (be- 
comming ſo generall a joy ) put on, to make their hearts 
and habits ſuitable. Now, concerning the man flaine, 
and ſeppoſed rv. be Theobaldo, he was one, that in all 
the parts of his body, and trueneffe of complexion fo 
nearly reſembled him, as Theobalde's owne brethren

Not a little jeyfull was the Woman of ſo rich a git, 

ng to enjoy a great many more of them, and return 

home to her neighbours, acquainted them with wond 

matters, all concerning the ſanctimonious life of the 
Abbot, a meer miracle of men, and worthy to be truely 
termed a Saint, Within two days after, Ferands went m 
the Abbey again, and (oſoon as the Abbot eſpyed him, 
he preſently prepared for his ʒẽ ding of him into 2 
He neyer was without a certain kind of drug, which being 
beaten into powder, would work ſo powerfully upon the 
brain and all the other vitall ſences; as to entrance then 
with a deadiy ſleep, and deprive them of all motion, 
either in the pulſes, or in any other part elſe, even a 
if the body were dead indeed; in which operation, I 
would ſo hold and continue, according to the quantity gt!

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go much of this powder had the Abbot — as 
ſhould ſi flice forſthree days entrancing, and baving com- 
nded it with a very pleaſant Wine, calling Ferands into 
is Chamber, there gave it him to drink, and afterward 
walked with him about the Cloyſter, in very friendly con- 
ſerence together, the filly ſot never dreaming onthe trea- 
chery intended againſt him. Many Monkes beſide were 
recreating themſelves inthe Cloyſter, moſt of them de- 
lighting to ſee the follies of Ferando on whom the potion 
began ſo to work, that he ſlept in walking, nodding and 
reeling as he went, tiil at the laſt he fell downe, as if he 
had been dead, 

The abbor pretending great admiration at this acci- 
dest, called his Monkes about him, all labourtng by rubs 
bing his temples, throwing cold water and vinegar in his 
face, to revivehim again; alledging, that ſome fume on 
vapour in the ſtomach had thus over-awed his underſtan- 
ding facukies, and quite deprived him of life indeed. At 
length, when by feeling the pulſe, and all their beſt em- 
ployed paines, they ſaw that their labour was ſpent in 
vain; the Abbot uſed ſuch perſwaſions to the Monkes, 
that all beleeved him to be dead: whereupon they ſent 
for his wife and friends, who crediting as much as the 
reſt did, were very ſad and ſorrowfull for him. The 
Abbot ( clothed-as he was) laid kim in a hollow vaule 
under a Tombe, ſuch as there were uſed in ſtead of 
Graves 3 his wife returning home again to her houſe, with 
Lang Son which ſhe had by her husband, proteſting to 
keep till within her houſe, and never more to be ſeen in 
any company, bur onely to atrend her young Son, and be 
oy carefull of ſuch wealth as her husband had left un- 

er, 

From the City of Bologne 3 that very inſtant day, @ 
well ſtaid and governed Monke there arrived; who was 
2 neer Kinſman to the Abbot, and one whom he 
might ſecurely truſt, In the dead time of the night, the 
Adbot and this Monke aroſe, and taking Ferande out of 
the vault, carried him into a dark dungeon or priſon, 
which he termed by the name ot Purgatory, and where 
de uſed to diſcipline his Monkes, when they had 
committed any nutorious offence, deſerying to be 
puniſhed in Purgatory. There they took off all his 
uſuall wearing garments, and cloathed him in the 
habit of a Monke, even as if he had been one of 
the houſe; and laying him on a bundle of ſtraw, ſo 
left him until} his ſenſes ſhould be reſtored again. On 
the day following, late in the evening, the Abbot ac - 
ctompanyed with his truſty Monke, (by way of viſitation) 
wen 
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went to ſee and egmfort the ſuppoſed widow, finding hy 
attired in black, very (29. aud pe ive, which by hu 
wonted per, waſions, -indifferently he appeaſed; chal - 
lenging the benefit of her promiſe. She be ing thus alone, 
not hindered by her Husban4: jealouſie, aud cipying ang, 
ther gcodly gold Ring on bis finger, how frailty and 
folly over-rule1 ber, 1 know not, ſhe was a weak wo. 
man, he a devilliſh delulinz man; and the firongeſt 
holds by over long battery and beſieging, mult needs 
yeeld at the laſt, asI fear ſhe did: for very often alter 
ward the Abbotuſed in this manner ro viſit her, and the 
ſimple ignorant Counttey people, carrying no ſuch ill oꝶi 
nion of rhe holy Abbot, and having icen Ferando lying 
tor de ad in the vault, and alſo in the habit ot a Monkez 
were verily perſwaded, that when they ſaw the Abbot 
pa by to and fro, but moſt commonly in the night 
eaſon, it was the ghoſt of Ferande, who walked in 
this manner after his death, as a juſt pennance for his 
jealouſie. 1 
When Ferande's ſenſes were recovered againey and 
he found himſelſe to be in ſuch a- darkſome place; not 
ing where he, was, be began to ery and make t 
noyle, When preſently the Monke oF Bologne ( accor- 
ding as the Abbot had mtoured) Rept into the dungeon, 
carrying a little waxe Candle in the one hand, and 4 


ſmarting hip in the other; going ro Ferande, he ripe 


eff his cloathes, and began to laſh him very Bane 
Ferando, roaring and crying, could ſay nothing 
but, Where am I? the Monke (with a dreadful voyre) 
replyed: Thou art in Purgatory, How ? ſaid Ferande; 
what? Am I dead > Thou art dead (quoth the Manke) 
and began to laſh him luſtily againe, Poore Fame 
crying out for his Wife and Lee's Sonne, demanded 2 
number of idle queſtions, whereto the Monke (till fit- 
ted him with as famtaſticke anſwers. Within a while 
after, he ſer both foode and wine before him, which 
when Ferands ſaw, he ſaid; How is this? Doe dead 
men eat and drink? Yes, replyed the Monke, and 
this food which here thou ſeeſt, thy wife brought bi- 
ther to the Church this morning, to have Maſſes devout» 
ly ſung for thy ſoule; and as to other, ſo wuſt it be i 
before thee ; for ſuch is the command of the Patron of 
this place. 

| Ferando having lyen intrarced three dayes and three 
nights, felt his ſtomach well prepared to ente, and 
feeding yery heartily, ſtill ſaid; O my good Wife, 0 
my loving Wife, long mayſt thou live for this extraate, 
dinary kindneſſe, I promiſe thee (Sweet heart) . 
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1 was alive, I cannot remember, that ever any foode 
and wine wis ha'te ſo pleaſmg ta me. O wy dear 
Wife, Omy hony Wife. Canſt thou (quoth the Monke) 
raiſe and commend her now, ufing her ſo villanouſly 
in thy life time ? Then did he whip him more fiercely 
than before, when Ferands ;holding up hi hands, - as 
caving for mer:y, demanded wheretore hee was ſo 
levercly puniſhed? 1 am ſo commanded ( quoth the 
Monke } by ſupream power, and twice every day muſt 
thou bee in this ſort and Kinde thus diſciplin'd. Up- 
on what occaſion ? replyed Ferando. Becauſe (quoth the 
Monke) thou waſt moſt notoriouſly jealous of thy Wife, 
ſhe being the very kinieſt woman to thee, as all che 
Countrey cont aineth not ber equall, It is too true, an - 
ſwered Feraude, I was over- much jealous of her in- 
deed: but had I known that jealouſie was ſuch a hate- 
full Ga againſt Heaven, I never would have offended 
therein. Now (quoth the Monke) thou canſt confeſſe 
thy wilfull folly, but this ſhou'd hive been thought 
on before, and whileſt thou waſt living in the World. 
But if the Fates vouchſafe to favour thee ſo much, as 
hereafter to ſend thee to the World once more z remem- 
ber thy puniſumem here in Purgatory, and finne no 
more in that foul fin of Jealouſte, I pray you Sir, 
tell me, replyed Ferande, after men are dead, and pur 
into Purgatory, is there any hope of their ever viſiting 
the World any more? Yes, ſaid the Monke, if the fury 
of the Fates be appeaſed. O that I knew ( quoth Fe- 
rendo) by what meanes they would be appeaſed, and 
let me viſit the World once again: I would be the beſt 
Husband that ever lived, and never more be jealous, 
never wrong ſo good a Wife, nor ever uſe any unkinde 
wo d againſt her, In the mean while, ard till their an- 
ger may be qualified z when next my Wife doth ſend me 
ocde, [ pray you work ſo much that ſome Candles may 
de ſent me alſo, becauſe I live here in uncomfortable 
darkneſſe ; and what ſhould I doe with food, if I have 
we? She ſends lights enow, anſwered the Monke, 
but they are burnt out on the Altar in Maſſe time, and thou 
eanſt have none other here, but ſuch as I muſt bring my 
ſelfe, neither are allowed, but for the time of thy feeding 
and cortecting. 

Ferando breathing forth a vehement ſigh, defired to 
know what he was, ang thus appointed to punilh him 


in Purgatory ? I am (quotb the Ir a dead man, as 
thou art, born in Sardignia, where I ſerved a very jea - 
lous Maſter; and becauſe I ſoothed him in his jealou- 
fie, 1 had this penance impoſed on me, and to _ 
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thee here in Pargatory with meat and drink, and (wbt 
every day ) te diſcipſine thy body, untill the Pates hure 
otherwiſe determined both tor thee and me, Why? ful 
Ferando, are any other perſons here, beſide you and 1? 
Many thouſands, replyed the Monke, whom thou can 
neither hear nor ſee, no more than they are able to do 
the like by us. But how far, ſaid Ferendo, is Purgatory 
diſtant from our native Countries? About ſome 6 

thonſand leagues, anſwered the Monke; but yet paſſes 
ble in a moment, whenſoever the offended Fates are plea» 
ſed: and many Maſſes are daily {aid for thy ſoule, at 
the earneſt entreaty of thy wife, in hope of thy converſi- 
on, and becoming a new man, hating to be jealous any 
more hereafter. | 

In theſe, and ſuch like (peeches, as thus they beguiled 
the time, ſo did they obſerve it for a daily courſe, ſome. 
time diſciplining, other whiles eating and drinking, for 
the ſpace of ten whole moneths rogether, in the which 
time, the Abbot ſeldome failed to viſite Feraude's wite, 
without the leaſt ſuſpicion in any of the neighbours, by 
reaſon of their ſetled opinion, concerning the nightly 
walking of Feraxds's ghoſt. But as all plcaſures can- 
not bee exempted from- ſome following pain or other, 
ſo it came to paſſe, that Ferande's wife proved 10 be 
conceived with childe, and the time was drawing on for 
her deliverance. Now began the Abbot to conſider, 
that Ferando's folly was ſufficiently chaſtiſed, and he 
had been long enough in Purgatory : wherefore the bet- 
ter to countenance all paſſed inconveniences, it was nog 
thought high time that Ferande ſhould be ſent to the 
world again. as ſet frce from the pains of Purgatory, 5 
having paid for his jealouſie dearly, to teach him betfer 
wiſdome hereafter. 

Late in the dead time of the night, the Abbot himſelf 
entred intò the dark dungeon, and in an hollow com- 
terfeited voyce. called to Ferando, ſaying : Comfort thy 
ſelfe Eer ande, for the Fates are now pleaſed, that thou 
ihale be releaſed out of Purgatory, and ſent to live iu 
the world again. Thou didit leave thy wife newly con: 
ceived with childe, and this very morning ſhe is deliver 
of a goodly ſon, whom thou ſhalt cauſe io be named 
Bennet: becauſe,. by the inceſſant prayers of the boly 
Abbor, thine own loving wife, and for ſweet St, Bennet! 
ſake, this grace and favour is afforded thee. Frauds 
hearing this, was exceeding joyfull, and re ur ned this 
anſwer : For eyer honoured be the Fates, the holy Ab- 
bot, bleſſed St. Benxer, and my dear beloved Wife, whom 
I will loye for ever, and never more offend her by any 
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lonſie in me: when the next food was ſent to Feramde, 
o wuch of the powder was mingled with the wine, as 
would ſerve one ly for foure hour es entrancing, in which 
time, they clothed him in his owne wearing apparell a- 
gain, the Abbot himſelf in perſon, and his honeſt truſty 
Monke of Bolegne, conveying and —_—— in the 
lame vault under the Tombe, where at the firſt they 

ave him buriall. The next morning following, about 

bie break of the day, Ferands recovered his ſenſes, and 
thorow divers chinks of the Tombe, deſcryed day- light, 
which he had not ſeen in ten moneths ſpace before. 
Perceiving then plainly that he was alive, he cryed 
ont aloud, ſaying : Open, open, and let me forth dt 
Purgatory s for ] have been here long enough in con- 
ſe enc e. Thruſting up his bead againſt the cover of 
the Towbe, which was not of any great ſlrength, 
neither. well cloſed together; he put it quite off the 
Tombe, and ſo got forth upon his feet: at which inſtant 
time, the Monks having ended their morning Mattins, 
and hearing the noyſe, ran in haſt thither,and knowing 
the voyce of Ferands, ſaw that he was come forth of the 
monument. 

Some of them were ancient Signiors of the houſe, and 
yet but meer Novices in theſe any and politique 
liratagems of the Lord Abbot, when he intended to 
puniſh any one in Purgatory : and thereſore, being af. 
frighted, and amazed at this rare accident; they fled a- 
way from him, running to the Abbot, who making a 
ſhew to them as if he were but new come forth of his O- 
ratoryy in a kinde of pacifying ſpeeches, ſaid 7 Peace my 
dear Sons, be not afraid, bur fetch the Croſſe and Holy- 
water hither ; then follow me, and I will ſhew you, what 
miracle the Fates hath pleaſed to ſhew in our Covent: 
therefore be ſi lent, and make no more noyſe : all which 
was done as he commanded. 

Ferando looking pale, (as one) that in ſo long time 
had not ſeen the light of heaven, and endured ſuch ſtrict 
diſcipline twice every day, ſtood in à gaſtly amaze- 
ment by the Tombes fide, as not dating to adven- 
we any further, or knowing perfetly whether hee 
was (as yet) trucly alive, or no, But when he ſaw 
the Monkes and Abbot comming, with their lighted 
Torches, and ſinging in a ſolemne manner of Proceſ- 
fion, he humbled hirſelfe at the Abbots feet, ſaying: 
Holy Fa her, by your zezlous prayers (as hath been 
miraculoufly revealed to me) and the prayers of bleſ- 
ſed St, Bennet, as alſo of my honeſt, dear, and loving 
Wife, 1 have been delivered from che pains of Purga- 
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tory, and brought hither again to live in this worldz fo 
which unſpeakable grace and favour, moſt humbly 
thank the well pleaſed Fates, Saint Bennet, your Fa 
hood, and my kinde Wife; and will remember all 
loves to me for ever. Bleſſed be the Fates, anſwered 
the Abbot, for working ſo great a wonder in our Mo- 
naſtery. Goe then my good Son, ſecing the Fates hay: 
been ſo gracious to theez Goe (I y) home to thine 
owne. houſe, and comfort thy kinde Wife, who ere 
. ince thy departure ot of this life, hath lived in cini. 
nuall mourning ;; love, cheriſh, and make much of he, 
never afflicting her hence forth with cauſeleſſe jealoufe, 
No I warrant jou good Pather, replyed Ferande, I ban 
been well whipt in Purratory for ſuch folly, and there. 
fore I might be called a flark foole, if I ſhould tha 
wy. off end any more, either my loving Wife, or any 
other, 

The Abbot cauſing Miſcrere to be devoutl ſu 
ſprinkling Ferando well with Holy water, and placing 
a lighted Taper in his hand. fear him home ſo to his 
owne dwelling village where when the neighboyr 
beheld him, as people halfe frighted out of their yit, 
they fied away from him ſo ſcared and terrified, as if 
had ſeen ſome dreadfull fight, or gaſtly apparition; hy 
Wife being as fearfull of him, as any of the reſt. . 
called to them kindely by their ſeverall names, telling 
them that he was newly riſen out of his grave, and ws 
a man as he had been before. Then they began to tough 
and feel him, growing into more certain aſſurance of hin, 
perceiving him to be a living man inde:d, W hereupon, 
they demanded many queſtions of him; and he, 28 if he 
were become far more wiſer than before, told them ty- 
dings from their long deceaſed kindred and friends, i 
he had met with them all in Purgatory, reporting 4 
thouſand lyes and fables to them, which (nevertheleſſe) 
they beleeye d. 

Then he alſo told them what the miraculous voyce hi 
ſaid unto him, concerning the birth of another 
Son, whom ( according as he was commanded ) hear 
ſed to be named Benset Ferande. Thus his return to ff 
again, and the dayly wonders reported by him, cauled os 
mean admiration inthe people, with much commendatinn 
of the Abbors holineſſe, and Ferandees happy curing W 
jealouſie.

Sunne may not ſhine upon it : if a word of your mou 
bee too precious for mee; make a ſigne with you 
hand, either of my happincſſe or diſaſter. If your 
be envyous of mine eaſe, let one of your womenbehs, 
to pronounce the ſentence of life or death; 
i my life be hatefull to you, this hand of mine may i 
crifice it to the rigour of your diſdaine. But if ( av1an 
rather perſwaded ) the ruine of your ſervants, be again 
your more mercifull wiſhesz deal ſo that I may , 
ceiveive it, and expreſſe what compaſſion you have 
your Ocharw, who coyeteth, nothing more, then, your 

yly hearts caſe and contentment, with a priv 
of honour above other Ladies. All this diſcourſe y 
heard by Serifha, but ſo little was ſhe moved therenith 
2s ſhe was fatre enough off from returning bim 10 
anſwer, neither did any of the Gentlewomen ater 
ding on her, ever hear heruſe the very leaſt word v 
any of her amorous ſollicitors, nor did ſhe knows 
one of them, but by ſpeach onely, which drove-then 
all into an utter deſpair, perceiving no poſſible means 
whereby to conquer her. 

The Hiſtories of the Noitherne Countries doe de 
elare, that in thoſe times, che rapes of women wer 
not much reſpeRed; and ſuch as purſued any Lady'vt 
Gentlewoman with love, were verily perſwaded, 
chey never made (ufficicat proofe of their — 
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ons, if they under ooke not all cunning Rrata” 
ens, with adventure of their lives to all perills what- 

en for the rape or ſtealth of hem, whom theꝝ pur - 
poſed to enj y in marriage. As we reade in the Fete“ 
Hill ory of Grams, 8 o the «oy of Denmarks, who 
being impariently amofons of the daughter to the King 
dauer of the Gorhes, and winning the love of the Lady; ſtole 
"Ons her away, before her parents or friends had any notice 
thereof; by meanes of which rape, there followed a 
who moſt bloody warte between the Gothes and the Danes, 
bias in recompence of which injury, Sibdagerus, King o 
f Nowey, being choſen chief Commander of the àveti- 
* l 4% and Gothes, entred powerfully into Denmak, where 
gra he violated the Siſter to King Graws, and led away 

der Daughter, whom in like manner he made his 
. ſpouſe as the Daze had the Daughter of Sigtruge, Prince 
ewe of the Gothes, 

I induce theſe brief narrations onely to ſhew, that 
while Ocharus made honeſt and affable means, to win 
reſpe ct from SeriFhe, and uſcd all honourable ſervices 
to her, as the Daughter of ſo great a Prince worthily 
deſerved: ſome there were, not halfe ſo conſcientious 
a5 he, eſpecially one of the amorous ſutors, who. being 
weary of the ſtrangeneſs of Sri ſtha, diſſembling to pro- 
ſecute his pur pole no further; prevailed ſo farre, that

She, good Lady, following thg, counſell of her mi, 
terous guide, went abroad on walihg, bat weakly accon. 
Fany as one that admitted no men to attend her;which 

e might have repented very deerly, if heaven had ug 
ſuccoured her innocency, by the help of him who WIe 
her as well as the raviſher, though their deſite were quite 
contrary; the one to enjoy her by violence, but the 
ther affected rather to die, than to doe the leaſt a tha 
might diſpleaſe her. No ſooner was Seri#ha artigedy 
the deſtined plate, where the falſe Governeſſe was to de. 
liver her; but behold a ſecond Pars came, and ſeizeday 
ker, hurrying her in haſte away, before any help coul 
poſſibly reſcue her ; the place being far off from ay 

Now the raviſher durſt nor convey her to his owne 
abiding, to enjoy the benefit of his purchaſe ; but haled 
her into a ſmall thicket of trees, where although thx 
knew the evident perill, whereinto her ſevere conti 
had now thrown her: yet notwithſtanding, {he 
not lift up her eyes to ſee what he was that had thus ſtolne

F Ia, or elſe I (wear by her divine perfections, 
whom | eſteem above all creatures in this world, to 
make thee die more miſerably, than ever any man as 
& did. 
 "Whoſoever had ſeen a Lyon or an Ounce rouſe 
kimſelfe; chafing when any one adventuretk to rob 
him of his prey; and theſe with fierce eyes, mounted 
creſts, writhed tailes, and ſharpned pawes, make a- 
inſt him chat durſt ſo moleſt him. In the like 
manner did the raviſher ſhew himſelfe, and one while 
nat ling, another while briſtling the datted diſdain» 
full looks at Ocharns, and (peak to him in this manner. 
Vile and baſe Sea-thief, as thou art, welcome to thy 
deſerved wages, and juſt repayment for thy proud pre- 
fuming- It glads my heart not a little, to meet thee 
here, where thou ſhalt ſoon perceive what good will I 
den thee, and whether thou be worthy or not, to enjoy 
the honour of this Lady, now in mine owne abſolute 
poſſeſſion. It will alſo encreaſe her more ample perſwaſi- 
on of my worth, and plead my merit more effeQu-

This harſh language was ſo diſtaſt full to Ocharuss 
thatlike a Bull, made argry by the teeth of ſome Ma- 
ſive Dogge, or pricked by the point of a weapon, he 
ran upon his enemy, and was ſo roughly welcommed 
by him, as it could not eaſily be jadged which of them 
had the better advantage.

king your, ſelfe ſtill as ſtrange to your Ocharws, u 
the reſt, who have no other affe d ion, but onely tothe 
bare outſide of beanty. Why then, Royall Lady, ſee- 
ing (at this inſtant time) all my labour is bur loſt, and 
your heart ſeemetk much more hardned, in ac 
ing any of my honeſt ſervices: at leaſt, yet let me be 
happy, as to conduct you back to the Palace, and reliay 
you to that ſacred ſafety,which wil be myſouls beſt eas 
fort to behold. | 

No outward ſigne of Kinde aeceptation, did ary wy F. 
expreſſe it ſelſe in her, but rather as fearing, leſt we 
commodiouſneſſe of the place ſhould incite this you 
Lord, to forget all honeſt reſpe&, and imitate the # 
ther in like baſeneſſe. But he, who rather wiſhed a thou 
ſand deaths, than any way to diſpleaſe his Miſtreſſe,

Her 
on, he concluded to give over all further affeRion, to la 
' gvilh no longet for her ſake, who hated him and all bi 
actions. 0 
While he continued in theſe melancholy paſſions, 
the Princeſſe, who. all this while had perſiſted in ſuch 
ſtr ict ſeverity, as aſtoniſhed the courages of her Rowekk 
ſervants; conſidering (more deliberately ) on the fin» 
cere affection of Ocharus, and that virtue onely made him 
the friend to her modeſty, and not wanton or laſci. 
vious appetite; ſhe felt a willing readyneſſe in her (foal, 
to grat iſie him in ſome worthy manner, and to rech. 
pauſe ſome part of his travels. Which to effect, ſhe m& 
olved to follow him (in ſome counterfeit habire ) even 
to the place of his owne abiding, to try, if eaſily hs 
could take knowledge of her, whom ſo lately he (awin 
the garments of a Shepheardeſſe, . Being thus minded, 
the went to her Miſtrcfſe whom ſhe ſerved, and who 
had likewiſe ſeen Lord Ocharus (of whom thee had 
perfe&- knowledge) when hes conferred with the 
Shephearddeſſe, and enquiring the cauſe, why he ge- 
ſorted in that manner to her: Seri&bg teturned her this 
anſwer. |

Ceriſ ba being wondrouſfly joy full at her anſwer, ſuf- 
fer d her to paint, or rather to ſoil her fait face, wih the 

juyce of divers herbs, and rootes, and cloathed her in 
ſuch an habite as thoſe Women uſe to weare that 
live in the mountains of Norway, upon the ſea-· coaſt 
onting Great Britaine, Being thus diſguiſed, confi - 
dently Thee went, to beguile the eye of her deareſt 
friend, and ſo to return back againe from him, ha- 
ving afforded him ſach a ſecret favour, in requitall of 
$ honourable ſervices z delivering her out of ſo great

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life. Nor would ſhe have the womans e 11 
further, than till ſhe came within the fight of Ochaw 
his Caſtle; where when ſhe was arrived ( he being they 
abſent ) the mother unto the noble Gentlemas' 
her .eourteous welcome; and, notwithſtanding ks 
pot and homely outward appearance, yet ſhe col.

enfamed with noble affect ion towards her, than 
ſhe expreſſed the [ke in virtuous opinion of him. 
Wherefore, awaiting ſuch convenient opportunity, when 
he might entreat licence of his Grand father for his 
owre going to Thuny, under colour of ſome honorable 
occaſion, tor the carneſt defire he had to ſee her, he 
ave charge to ſome of his e peciall friends ( whoſe af - 
girs required their preſence in thoſe parts) to let the 
Princeſſe underſtand in ſuch ſecret manner as beſt they 
could deviſe, what noble affeRion he bare unto her, de- 
yoting himſelf onely to her ſervice. :

The Prince being come neer to the Ship, comman- 
ded that the Patrons ſhould come to him, except they 
would adventure the fight.

The 
King of Thanw hearing theſe diſaſterons Newes, ſent 
his Ambaſſador y habited in ſad mourning, to the aged 
King of Sicily, complaining of his faith broken with bim, 
and how the accident had faln out. Age being ſuden'y 
lacited to anger, and the King extreamly offended at 
this injury, lee ing no way whereby to deny him juſtice, 
it being urg ed ſo inſtantly by the Ambaſſadors : cauſed 
Ge1bine to be apprehended z and he himſelfe ( in regard 
that none of his Lords and Batons would therein àſſiſt 
bim, but la bonted to divert him by their earneſt impo-- 
tunity ) pronounced the Sentence of death on the Prince, 
and commanded to have him beheaded in his preſence 

ecting rather to die without an heir, than to be thought 
King voyd of juſtice.

cidenes of ſueceſſeleſſe love will urge you unto as much» 
commiſeration; as that ſo lately reporced to you, Allo:

elſe tha knew hem. For firſt he requeſted of his father, 
that he might Fe. habired ardrefpeted like to his b e- 
thren, whereto rignt gladly he condeſcended. And 
frequent ng the company of civill yourhs, ob'erving 
alſo the carriage of Gentlemen, eſpecially ſuch as were 
amorouſly inclined : hegrew to a beginning in a {hore 
time (to the wonder ot every one) not only to under - 
ſtand the firſt inſt rud ion ot Letters, but alſo became 
moſt sKkilfull, even amongſt them that werebeſt exer- 
tiled in Philoſophy.

nours done to them, who were to tranſport her thence 
unto Rhodes, being embarked, they ſer ſaile upon ther

"_ - Chynow, who flept not in a buſineſſe ſo earneſtiy im - 
porting him, ſet ou them (the day following) with his 
Ship, and ſtanding aloft on the deck, cryed out to

Which words being end- 
ed, ſhe withdrew herſelf rowards the middeſt of the 
Tarras, deſpairing of eſcaping (wich life) from the 
violence of heates; and not once onely, but infin'e 
times beſide (among ber other grieyows extreamities ) - 
he was ready to dye with drought, bemoaning. inceſ- 
ſantly, her dolorous condition. 

By this time the day, was well:neere ſpent,and night 
began to haſten on apace : When the Scholar (imagi- 
ning that be had affliQed her ſufficiently) took her gar» 
ments, and wrapping them up in bis mans cloak, went 
thence to the Ladies hoaſe, where he found Azcills 
the waiting woman fitting at the doore, ſad and diſ- 
confolate for her Ladies long abſence, to whom thus 
be ſpake, How now «AxciBay Where is thy Lady and 
Miſtreſſe? Alas Sy ( queth fre) I Ce net. I thaught 
thy morning te hade found her in her bed, as uſually I was 
wit to doe, and where Þ left her yeſternight at our parting * ' 
but there ſhe was not, nor in any place elſe of my knoyledgey 
neither can I imagine what # become of her, whichy ts me' 
»o meane diſcomfe t. 

But can you (Sir) ſay any thing of ber? Ancills, (aid 
he, I would thou hadſt beene in her company, and at 
theſame place where now ſhe is, that ſome puniſh- 
went for thy fault might have falne upon thee, 2s al» 
ready it bach cone on der. But beleeve it aſſuredly, that 
thou ſhalt not freely eſcape from my fingers, till I have 
juſtly payd thee for thy paints, to teach thee to abuſe * 
any Gentleman as thou didſt me. 

Having thns ſpoken, he called to bis ſervant, ſaying 
dive her the garments, and lev her go looke her Lady, 
if the will, The Servingman fl filled his Maifters come 
mand, and Ascilla having rectizcd her Ladies cloathes, » 
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knowing them pe fectly, and and remembring (withall) 
what hed beene ſaid: ſhe waxed very doubtfull, lef 
they had Naine her, hardly refraining from exclaj 

on hem, but that griefe and heavie weeping overcanie 
her; ſo that upon the Scholars departing ihe ran in all 
baſte w th the g1rments towar is the Tower. 

Upon this fatall and unfortunate day to Madam fir 
lena, it chanced that a Clowne or Countrey Pealant be- 
longing to her Farme cr Dairy houſe, having two of 
his young Heyfers wandred aſtray, and he labouringig 
diligent - ſearch to find them: within a while atter 
the Scholars depaiture, cameto ſecke them in woods 
a bout the Tower, and, notwithſtanding all his cui 
and calling for his beaſts yet ht heard the Ladies grie 
vous moanes and lamentations.

placing them in due order agaitic as they ſhould be; 


and bindingthem faſt with Withies and Willowes, 
By this time Ancilla was come thither, who ſo ſoone 
25 ſhe was (making all poſſible ſpeed ſhe could) es- 
tred into the Tower, could not refraine from teams 
#nd grievous complaints, 8 hands one againſt 
another, and crying out, thus ſhe ſaid. Madam, Mz. 
dam my deare Lady and Miſtreſſe! Alas, Where we 
von? So ſon as ſhe heard the tongue of Ancile. Ihe 
replyed ( fo well as the could) ſaying : Ab my ſweet 
Woman, I am her: aloft upon the Tarras; weep not, 
veither make at y noiſe, but quickly bring me ſome of 
my garments, When ſhe heard her anſwere in this com» 
fortable manner, {he mounted vp the Ladder, which the 
Peaſant had made very ſit me and ſtrong, holding it faſt 
for her ſa fer aſcending; by which meancs ſhe went up 
on the Tarras, Beboldia her Lady in ſo ſtrange 2 ein- 
dition, reſembling no . body, but rather the 
trunke of a tree halfe burned, lying flat on her face, 
raked, ſco:ched, and ſtrangely deformed : ſhe begin 
to 
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has pitiful manner, as if her Lady had beene 
lite. dead. Which ſtormy tempett, Madam Helens 
won pacified, entreating her to uſe filence, and help to 
on her garments, | 
Haying underſtood by her, that no one knew of her 
being there, but ſuch as brought ber cloathes, and the 
poore Peazint, attending there ſtill to d » her any ſer- 
vice: lhe became the better comforted, entfeating them 

by all meanes, that it might be concealed from any 
farther diſcovery, which was on either fide moſt faith - 
fully proteſted. 

The poore Clowne holpe to beare dow? bis Lady 

his backe, becauſe the Ladder flood not conves 
niently enough for her deſcending, neither were her 
limbes pliable for her owne uſe, by reaſon of their rifcs 
and ſmarting. Ancs lla following after and being more 
reſpetive of her Lady, than her own ſecurity in de- 
ſcendingꝭ miſſing the ſtep in the midſt of the ladder, fell 
dowue to the ground, andquite brake her legge in the 
fall, the pain whereof was ſo grievous unto her, that 
ſhecryed and roared extraordinarily, even like a Lyon 
in the Deſert. | 

When the Clowne had ſet his Lady ſofe on a faire 
gree ne banke, he returned to ſee wha the writing-wo⸗ 
mon ailed, and finding her legge to be quite broken x 
he carried heralſo to the ſame banke, and there ſeated 
her by her Lady, who percaiving what a miſchance had 
bapned, and ſhe (from whom ſhe expected her only 
beſt hope) co be now in farre greater neceſſitie ber felt - 
ke lamented exceedingly, complaining on Fortunes 
cruel] malice towards her, in thus heaping one miſerie 
upon another, and never ceaſing to torment her, e- 
ſpecially now in the concluſion of all, and when ſhe 
thought all future perils to be paſt.

The good 
Wife led the Lady into het own poore Lodging where 'F 
cs cates as they had to feed on) levingly ins ſet be- 

re her: conveying her afterward into her own bed, an 
taking ſuch good order, that Ancilla wascert ied in the. 
night time to Florence, to prevent all enſung dangers 
by reaſon of her legs breaking BETTE | 
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Madam Helena, to colour this misfortune of her own 
as alſo the great miſhap of her woman: forged an arti. 
ficialt and cunning Tale, to give ſome formall appes. 
rance of her being in the Tower, perſwading the poare 
Countrey people, that in a ſtrange accident of thunder 
and lightning, and by the illuſi on of wicked fpirits, all 
this adventure h-pned to her. Then Phyfitrans were 
ſent fotzi nos without much anguiſh and affli4ion toths 
Lady (by reaſon of her fleſhes laying off, wich the Me 
dicines and Emplaiſters applyed to the body) who wy 
glad to ſuffer whatſoever they did, beſide fall ing intu i 
very dangerous Feaver ; out of which ſhe was notre. 
covered in a long while aſter, but continued in day 
deſpaiie of her life; beſide other accidents hapningin 
her time of Phyficke, utterly unavoidable in ſuchex- 
treamities: and hatdly had Aci lla her leg cured, | 

By this unexpeRted penance impoſed on Maden 
Helena, ſhe utterly forgot her amorous friend; and 
(from thence forward) carefelly kept her ſelf from fond 
Joves allurements, and ſuch ſcornfull behaviour, wheres 
in ſhe was moſt dſorderly faulty. And Reniero the Scho-

But indeed I muſt needs tell you, that I have 
not ſo much power in this cale, as you (perhaps) doe 
imagine, which barreth me from ſuch forward ready. 
neſſe, as otherwiſe needed not to be urged. Neverthe. 
leſſe, having ſo ſolemnly ingaged your faith to me, and 
no way miſdoubting your faithfull ſecrecy, 1 mall in. 
ſtru& you in ſome meanes to be obſerved ; and it appea-« 
reth "plainly to me, that being furniſhed with ſuch 
plentie of Bcokes as you are, and other rich endow. 
ments, as you have before rehearſed, you cannot but 
attain to the full underſtanding aud period of your longe 
ing deſire. 

- Speake boldly thy minde Brute, anſwered the Do. 
Qor : for, I perceive thou baſtno perfeR de 
of me as yet, neither what an eſpeciall gift I have ofſe. 

crecie. Meſſer Gaiparino da Salicete, when he was Judge 
and Poteſtate over the people of Ferlisi, made choile 
.of me (among infinite of his moſt endeared "IA to 
. acquaint with a ſecret of no meane moment. And ſuch 
a faithfull Secretary be found me, as I was the onely 
man, that knew his marriage with Bergamine ; Why then 
ſhould any diſtruſt be made of me? If it beſo as 
ſay Sir, ( anſwered Rruno, ) your credit is the ſounder, 
and I dare the better adventure on your fidelity ; the 
meanes then which you ate to worke by, 1 ſhall now 
dire& you in, 
We have alwayes in this noble Society of ours, 4 


Captain, and two Counſellers, which are changedat , 


every {ix moneths end; and now at Chriſtmas next ( ſo 
neere drawing on) Buffalmace ſhall be elected Captain, 
and my ſelfe one of the Counſellers; for {o it is already 
agreed on, and orderly ſet downe. Now he that is Cap» 
taine, may do much more than any other can, anda 

point matters as himiclte pleaſeth. Wherefore, I thin 

it very expedient, that ſo ſoon as poſſibly you may, you 
_ procure acquaintance with Buffalmaco, entreating bim 
with all reipe&ive ccurteſie. He is a man, who when 
he percciveth you to be ſo wonderfully wiſe and di- 
creet, 
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ten he will immediately be in love with you: fo, 
when you have your beſt ſenſes about you, and your 
"be Garments on (alwayes remembred ) that your 
acquaintance firſt be fully confirmed, then never feare 
to urge your 1equeſt for he can have no power at all to 
deny you 3 becauſe I have already ſpoken of you to 
him, and finde him to ſtand affeRed to you very intire- 
y: thus when you have begun the buſineſſe, leave me 
to deale with him in the reſt. 

Now truſt 'me kind friend Bruno, replyed the Phy» 
feian,I like your advice excecding well. For, if he be a 
mas, that taketh delight to converſe with men ofskill 
and judgement, and you have made the way for his 
knowing me; he will even thirſt, and long to follow af 
ter me, to under ſſ and the incredible eloquence flowing 
om me, and the rate comprſition of my Muſicall 
Ditties, out of which he may leatne no meane wiſe- 
done, When the matter was thus agreed on between 
them, Bruno departed thence, and acqusinted Buffals 
nate With every circumſtance : which male him think 
every day a yeare, untill he might joyne in the fooling 
of Maſter Doctor, according to his owne fancy. Who 
being alſo as deſirous on the «ther fide, ro make one in 
the Cor can Voyage; could take-no manner of reſt, 


+ eicher by day or night, till he was greatly linked in 


8 with Buffalmaro, which very quickly he com- 
paſted, 
For now there wanted no coſtly dinners and ſuppers, 
with all delicates could be deviſed, for the entertains 
ment of Buffalmaco and Brune; who like Gueſts very 
eaſe to be invited (where rich wines and good cheere 
we never wan ing) needed little ſending for, becauſe 
bis houſe was as familiar to them, as their ovn. In the 
end, when the Phyſitian eſpyed an opportunity apt for 
the purpoſe, he made the ſame requeſt to Buffalmace , 
& formerly he had done to Bruno, Whereat Buffalmace 
lodainly ſtarting, and looking frowningly on Brune, 
is if he were extraordinarily incen'ed againſt him: 
clapping his hand furioufly on the Table, he ſaid, I 
ſweare by the great God of Paſignene, that I can hardly 
reftaine from giving thee ſuch a blow on the face, as 
tmake thy Noſe fall at thy heeles: vile traitor as thou 
at : for none beſide thy ſelf, could diſcover fo rare and 
excellent a ſecret unto this Famous Phyſitian. The Do. 
dor, with very plauſible and pleaſing tearms, excuſed 
the matter very artificiallyz proteſting that another 
had revealed it unto him: and after miny wiſe circum- 
Rantiall allegations, at length be prevailed ſo farre, 
Toy thar 
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that Bufalmaco was pacified; who afterward; turnisg in 
kind manner, thus he began, 

Maſter DoGor, you have lived both at B. gu, and 
here in theſe parts with us, having (no doubt) ſuffici- 
ently underſtood, what it is to keep a cloſe mouth, 1 
meane the true Character of taciturnity. Queſtion. 
leſfe, you never learned the A, B. C. as now fooliſh 
Ideois doe, blabhinę their leſſons all about the Towne, 
which is much better apprehended by rumination ; and 
ſurely (if I be not much deceizeJ) your Nativity bap. 
pened upon a Sunday morning. Cel being at that time 
Lord of the aſcendent, joyned with Mercwie in a ſiey 
Triplicity. By ſuch conference as J hive bad with Bry- 
ne, I conceived (as he himſelt did) that you were very 
ſingular in Phyſick onely: but it leemeth, your Stu- 
dies reached a higher ſtraine, for you have learned, and 
know verysEilltully, how to ſteals mens hearts from 
them, yea, to bereave them of their very ſoules 3 which 
J perceive that yeu gan farre better doe, than any man 
elſe living to my knowledge, one ly by yonr wile, witty, 
judicious, and mote than mrtere Mercurias el quence , 
ſuch as I never heard before, 

The Phyſitian iuterrupting him balhſully, turned 
himſelf te Bruro, ſaying, Did I not tell thee tbis before? 
Obſerve what a notable thing it is, to ſpeake well, and 
to frequent the company ofthe Wiſe, A thouſand other 
meerely blockes and dullards by nature, could never 
ſo ſoone comprehend all the peculiarities of my Know. 
ledge, as this honeſt and apprehenſive man hath 
done, Thou didft not ſearch into it half ſo ſoon, nor 
(indeed) did I expreſſe a quarter of my ingenuity to 
rhee, as (ſince his coming) hath prodigally flowne from 


Well doe I remember thy words that B»falmace de- 
lighted ro be amoag wen of wiſedome : an. have I not 
now fitted him unto his owne dcfire ? How thinkeſt 
thou Bruno? The beſt ( quoth Brune) that any man l- 
ving in the World could doe. Ah worthy Buffaimas , 
anſwered the Phyſitian: What wouldſt thou then have 
Taid, if thou hadit ſeen me at Belogna, where there was 
neither great nor ſmall, Dogo, nor Scholar, but 
thought themſelves happy by being in my company ? 
If L ought any debts I diſcharged them with my witile 
words: and whenſoever I ſpake, I could ſet them all 
on a bearty laughter; ſo much pleaſure they tooke in 
hearing me. And when I departed thence, no menin 
the world could be rmere forrowfull then they, 45 
deſiting nothing more than my remaining — 

a them 3 
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hem; which they expreſſed ſo apparently, that they 
nade humble ſuite and intetce ſſion to me, to be cbief 
Reader of the Phyſicke Lecture, to all the Scholars ſtu- 
dying our profeſſion. But I could not be ſo pet ſwaded, 
becauſe my minde was wholly addicted hither, to enjoy 
thoſe goods, Lands, and Inheritances, belonging lines 
ally to them ot out houſe, and accordingly I did per- 
forme it. 

Hew now Buffalmaco (940th Bruno) what j thine obi. 
um ne? Thou winldeſt not beleeve me when I told thee , 
that there ij noa Doctor in all theſe pa'ts, more full ins 
difintwfping the Urine of an A from 4 other, than 
thy expert and ſingular man: and I dare boldly mainteine 
it, that hu fellow is not to be found, from hence to the 
very gates of Paris, Oos then, and doe thy uttermeſt en 
dutveur that thou canſt, to grant the requeſt which be hath 
male. 

Beleeve me Buffalm co, {aid the DoQor, Brune hath 
ſpoken nothing but truth, for I am ſcarcely known bere 
in this City, where (for the moſt part) they are all 
erofſe witted people, rather thin any jor judicious: but 
I would thou hadit ſeen me among the DoRors, in 
manner as 1 was wont to be. Introth Sir, ep yed Buf- 
falmace, you are much more learned than eser I imae 
vined, in which reſpeR,ſpeaking unto you as it becom= 
eth me, to a man ſo excellent in wit and underſtan- 
ding, I dare aſſure you that (without any faile) I will 
procure you to be one of our Company, 

After this promiſe made, the good cheere, favours 
and kindneſſes done by the Doctor to them, was be- 
yond the compaſſe of all relation : whereof they made 
no more than ameere mockery, flovting, him to his 
face, and yet his wiſedome could not difcerne it. Mote- 
over, they promiſed that they would give him to Wife, 
the faire Counteſſe di Civillari, who was the only goode 
lieſt creature to be found in the whole Culatraris of hu- 
mane generation. The Door demanied what Coun» 
teſſe that was; Oh Sir, anſwered Buffulmace, the is a 
great Lady, one worthy to have iſſue by; and few hou- 
ſs are therein the world, where ſhe bath nor ſome 
juriſdition and command: ſo that not meane people 
onely, but eyen the greateſt Lords, at the ſound of her 
Trumpets, doe very gladly pay her tribute. And I dare 
boldly affirme, that whenſoever ſhe wa'keth to any 
place, ſhe yeeldeth a hot and ſenſible favour, albeir the 
keepeth moſt of all cloſe, Yet once every night, ſhe 
duly vbſeryeth it ( 25 a Cuſtome) to paſſe from her 
own houſe, to bathe her feet in the River of une, and 
F f4 tak? 
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take alittle of the ſweet Aire : albeit her continu) ce, 
Edence, is within the Kingdome of Laterine. 

S he ſeldome walketh abroad, but gocth with her at. 
tending Offi:ers about her, who (for more demonſita. 
tion of her greatneſſe) do carrie the Rod and Plun- 
met of Lead. Srore of her Lords and Barons are ey 
where to be ſeen; as the Tamaguino delia porta, Din 
Meta di Sirrepa; Manice di Scopa ; Siguior Squacchers, 
and others beſide, who are (as I ſuppoſe) oftentimgs 
your dayly viſitants, when of neceſiity they muſt be te- 
membred. All our care and courteſie {hali extend ſo far 
(if we do not faile in our enterprize) to leave youinthe 
armes of ſo majefticke a Lady, quire forgetting her of 
Cacavinciglia. 

The FPhyſitian that was borne and brought up at 84. 
logna, and therefore underſtood not theſe Florentine 
teatmes, became fully contented to enjoy the Lady; 
and, within ſome few dayes following, the Painters 
brought him tidings, that they had prepared the way 
for his entertainment into the Society of Rovers, The 
«ay being come, whe: the ſuppoled aſſembly was to 
be mace the night Tollowing ; The Phyſitian invited 
them both to d inner; when he demanding, what pro- 
viſion he ſhould make for his entrance into their com- 
peny, B. ffalm ace returned him this anſwer, wheteio 
he gave becdiull attention. 


Maſter Doctor, you muſt be firſt of all, ſtrongly an 


med with retolution and confidence : for, if you be 
not, you may not onely receive hinderarce, but alſo 
doe us great barme beſide: and now you ſhall beare, 
in what.manner, and how you arc to be bold and con- 
ſtant, You muſt procure the means this inſtan! _ 
when all the people be in their ſoundeſt ſleep, to fand 
upon one of thoſe high exalted Tomb; or Menuments, 
which ate in the Churchyazd of Santa Maris Novella, 
with the very faireſt Gowne you have about you, be- 
cauſe yon may appear in the more honourabie condi- 
tion, before the aſſembly ſeated rogether, and like. 
wiſe to wake good our ſpeeches already delivered of 
you, concerning your quality and profeſſion : that the 
Counteſſe, perceiving you to be a worthy Gentlewan, 
may have you firfi honoured with the Bathe, and after- 
ward Knighted at her owne coſt and charge But you 
muſt continue ſtill upon the Tombe ( dreadleſſe of 
nipbrly apparicicgs and viſions) untill ſuch time as we 
ſend for you. , 

And for your better in formation in every particular; 
a Deaſt blacke and horned, but of no great Rana, UN 
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tome to fetch you : perhaps he will uſe ſe me gaſtly noy- 
ſes, range lea pes, and lofty trickes, onely to tertifie 
and affrighe you : but when he percciycth that he 
cannot daunt you: he will gently come ncere you 
which when he hath done, you way "deſcend from off 
the Tombezand without naming or thinking an God, 
or any of his Saints, mount boldly on his backe; for 
bew'll ſtand ready to receive you. Beirg ſo ſeated, 
doſe your armes over your breſt, without preſuming to 
togch or handle the Beaſt, for he will carry you thence 
ſoftly, and bring you along to the company. But it 
in all this time of your travel], you call on heaven, any 
Saint, or be poſſeſſed with the leaſt thought of fears: 
| muſt pla ine ly tell you; that either he will caſt you 
langerouſly, or throw you into ſome noiſome place, 
And therefore, if you know your ſelfe, not to be of a 
tonſtant courage, and ſprightly bold, to undertake ſuch 
an adventure asthis: never preſume any further , be- 
cauſe you may doe us a great deale of injurie, without 
any gaine or bench; to your ſelf. but ratherſuch wrong, 
- "on be very ſorry ſhould happen unto ſo deate 
a friend. 

Alas honeſt Buffalmaro, anſwered the Phyſitian, 
thou art not balfe acquainted with me as yet: becauſe 
Ivalke with gloves upon my hands, and in a long 
Gowne, thou perhaps doeſt imagine me a faint heart- 
ed fellow. IF thou didſt know, what I have heretofore 
done at Bolegna in the night.time, when I and my 
Conſorts went to viſit pretty wenches, thou wouldſt 
wonder at my couragious attempts. As 1. am a Gentlee 
nas, one night we met with a young Bona Reba, a pal - 
try green-ſickneſſe baggage, ſcatſely above a Cubic 
in height, and becauſe the refuſed to goe with us wile 
lingly, I gave her a kicke on the Bam, and ſpurn'd her 
more than a Croſſe bow ſhoot in diſtance from me, 
ind made her walke with us whether ſhe would, or no. 
An*ther time I remember, when having no other com- 
pany but my Boy, I wenr through the Churchyard of 
the Fryers Minors, after the ſounding of Ave Marie: 2 
woman had been buryed there the very ſame day, and 
jet I was not a jot atraid. 

Wherefore, never be diſt ruſt full of megbur reſolutely 
build upon my courage. . And in regard of my more +» 
bonowable entertainmen', I will then weste my 
Sarlet Gowne and Hood, wherein I rece ved my gra- 
duation 3 ard then doe both of you obſerve, what a te- 
joycing will there be amongſt the. whole company, at. 
ide entertaining of ſuch . 25 L am, enougb to cras 
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ate me Captaine immediately. Yon fhall perceive alſo 
how the caſe will goe, after I have beene there but x 
while in regard that the Counteſſe( having a+ yet never 
iccne me) is ſo deeply enamoured of me: ihe cannot 
chuſe but beſtow the Bathe and Kaight- hood on me, 
which ſhe ſhall have the more honour of, in regad1 
am well able to maintaine it, therefore referre allthe 
reſt to me, and never miſdoubt your injuty or mine, 

Spoken like a Gallant, replyed Buffalmaco, and 1 
fe: re not now, but we {ſhall winne cieuit by your com- 
pany, But be carefu'l i pray you, that you wake nota 
mockery ef us, and come no: at all, or faile to be there, 
when the Beaſt ſhall be ſent for you; I ſpeake it the 
rather, becauſe it is eold weather, and you Gentlemen 
Phyſitians can hardly endure it. You are carefull of me 
Cquoth the Doctor) and I thanke you for it, but I aps 
plavud my faire Starres, I am none of your nice or cafe 
frozen fellowes, berauſe cold weather is very familiar 
tome, I dare aſſure you, when Uariſe in the night-time 
for that natutall office whereto all men arc ſubjeR, 1 
wea'e no warmer defence, than my thin waſkcoat over 
my {birt, and finde it (ſufficient for the coldeſt weather 
At any time. 

When Bruno and Buſſalmacs had taken their leave, 
the Phyſitian, ſo ſoon as night drew neere, uſed many 
apt excuſes to his wife, ſtealing forth his Scarlet Conn, 
2754 hood unſeen of any, wherewith being cloathed : at 
the time appcinied, he got upon one of the Mable 
Tombes, ſtaying there ( quaking w th cold) awaiting 
. when the Beaſt ihould come. Brfalmage, being a luſty 
tall man of perſon, had pot an ugly masking ſuite,ſuch 
a are mile uſcof in Tragedies and Playes, the outs 
bade being of blacke ſhagge l haire, wherewith being 
tcloath d, he Temed like a ſttange deformed Beare,and 
a divels vizard over his face, with two ghaſtly borrible 
borneg: and thu diſg.iſed, Brune following him, they 
wen; to bel old the iſſue of the bi ſireſſe. ſo farre as the 
new M3:ket place cloſe to Santa Mai, Newilla, 

H:ving eipyed Maſter DoRor upon the Tombe, Bc, 
fatimnazce in his milnap:n habit, began to bound, leap, 
and carriere, ſrifhng and blowing in mad and raghg 
manner: - Which when the Phyfi ian ſew , bis bare 
ſtaod on end, he Cuiked and rremb'td, as being wie 
feztefull thin a woman, wihing h mſ{clfe at hohe. 
gain in his houſe, rather than to beheld a fight (0 
dreadfull. But becaaſe he wis come forth, and had ſuch 
an earneſt deſire, a ſee the wonders tels ed to him ʒ be 
made himſelf ſv couragious as poſlib'y he could, 
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bite all out in formall manner. After that Baffalm ace 
had ( an indifferent while ) playd his horſe-rrickes, 
ramping and ſtamping ſomewhat Hrangely: ſeeming as 
become of much milder temper, he went neere to the 
Tembe whereon the Phyſitian ſtood, and there appeate 
ed to ſtay contentedly. 

Maſter Dos or, tiembling and qua king ſt il extreame- 
y. was fo fat diſmayed, as be knew not what was belt 
to be done, either to mount on the beaſts backe, or not 
to mount at all. In the end, thinking no hitme could 
happen to him, if he were once mounted, with the ſe- 
cond feare, he expelled the former, and deſcending 
downe ſoftly from the Tombe, mounted on the bexſt, 

; ſaying out aloud : God, Saint Dominicke, and my bleſ- 

ſed Angell helpe to defeni me. Seating himſcl'e ſo 
well as be could, but trenibling ſtill exceedingly he 
croſſed his armes over h's ftomack, acco:di:g to the 
Leſſon given him. 

Then Buffs!macs ſhaped his courſe in milde manner, 
toward Sata Maria della Scala, and groping to finde 
his way in the dat ke, went on ſo farreas the Siſters of 
Ripole, commonly called the pirgin Sanctuary. Not far 
off from thence, were divers trenches and ditches where- 
in ſuch men as are employed in neceſſary. night (ervie 
ce uſed to emptie the Countefle di mmi llari, and 
afterward imployed it for manuring of Hbsbendmens 
rounds. Buffalmaco being come necre one of them, 
ke ſtayed to breathe himſelf a while, and then catching 
fift hold on one of the Doctors feet, railed him ſome- 
what higher on his backe for the eaſier diſcharging of 
his burthen, and ſo pitched him (with his bead for- 
wards) into the Leyſtall. 

Then began he to make a dreadfull Kind of noiſe, 
ſtaniping and trampling with bis feet, paſſing backe 
again to Santa Maria della Scala, and to Trate d' Ogniſe 
fanti, where be met with Bruno, who was conſtrained ro 
forſake him, becauſe he cou'd not refrzine from loud 
laughter; then both together went backe once more, to 
ſee how the Phyſit ian would debave himſelfe, being to 
ſweetly embrued, « 

Malter Doctor ſeeing himſclfe to be in ſuch an abo- 
miaable ſtinking place, laboured with. all his utnoſt 
endeayour, to ger: himſelfe releaſed thence: bur the 
nore be contended and frove for getting forth, be 
plunged himfſe'fe the fircher in, being m-[t pinfulty: | 
myrei from head to foot, ſigbing and forrowing extra- 
ordinarily, becauſe mus h of che feule water entred In at 
his mouth, in he end, being fo ccd io leave bis 1 
: = bl - 
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behinde him, ſcrambling both with bis bands and fett, 
be got landing out of his linking Labyrinth, and ha- 
viag no other meanes, home he returned to his owne 
houte, where knecking at the doore, he was at length 
admitted entrance, The doore being ſcarſe made faſt 
gain after his letting in, Buffalmace and Bruns were 
there arrived, liſtniag how Maſter Doctor ſhould by 
welcomed home by his angry wife: who ſcoulding aud 
rail-ng at him with wondertull impatience, gave bim 
m oft bard and bitter ſpeeches, terming him the vileſt 
man living. 

Where have you been Sir? quoth ſhe. Are you be- 
come a night-walker after other women? And could uo 
worſe garments ſerve your turne, but your Dodos 
Gown of Scarlet? Am I to ſuffer this behaviour? Or am 
not I ſufficient for you, but you muſt be longing after 
change ?, I would thou hadſt been ſtifled in chat ſoule 
Girb, where thy fouler life did juſtly caſt thee. Bebuld, 
goodly Mafter Doctor of the Leyftall , who being marry- 
ed to an honeſt woman, muſt yet goe abroad in the 
night time, inſatiately luſting after whores and bat lot. 
With theſe and the like intewperare ſpeeches, ſhe tea. 
ſed not to afflict and rorment him, till the night was 
almoſt ſpent, and the Doctor brought into a ſweeter 
favour. : 

The'next morning, Brase and Bafalmace, having 
coloured their bodies with a ſtrange kinde of painting, 
reſembling bliſters, ſwellings, and bruiſes, as if they had 

be en extreamely beaten z came to the Phyſicians hovſe, 
finding him to be newly up, all the bouſe yet ſmelling 
of his foule ſavour (although it had been very well 
— and being admitted to him in the Garden, 
e welcomed them with the mornings ſalutations. But 
Er uns and Byffalmaco. ( being otherwiſe. provided for 
him) delivering ſteatne and angry lookes, ſtampiag 
and chafing B uns thus replyed. 

Neve ſpea ke ſo faire and flattering to ns, for we are 
move beyond all compaſſe of patience. All misforcunes 
in the worl-i f. Il upon you, and an eyill death may yw 
die like the woll Falſe and perfidicus Traitor living on

the carth, We muſt beate our braines, and move all our 


wolt endeared ſtie nds, onely for your honour and. ad» 
"Vancemen:: while we were well neete ſtatved to devth 
in the cold like Dogs, and, by your beach of promi e; 
have been this night ſo extreamely beaten, as if ( hike 
Aſſes) we thovid have been driven to Rem 
But thet which is moſt grievous of all, is danger of 


£x5lul ng out of the Sovieiy, where we ooh goos os 
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ter for your admit tanee, and for yqur moſt honourable 
entertainment. If you will not credit us, behold our 
bodies, and let your owne eyes be witneſſes, in what 
guell manner we have been beaten. So taking him o- 
ſde under the Gallery, where they might not be diſco- 
reed by over-much light, they opened their boſomes; 
der ed him their painted bodies, and ſodainely cloſed 
them up again» 

The Pbyſitian labour ed to excuſe himſelfe, declaring 
his mis fortunes at large, and into what a filthy place he 
was throwne. It maketh no matter ( anſwered Baffat- 
mace) I would you bad been throwne from off the 
bridge into Arne, where you might have been recom- 
mended to the Devil, and all bis Saints. Did 1 not tell 
youſo much be fore? In good ſadneſſe (quoth the Do- 
dr I neither commended my ſelfe to God, nor any 
of his ſaints. How? ſaid Buſſilmace, I am ſure you will 
maintaine an untruth :you uſed a kinde of recommen- 
dation:for our meſſenger told us. that you talked of God. 
Faint Dowinicke, and your good Angell, mbom you de- 
fired to a ſſiſt you, being ſo affrigbred with feare, that 
ywtrembled like a leafe upon a tree, not knowing in- 
deed where you were. Thus have you unfaithfully 
dealt with us, as never any man ſhal! doe the like a- 
pain in ſeeking honour, and loſing it through your own 
negligence, 

Maſter Doctor humbly entreated pardon, and that 
they would not revile him any more, labouring to ap- 
peaſe them by all the beſt words he could uſe, as fears 
ing leaſt they ſhould publiſh this great diſgrace of him.

And ſo much the rather, becauſe the woman 
deceived, was a great and cunning Miſtris in beguiling 
others; equalling (if not excelling) any of your former 
beguilers. 

It hath been obſerved heretofore, and ( happily)at 
this very day it is as frequent, that in all Ciites and 
Townes upon the Sea coaſts, having Ports for the be- 
nefit and venting of Merchandiſes, Merchants uſe to 
bring their wealthy laden Veſſels thither. And when 
they ualade any ſhip of gtcat fraught, there are prepared 
Store houſes, which in many places are called Maj 
{ ines ot Doganaes, at the charge of the Communalty, of 
Lord of the Towne or City, for the uſe whercof, they 
receive yearly gain and benefit, Into thoſe ware-kouſs 
es, they deliver (under writing, and to che owners of 
them in eſpeciall charge) all their goods and merchan- 
diſes, of what price and value ſoever they are. 

Sich as be the Onners of theſe Magafines, when the 
wares are thus ſtored up in them, doe ſafely lock then 
up there with ib:ir Keyes, having firſt regiſired donne 
truly all the goods, in the Regiſter belonging to the 
Cuſtome · houſe, that the Merchant may have a juſt ac- 
count rendred him, and the rights payd to the Cuſtome- 
hou e, according to the Regiſter, and as they te ei- 
the in patt, or in all made ſale of. i 

Brokers are continually there attending, beine infor 
med in the quality of the Mcrchand:ics ſtor cd, and _

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vie to what Merchants they appertain : by meanes 
of theſe men, and according as the goods come to their 
kinds, they deviſe to have them exchanged, trucked, 
vented, and ſuch other Kinds of diſpatches, anſwerable 
tothe mens minds, and worth of the Commodities. 
As in many other Kingdomes and Countryes, ſo was this 
eiſtome obſeryed at Palermo in Sicily, where likewiſe 
then were, and (no doubt) now adayes are, ſtore of 
women, faire and comely of perſon, but yet yowed ene 
nies to honeſty. 

Nerettheleſſe, by ſuch as know them not, they are 
held and reputed to be blameleſſe women, and by yeeld- 
ing their bodies unto generall uſe, are the occaſton of 
boite mixforcunes to men. For ſoſoone as they eſpic 
« Merchant-firanger there arrived, they win informa- 
tion from the Buok belonging to the Magazin, what 
maresare therein ſtored, of what valew they be, and 
who is the Owner of them. Afterwards, by amorous 
ations, and affable ſpecches, they allure young Met - 
chants to take Knowledge cf them, 10 be familiar in 
their company, till from ſome they get moſt part ot 
their wealth, from others all, Nay, divers have gone 
ſo far, as to make Port · ſale of Skip, Goods, and Perion : 
ſo cunningly they have been ſhaven by theſe Barbers, 
and yet without any Razer, 

lt eame to paſſe,and no long time fince, that a young 
Flnentine of ours, named Neccelo da Ciguane, but more 
uſually called Salsbetro, imployed 25 Factor for his Ma- 
ſer, arr.ved at Palermo; his Ship ſtored with many 
woollen Cloathes, a remainder of ſuch as had beene 
ſold at the Mart of Salemo, amounting in valcue to a» 
boye five hundred Florines of gold. When he had given 
in bis packet to the Cuſtome houſe, and made them up 
ale in his warehouſe; without making ſhew of defiring 
any ſpeedy diſpatch, he delighted to view all parts of 
the City, as mens minds are continually .add:Qed to 
Noveltics He bring a very faire and affable young 
man, ea ſie to k indle affeRion in a very modeſt eye: it 
fortuned, that a Courtezan, one of our before remenms 
dered ſhavers, who tearmed her ſelfe Madam Biancaß- 
we, having heard ſomewhat concerning his affaires, be- 
gan to datt amorous glances a: him Which the indiſs 
creer young youth percciving, and thinking her to be 
lome great Lady: began al'o to grow halfe perſwaded 
that his comely p2:ſon was pleaſing to ber, and there- 
fore he would carry this good fortune of his ſome what 
cautiovſly. Without imparting bis wind unto any one, 
de would daily paſs to and fro before het 9 
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the obferving, and having indifferently wounded hin 
with her wanton piercing lookes : ſhe began to uſe the 
firſt tricke of her trade, by pretending her enflaned 
affe ction towards him, which made her pine and con, 
ſume away in care, except he might be moved to pine 
her. Vhereupon fhe ſent one of her Panderaer unto 
him, perfectly inſtructed in the Artof a M 

who (after many counterfeited figbes and teares which 
ſhe bad alwayes ready at .command,) told him; cht 
his comely perſon and compleat perfections, had f@ 
wounded the very ſoule of her Miſtreſſe, as {he could 
enjoy no reſt in any place, either by day or nigbt. I 
regard whereof, the deſired (above all things elle) to 
meet with him privately in a Bathe : with which wor 
ſhe ſtraightway tooke a Ring forth of her purſe, and in 
moſt humble manner, delivered itunto him, asatoke 
from her Miſtreſſe.

vening. This being counſel! for himfſelfe onely to keep, 
he imparted it not to any friend whatſoever ; but when 
the hov'e appointed for their private mecting was 
come, he went into the place where be was appoints 
ed, a Bathe belike beſt agreeing with ſuch kind of bu- 
lineſſe.

ſpake, 
* not what man in the world, beſide thy ſelfe, 
could have the power to bring me hither : the fire flew 
ſtom thy faire eyes (O thou incomparoble lovely Tuſs 
cu) that melted my ſoul, and makes me onely live 
at thy command. Then hurling off her light wearing 
garments (becauſe ſhe came prepared for the purpoſe ) 
ſhe ſtept into the Bathe to him, and, not permittin 
the Slaves a while to come neere, none but her ſelfe 
nuſt now lave his body, with Muske compounded 
zope and Gilly flowers. Afterward, the ſlaves waſhed 
boch him and ber, bringing two goodly ſheets, ſoſt, 
and white, yeelding ſuch a delicate ſmell of Roſes, even

ſently con ve ighed them on their ſhoulders unto the pre-

Then they opened the Basket, wherein were divers 
goodly Silken bottles, ſome filled with Roſewaters, o- 
thers with flowers of Oranges, and waters diftilled of 
Gelſomnie, Mwske, and Amberegreece, wherewith (a- 
gain) the ſlaves bathed their bodies in the bed, and at- 
terward preſented them with variety of Comfi's, 28 
alſo very precious Wines, ſerving them in ſtead of a

After he had thus diſcourſcd with himſelf, rewem- 
bring Sophr 0nia, and converting his former aVegui-. 
ons, into a qui econtrary ſer ſc, inuter deteRation of 
them, and guided by his idle sppetite, thus he began 
$g4in. The lawesof love ate of greater force, than any 
ether whatſoever, they not only break the bands of 
friendſhip, but even tboſe alſo of more divine conſes 
qperce. How many times it hath been noted, the Father 
o affeQ his own daughter, the brother his ſiſter, and 
the Repmuther her fon io law, matters far mo e mon- 
firous, than to He one friend love the wiſe of anscher, 
4caſe happening continually ? Moreover, lam younzy 
and youth is wholly ſebje c ed to the p:flions of Love: 
Is it rea onab e then, that theſe ſhou'd be bar'd from wes 
which ate fitting and ple: ſing to Love ? Honeſt things 
belong to wen of more years and maturity, than I am 
troubled withall, and can covert none, but duly thoſe 
wherein Love is dired er. The berry i Sehen is 
worthy of general love, and if I thrram #yiu g wat 
du love her, whet man living-can julily reprove me ſor 
it ?

Gifippnsgthy bounty and firm friendſhip ſuffereth me 
to ſee apparently, what (on my part) is no more thay 
ought to be done.

Worthy Tatus, if our amity would gire me fo much 
licenſe, as but to contend with my ſelf in ple / ſing thee 
with ſuch a cans as I d:fire, and could alfo induce rhee 
therein to be direaQed; it is the only end whereat-I 
aim, and am reſolved to purſe it. In which regard, let 
ry petſwaſions prevail with thee, and thereto I cone 
jure thee, hy the faith of a frieud,, ſuffer me to ue mine 
authority, when it extendeth both to mine own bo- 
nour, and thy good, for I will have Sepbronte to be oply 
thine. 1 know ſufficiently; how faire the forces of love

ſent at the Feaſt very ceremonially obſerred. When 
night was come, the Ladies and Gentlewomen con- 
ducted Sopbroniato the Btide Chamber, where they left 
ber in ber Husbands bed, and then departed all a 
The Chamber wherein Titus uſed ro lodge, joyned clo 
to that of Gifppms, for their cafier acceſſe each tothe

The Oration uitered by Titus Quintus PFulvius, in the 
hearing of the Atheqians, 6 g the Kindred and 
Friends to Gilippus, «n4 Sopbronia, 


My Philoſophers do hold opinion, that the ati. 
| ons pet formed by mort. II wen, do ptuceed from 
the diſpoſing and ordination of the immortall gods, 
W he eupon ſome do maintain, that things wu be 
done, or never are to be done, proceed of neceflity: 
albeit ſome other do hold, that this neceſſity is only 
referred to things done Both which opinions (if they 
be conſidered with mature judgement, do moſt manis 
feſtly approye, that they who reprehend any thing 
which is irrevocable, do nothing eiſe but ſhew them- 
ſelves, as if they were wiſer than the gods, who we are 
to beleeve, that with perpetuall reaſon, and void of any 
error do diſpoſe and govern both us and all our act ions; 
In which reſpect, how fooliſh and beaſt like a thing ic 
is preſumptuouſly to check or controul their operations, 
you may very eafily conſider; and like wiſe, how juſth 
they de ſerve condign puniſhment, who ſuffer themſelves 
to be tranſportedin ſo temerarious a manner. 

In which notorious tranſgrefſion I underRand you 
all to be guilty, if common fame ſpeak truly concer- 
ning the marriage of my lelt and Sophronia, whom you 
imagined, as given to Gifppus; for you never remem- 
ber, chat it was ſo ordained from eternity, ſhe tobe 
mine, and no wiſe for G:fippus, as at this initagt 18 
made manifeſt by full effect. But becauſe the Kind of 
ſpea king, concerning divine providence, and intention 
of the gods, may ſeem a difficult matter to many, and 
fomemwhat hard to be underſtood : Ja content co pre 
ſuppoſe, that they meddle not here with any 4 of 
outs, and will only ſtay my ſelf on bumane reatony 
and in this nature of ſpeech I ſhall be enforced to do 
two things quite contrary to my narurall diſpoſition, 
The one is, to (peak ſomewhat in praiſe and commeades 
tion of my ſelf: and the other, juſtly to blame and opts 

em 
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dem u other mens ſeeming eſtimation But becaufe both 

in the one and the other, I do not intend to fwerve a 
jot from the Truth, and the neceſſi ty of the preſent ca ſe 
inqueftiun, doth not only require, but alſo command it, 
you mult pardon what I am to lay. 

Your complaints do proceed, rather from fury thin 
reaſon, and with (continuall murmurings or rather ſe- 
ditizus ) ſlander, backbite and condemn Gifippus, be- 
euſe (of his own free will and noble di poſi don) he 
give het to be my wife, whom (by your elect on) was 
made his; wherein I account him moſt bigbly praiſe- 


worthy : and the reaſons inducing me thereunto, are 


theie, The firſt, becauſe he hath performed no more 
than what a friend ought to do: and the ſecond, in 
regard be bath dealt more wiſely than you did. I have no 
intention to diſplay (at this preſent) what the ſecret law 
of amity requireth, to be ated by one friend towards 
another, it (hall ſuffice me only to inform you, that 
the league of ſriendſhip (farre ſtronger than the bond of 
bloud and Kindred) confirmed us in our ele ct ion of ei- 
ther at the firſt, to be true, loyall, and perpetual friends; 
whereas that of Kindred, cometh only by fortune or 
chance. And therefore if Gifppur affected more my life, 
than your benevolence, | being ordained for his friend, 
as do now confeſſe my ſelf to bez none of you ou 
to wonder thereat, in regard it is no matter of -marvell, 
But let us come now to our ſecond reaſon, wherein, 
with farre greater inſtance I will ſhew you, that he 
hath (in this occaſion) ſue wa himſelf to be much more 
wiſe, than you did, or ha ve done: becauſe it plainly ap- 
peareth,that you have no feeling of the divine provi- 
dence, and much lefſe knowledge in the effects of 
friend{hip. 1 ſay, that your foreſight, counſell and de- 
liberation, gave Sophronsa to Giffppur, a young Gentle- 
man, anda Philoſopher : Gibs likewiſe bath given 
her to a young Gentleman, and à Philoſopher, 4s him» 
ſelf is. Your diſcretion gave her te an Athenian; the 
pit of Gefippus, is to a Reman. You's to a noble and 
honeſt man; that of Gin, to one more noble by 
race, and no leſſe honeſſ than himſelf, Your judgement 
hath beſtowed her on a rich young man: Grfippus bath 
given her to one fatre richer.

Novell, is not without great reaſon, to ſec it ſo flen- 
derly reverenced and reſpeQed (now adayes) among 
all men. But if we had met ber in duty only far corre» 
Ring the abuſes of iniq ity, and the malevolent courſ- 
es of this prepoſterous age; I could ,proceed further 
in this juſt cauſe of complaint. But becauſe our cud aim» 
eth at matters of other nature, it cometh to my memo. 
ry to tell you of a Hiſtory, which (perhaps) may ſeem 
ſomewhat long, but altogether pleaſadt, concerning a 
magnificent act of great Saladins: to the end, hardy 
obſerving thoſe things which you {hall hear in my No- 
vell if we cannot (by reaſon of our manifold impe: fe- 
Gions) intitrely compaſſe the amity of any onez yet 
(at leaſt) we may take delight in ftrercbing our Kind- 
neſſe in good deeds) fo faire as we ste ol in hope 
one day afrer, ſome wortby reward will eniue thereon, 
u thereto juſtly apper taining, | 

Let me tell you then,that Cas it is affirmed by mary) 
in the time of the Emperour Frederick, firſt of thar 
name, the Chriſtians, for the better recovery of the ho. 
ly Land, reſolved to make a generall voyge oyer the 
Seas, Which being underſtood by Saladine, à very wor- 
thy Prince, and then Seldes of Babylon : he concluded: 
with himſelf, that he would (in perion) go ſee, what 
preparation the Chriſtian Potentates made for the- 
Wa're, that he might the better provide for himſelf, 
Having ſetled all things orderly in «£gyps for the bu- 
fineſſe, and making an outwa:d appearance, as if he 

rpoſed a Pilgrimage to Mecha; be ſet onwards on his 
journey, habited like a Merchant, attended oaly with 
two of his moſt noble and wiſeſt Balchacs, and three 
waiting ſervants. 

When he had vifited many Chriftian Provinces, and 
was . through Lombardy, to paſſe the mountains; 
it fortuned, in his journeying from Millain to Pav's, 
and the day being very farre ſpent, ſo that night baſte+ 
aged ſpeedily on him: he met witha Gentleman, nas 
Mm z med 
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med Signior Theile d' Irie, but dwelling at Pavia 
who with his Men, Hawks, and Hounds, went to 4 
houſe of his, ſeated ia s ſirgular place, and on the Ri. 
ver of Ticinum: 5ignior Therello ſeeing ſuch men maKin 
t. wards him, pieſently imagined that they were ſowe 
Gentle · ſtrangets, and ſuch he defired to reſpet with 
honovr, 

Wherefore Saledine demanding of ene of Therefſlee; 
men, how forte (as then) it was to Pavia, and whether 
they might reach thither by ſuch an hour, as would 32d. 
mir their entrance into the City: Tberele would not 
e ffer his ſervant to return the anſwer: but replyed thus 
himſelf, Sir (quoth he) you cannot reach Pavia, but 
night will abridge you of any entrance there, I beſeech 
you then Sir, anſwered Saladize, favour us ſo much 
(becauſe we are all firangers in theſe parts) as to tell us 
where we may be well lodged, That ſhall 1 Sir, ſaid 
Th-relle, and very «gladly too. 

Even at the inſtant Sir, as we met with you, I had 
determined in my mind, to ſend one cf my ſervants 
fomewhat neer to Pavia, about a buſinefſe concerning 
my ſelf : he {hall go along with you, and conduct you 
to a place, where you will be very well entertained. 80 
ſtepping to him, who was of beſt diſcretion among his 
men, he gave order to him what ſhould be done, and 
ſent him with them. Himſelf making baſt by s farre 
neerer way, cauſed Supper to be prepared in worthy 
manner, and the Tables to be covered in his Garden; 
and all things being in good readineſſe, he ſate down 
at his door to attend the coming of his gueſts. The 
Servingman, diſcourſing with the Gentleman on di- 
vers occafions, guided them by ſuch unuſuall paſſages, 
as (before they could diicern it) be brought him to bis 
Maſters houſe ;' where fo ſoon as Tberele ſaw them 
arrived, he went forth to meet them, afſuring them all 
of moſt bearty welcome. 

Saladine, who was a man of acvte underſtanding, 
did well perceive that this Knight Tberslle miſdoubted 
his going with him, if (when he met him) he Thould 
have invited him; and therefore, becauſe he would not 
be denyed of entertaining bim into his bouſe, he made 
choiſe of this kind and honourable courſe, which cau- 
ied kim toreturn this anſwer, Gentle Sir, if courteſie 
in ene man to another, do deſerve condemning, then 
may we juſtly complain of you, who —_— us upon 
the way, which you have ſhortned by your kindneſſe, 


and which we ate no way able to deſerve, we are con - 
firained to accept, taking you to be the mirrour of cour- 
teſje. Thorelo being a Knight of ingeniqus apprehenſion, 
Gen- 


and well languaged, replyed thus, 
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Gentlemen, this courtefie (ſeeing you term it ſo) 
which you receive of re, in regard . juſtly be- 
longing to you, as your faces do ſufficiently inform me, 
js matter of very ſlender account: bat aſſuredly out of 
Pavia, you could not have any lodging, deſerving to 
be ter med good, And therefore let it not be diſpleating 
to you, if you have a little gone forch of the common 
rode way, to have your entertainment ſomewhat better, 
4 many Travailers are eaſily induced to do. 

Having thus ſpoken, -all the people of the houſe 
ſhewed themſelves in ſerviceable manner to the Gen- 
tlemen, taking their Horſes as they diſmounted,and The- 
tolls himſelf conducted the three Gentlemen, into three 
ſeverall fair Chambers, which in coſtly manner were 
1 for them, where their Boots were pluckt off, 
air Napkins with Manchets lay ready, and delicate 
Wines to refreſh their wearicd ſpirits, much pretty con- 
_ being enter cour ſed, till ſupper time invited them 

nee. 4 

Saladine, and they that were with him, ſpake the 
Latin Tongue very readily, by which means th 
were the better underftood 3; and Therells ſeemed (in 
their judgement) to be the moſt gracious, complear, 
and beſt ſpoken Gentleman, as ever they met with in 
all their journey, It appeared alſo (on the other ſide) to 


Signior Thera, that the Gueſts were men of great me» 


tit, and worthy of much more eſteem, than there he 
could nſe towards them: wherefore it did highly diſtaſt 
him, that he had no more friends there this night ro 
keep them company, or himſelf better provided for 
their entertainment, which be intended (on the mor- 
row) to recompenſe with larger amends at dinner. 
Hereupon, baving inſtruced one of his men with 
what he intended, he ſent him ro Pavia, which was not 
farre off, (and where he kept no door ſhut) to his wite, 
named Madam <Addaletra a woman fingularly wiſe, and 
of a noble ſpirit, needing little or no direction, eſpeci- 
ally when ſhe knew her busbands mind. As they were 
walking in the Garden, Tberele defired to underſtand; 
of whenct, and what they were ? Whereto Saladize thus 
anſwered, Sir, we are Cyprias Merchants, comi 
now from Cyprus, and are travelling to Pare, abont af- 
fairs of importance. Now truſt me Sir, replyed Tberal- 
ls, I conld heartily wiſh, that this Countrey of ours 
would yeeld ſuch Gentlemen, as your Cyprus afforderh 
Merchants. 80, falling from one diſcourſe unto ano» 
ther, Supper was ſerved in; and look how beſt them. * 
ſelves pleaſed, ſo they ſate at the Table, where (Wwe 
need make no doubt) they were reſpected in honourable 
order. M m — So 
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So ſoon as the Tables were withdrawn, Thwells 
knowing they might be weary, brousht them again to 
their Chambers, where committing them to their good 
reſt, himſelf went ta bed ſoon +frer. The ſervant (ent 
to Pavia,del.ycred the meſſage to his Lady, who, not 
like a woman of ordinary diſpoſition, bur rather truely 
Royall, ſent Therellees ſervants into the City, to make 
preparation for a Feaſt indeed, and with lighred Torches 
{becauſe it was ſomewhat late) they invited the vety 
gt eateſt andi nobleſt perſons of the City, all the rooms 
nh bas ed with the richeſt Arras, Clothes of gold 
Woik, Velvet, Silks, and all other rich adornmears, in 
ſuch manner as her husband had commanded, and an- 
ſwerable co ber own worthy mind, being no way to 
learn, in what manner to entertain ſtrangers, 

Onthe morrow morning, the Gentlemen aroſe, and 
mounting on horſeback with Signior Thorells, be calls 
ed for his Hawks and Hounds, brought them to the 
River, where he ſhewed two or three fair flights: but 
Saladins deſiring to know, which was the faireſt Ho- 
Rery in all Panic, Therello anſwered, Gentlemen, I will 
ſhew you that my (elf, in r-gard that I hayeoccafion to 
ride thither. Which they beleeving, were the better 
contented, and rode on directly unco Pn; art ivin 
there about nine of the clock, and thinking he guid 
them to the beſt Inne, he brought them to his own 
houſe 3 where fifty of the worthieft Citizens, ſtood tea - 
dy to welcome the Gentlemen, embracing them as the 
lighted from their horſes, Which Saladine, and his - 
ſociates perceiving,, they gueſſed as it was indeed, and 
Saladize ſaid, Beleeve me worthy Tbherells, this is not 
anſwerable to my demand; you did too much yeſter- 
moe. and much mere than we could deſire or deſerve: 
Wherefore, you might well be the ſooner diſcharged of 
us, and let us travell on our journey. 

Noble Gentlemen, replyed Thorells. (for in mine eve 
you ſeem no leſſe) that courtefie which you met with 
yelter-night, I am to thank Fortune for, more than 
you, becauſe you were then ſtraitned by ſuch neceſſity, 
as urged your acceptance ol my poor Countrey- bouſe. 
But now this morning, I ſhall account my ſelf much 
bebolding to you (as the like wil all theſe worthy Gen- 
tle men bere about you) if you do but anſwer kindneſſe 
with kindneſſe, and not to refuſe to take a homely din- 
ner with them.

Now was Galadine and his Baſchaes half aſtonyed

Saladins and bis company, who verily determined in the 
height of his mind, if be ſhould be ſpared with life, 
and the warte (which be expect ed) concluled : to re- 
quite Thore/lo with no leſſe courrefie, than he bad al- 
ready declared to him; conferring a long while afrer | 
with his Ba ſcha es, both of him and his beauteous Lady, 
not forgetting any of their courteous actions, but gra- 
cing them all with deſerved commendation. But after | 
they hid (wich very laborious pains) ſuryeyed moſt of 
the Weſtern parts, they all took ſhipping, and returns } 
ed into Alexandria : ſufficiently enformed, what pre- 
paration was to be made for their. own defence. And 
Signior Thorells being come back again to Pavia, con- 
ſulted wirh bis private thoughts (many times after) 
what theſe three Travellers mould be, but came farre| 
ſhort of knowing the truth, till (by experience) be be- 
came better informed, 

When the time was come, that the Chriſtians were to 
make their paſſage, and wonderfoll great preparations; 
in all places performed : Signior There(ls, notwithſtan- 
ding the tears and intrearties of his wife, derermined ro 
be one in ſo worthy and honourable a voyage; and ba- 
ving made his proviſion ready, nothing. wanting but 
mounting on horſeback, ro go where he ſhould take 
tipping z to bis wife whom (he moſt intirely affected 
thus he ſpake: Madam, I go as thou ſceft in this f 
mous Voyage, as well for mine Honour. as alſo the b 
ne ſit of my ſoul ; all our goods aod poſſtſſions 1 come} 
mit to thy vertuous care. And becauſe Lam not certain 
of my return back again; in regard of a thouſand ' ag 
cidents which may happ:n, in ſach a Countrey as I'7 
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vnto : I defire only but one favour of thee; whatſoes 


tidings {ball be brought thee of my death; to ſay no 
longer before thy ſecond marriage, but one year, one 
m: neth, and one day; to begin on this day of my de- 
parting from thee. The Lady, who wept exceedingly, 
preſently thus anſwered. Alas Sir!“ I know not how to 
catryny ſelf, in ſuch extremity of grief, as now you 
leave me; but if my life ſurmount the fortitude of 
ſorrow, and whatſoever {ſhall happen to you fer 
certainty, either life or death: I will live and die the

Not ſo Madam (replyed her husband) not ſo; be not 

over r.{h in promiſing any thing, albeic I am well a- 
fured, that ſo much as conſiſt eth in thy ſtrength, I make 
no queſtion of thy performance ; But conſider withall 
(dear heart) thou art a young woman, beautifull, of 
reat Parentage, and no way thereto inferiour in the 
leſſing: of Fortune. 
Tby vertues are many, and univerſslly both divulged 
and known: in which reſpeR, I make no doubt, but di- 
vers and ſundry great Lords and Gentlemen (if but the 
leaſt tumor of my death be noiſed) will make ſuit for 
thee to thy Parents and Brethren, from whoſe violent 
ſolicitings, wouldſt thou never ſo reſolutely make reſiſt.

wcken) and ſundred and impriſoned in divers Towns 
| Cities. Amongſt ihe which number of priſoners, 
vas Signior Thore{{1es chance to be one, and walked 
bonds to Alexandria, where being unknown, and 
arivg leſt he ſhould be dilcovered, (conſtrained there- 
meer ly. by neceſſity) he ſhewed himſelf in the condl - 
jon of a Faulconer 3 wherein he was very excellently 
er enced, and by which means bis profeſiion was 
de known to Saladins, he delivered out of Priſon, 
created the Soldans Faulconer. 

Therello (whom the Soldan called by no other name, 
jen the Chriſtian, neither of them knowing the other) 
idly now remer bred bis departure from Pavia, devi- 
fog and practiſing many times, how he might eſcape 
hence, he could not compaſſe it by any poſſible means, 
Wherefore, certain Ambaſſadours being ſent by the 
mewayes, to redeem divers Citizens of theirs, there 
ferained as Priſoners, and being ready to return home 


Nein: he purpoſed to write to his wife, that he was 


hving, and would repair to her ſo ſoon as he could, 
defring the ſtill continued remembrance of her limited 
ime, By cloſe and cunning means he wrote the Ler- 
er, earneſtly entreating one of the Ambaſſadors (who 
hne him perfectly, but made no outward appearance 
ereof) to deal in ſuch ſort for him, that the Letter 
might be delivered tothe hands of the Abbot Di San 
Pietro in Ciel d'Oro, who was (indeed) his Unkle. 

W bile Thorells remained in this bis Faulconers con- 
dition, it fortuned upon a day, that Saladine convert 
ing with bim about his Hawks; Thorelle chanced to

Then, without ſaying any thing elſe es un 
cauſing his Guard robe to be ſet open, he took bi 
with him thither, and ſaid, Chriſtian, ob erve well al 
theſe Garments, and quicken thy remembrance, in 
telling me truely, whether thou baſt ſeen any of then 
before now, or no. Signior Therel/s looked on them all 
adviſedly, and eſpied theſe two eſpeciall Garment, 
which bis wife had given one of the ſtrange merchantyÞ et h 
yet he durſt not credit it, or that poſſibly it could be arec 
the ſame, nevertheleſſe he ſaid.
